HOTELS, 1949 


A survey of hotels in Canada for the year 1949, the first 
since the 1941 Census. showed 5,847 establishments with 
155,512 rooms capable of providing accommodation for 268,343 
persons per night. Gross receipts amounted to $355,226,000 
in 1949, 141% higher than the 1941 figure of $147,488,C00. 


Distribution of receipts by source, for Canadian hotels 
in total, was not much different in 1949 from the 1941 
pattern. Greater differences appear in the provincial results 
shown in the following table.

Of the 5,847 establishments, 4,799 operated for the 
full year and of these 3,612 were licensed to sell beer, wine 
and/or liquor. Only 185 out of the 1,048 seasonal hotels 
were licensed. Table 4 shows the principal statistics for 
these four classes, 


Separate details of the receipts and operating expenses 
of incorporated and unincorporated hotels is contained in 


Tables 5 and 6. Hotels are segregated in these tables on 
the basis of period of operation and as to whether or not 
the hotel was licensed to sell alcoholic beverages. 


Hotel statistics for selected cities are shown in 
Table 9, while Table 10 shows the same details for public 
houses in Ontario cities. 


A tabulation of hotels by volume of receipts showed 
that 744 of the 3,612 licensed establishments had receipts 
in 1949 of more than $100,000 and accounted for 59% of 
receipts of all licensed hotels. Only 35 of the 1,187 non- 
licensed establishments fell within this upper size category 
and they obtained 38% of receipts of non-licensed hotels. 


Classification by number of rooms revealed that 136 
hotels in Canada with more than 100 rooms obtained almost 


,25% of total hotel receipts. On the other hand, 1,456 es- 


tablishments included in the survey had 10 rooms or fewer 
and these accounted for about 10% of gross receipts. 
Included in this ‘‘10-rooms-or fewer’’ class were 166 public 
houses in Ontario. 


By far the greatest number of hotels in Canada were 
operated as independent establishments. Only 173 hotels 
belonged to multiple or chain organizations. These multiple 
and chain establishments accounted for 11% of all rooms 
and took in 17% of total hotel receipts.

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HOTELS, 1950 


INTRODUCTION 


The survey of hotels, conducted for the year 
1949, was coatinued for 1950. Certain changes in 
both reporting firms and tabulation of results were 
made in the 1950 survey. Public houses in Ontario 
were shown in the 1949 final report but have been 
deleted from the 1950 survey. The 1949 figures 
shown in this bulletin have been revised to exclude 
these public houses. 


The 1949 survey was the first taken since the 
1941 Census and in some instances businesses 
were included as hotels due to improper descript- 
ions, i.e. a large tourist home described as a 
lodge or seasonal resort. The decrease in number 


of hotels in 1950 from 1949 in some provinces may 
be attributed, in part, to certain refinement of 
classification. This survey does not include tour- 
ist homes, cabins or camps, boarding houses, 
residential hotels, Y.M.C.A.’S or Y.W.C.A’S. 


New Features - Room occupancy as a per- 
centage of total room potential is siown for the 
first time in this report in Table 4. 


Receipts from leased con- 
cessions and a three way breakdown of taxes are 
also new features of this publication. 


SUMMARY OF OPERATIONS 


There were 5,169 hotels in operation in Canada 
during 1950 with 146,353 rooms compared with 
5,425 in 1949 with 150,098 rooms. Receipts from 
all sources in 1950 amounted to $322,390,000 
slightly lower than the 1949 level of $324,452,000. 

The sale of beer, wine and liquor accounted for 


50.5% of total receipts in 1950, a very slight in- 
crease over the 1949 proportion of 50.2%, while 
receipts from rooms and meals showed fractional 
declines from 1949. Hotels in the Prairie Prov- 
inces reported the highest percentage of receipts 
from the sale of alcoholic beverages (over 60%).

S-6 MERCHANDISING AND SERVICES 


There were 3167 full year hotels (open 300 
days or more) licensed to sell beer, wine and/or 
liquor with receipts of $279,735,000, 61% of the 
total number and 87% of total receipts of all hotels. 
The majority of seasonal hotels were not licensed 
and these 769 hotels had receipts of $9,588,000 in 
1950 compared with 863 hotels in 1949 with receipts 
of $10,178,000. 


Principal 1950 statistics of hotels - number of 
rooms, bed capacity, percentage of room occupancy, 
employment, receipts and expenses - are given in 
Table 4, by nature of operations. 


Receipts by source and a breakdown of oper- 
ating expenses are shown in dollar volume separate- 
ly for incorporated and unincorporated hotels and 
by nature of operations in Tables 5 and 6. Tables 7 
and 8 show operating expenses as percentages of 
total receipts for the same groups as presented in 
Tables 5 and 6. 


City data on hotel operations in Table 9 show 
Toronto first in volume of receipts, followed by 
Montreal, Vancouver and Winnipeg. Toronto and 


Halifax hotels obtained the highest percentage of . 
room occupancy during 1950 at 84% of total room 
capacity. 

Hotels are classified by amount of annual re- 
ceipts in Table 10 and number of hotels and re- 
ceipts of full year hotels are also shown by pro- 
vinces for each size class in Table 11. 


Hotels with receipts of $100,000 or more numb- 
ered 711 or 14% of all hotels but accounted for 55% 
of total receipts. The large hotels were more con- 
centrated in the full year licensed class than in the 
other ‘‘nature of operations’’ categories. 


In Table 12, hotels are classified according to 
number of rooms and results are shown by pro- 
vinces and nature of operations. 


The percentage of room occupancy was higher 
in the larger hotels than in the smaller. Hotels with 
over 500 rooms registered 81% occupancy utilization 
while the group of hotels with less than 10 rooms re- 
ported 32% occupancy. Table 13 shows percentage 
of room occupancy of hotels classified by number 
of rooms.

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DEFINITIONS 


An establishment is classified as an hotel and included in this survey only 
if it fits into one of the following categories: 


Full Year Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more rooms providing lodging or lodging and meals 
for transient guests and licensed to sell beer, wine, or liquor. To be considered 
a full year hotel, an establishment must be operated for at least ten months in 
the year. 


Full Year Hotels, Non-Licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications mentioned above, but which do not 
sell alcoholic beverages. 


Seasonal Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more rooms providing lodging or lodging and meals 
for transient guests, licensed to sell beer, wine, or liquor and open less than ten 
months of the year. Generally, the establishment must have six or more rooms in 
the main lodge but an exception is made in the case of resort hotels where the 
sleeping accomodation is provided in the form of cabins or cottages but a central 
dining room, administration, and entertainment facilities are Provided in the main 
lodge. 


Seasonal hotels include such businesses as resort hotels, hunting or fishing 
lodges, ski lodges or chalets, and dude ranches. 
Seasonal Hotels, Non-Licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications listed for seasonal hotels above 
but which do not sell alcoholic beverages.

S-6 MERCHANDISING AND SERVICES 


The greatest portion of the 1951 receipts was de- 
rived from the sale of beer, wine, and liquor— 50.6%. 
Rental of rooms accounted for 23.3% of total re- 
ceipts, sales of meals 17.7%, and all other sources 
8.4%. This distribution of receipts showed little 
variation from that of 1950. Again, hotels in the 
Prairie Provinces reported the highest portion of 
receipts from the sale of alcoholic beverages (over 
60%). Throughout this report figures for British 
Columbia include the Yukon and Northwest Territories. 


The 146,441 rooms available in Canadian hotels 
in 1951, had a bed capacity of 257,657 and a per- 
centage occupancy of 58%. Hotels engaged a mini- 
mum of 45,916 and a maximum of 63,118 employees 
in 1951 and these received $80,382,000 in salaries 
and wages. The $352,907,000 shown in Table 4 as 
total operating receipts of all hotels does not include 
non-operating revenue derived from leased conces- 
sions and commercial rentals, interest on invest- 
ments, etc. 


Tables 5 and 6 showing source of receipts and 
expenses for 1951 are presented somewhat differently 
than inprevious years. Non-operating revenue appears 
as a separate item under receipts and cost of goods 
sold is presented apart from operating expenses. A 
direct comparison of 1951 expenses with those for 
1949 and 1950 can only be arrived at by combining 
the 1951 figures for total operating expenses and 
cost of goods soJd. This has been done in tables 7 
and 8 where total expenses are shown as percentages 
of total receipts. Expressed percentage wise. ex- 


penses were only fractionnaly higher for both incor- 
porated and unincorporated hotels in 1951 as com- 
pared with 1950. Incorporated seasonal hotels, both 
licensed and non-licensed, showed a slightly higher 
margin of profit in 1951 than in 1950. 


Toronto hotels led those of all other Canadian 
cities in volume ofreceipts handledin 1951, followed 
by Montreal, Vancouver, and Winnipeg. Montreal 
hotels placed first in amount of receipts from room 
rentals while Toronto hctels led in the amount of 
revenue obtained from sales of meals and beer, wine 
and liquor. The highest percentage of room occupan- 
cy ~81%, was recorded by hotels in Toronto, Halifax 
and Saint John. 


Hotels with receipts of $100,000 or more num- 
bered 805 or 16% of all hotels but accounted for 61% 
of total receipts. Most of the large hotels were con- 
centrated in the full year licensed class and 66% of 
all Canadian hotels were licensed to sell some type 
of alcoholic beverage in 1951. 


Table 12 reveals that there were more hotels 
with 11 to 25 rooms than any other room-size classi- 
fication, and this category obtained the highest 
portion of total receipts. Only 12 hotels in Canada 
had over 500 rooms in 1951. 


The percentage of room occupancy was higher 
in the larger hotels than in the smaller ones. Hotels 
with 201 to 500 rooms had the highest rate at 75% 
while hotels with 10 rooms or less reported only 
31% occupancy.

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DEFINITIONS 


An establishment is classified as an hotel and included in this survey only 
if it fits into one of the following categories: 


Full Year Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more rooms providing lodging or lodging and meals 
for transient guests and licensed to sell beer, wine, or liquor. To be considered 
a full year hotel, an establishment must be operated for at least ten months in 
the year. 


Full Year Hotels, Non-Licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications mentioned above, but which do not 
sell alcoholic beverages. 


Seasonal Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more rooms providing lodging or lodging and meals 
for transient guests, licensed to sell beer, wine, or liquor and open less than ten 
months of the year. Generally, the establishment must have six or more rooms in 
the main lodge but an exception is made in the case of resort hotels where the 
sleeping accomodation is provided in the form of cabins or cottages but a central 
dining room, administration, and entertainment facilities are Provided in the main 
lodge. 


Seasonal hotels include such businesses as resort hotels, hunting or fishing 
lodges, ski lodges or chalets, and dude ranches. 
Seasonal Hotels, Non-Licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications listed for seasonal hotels above 
but which do not sell alcoholic beverages. 


HOTELS, 1952 


Summary of Operations 


Canada’s hotel business amounted to $391, 936, 000 

in 1952, representing an increase of 10% over the 

1951 receipts of $357,282,000. The number of hotels 

in operation increased. from 5,092 with 146,441 rooms 
in 1951 to 5,157 with 149,615 rooms in 1952. 

_ The 3,253 full year hotels licensed to sell beer, 

wine and/or liquor had receipts of $344,476,000 in 


1952, 88% of the total receipts of all hotels. Only 
191 of the 1,018 seasonal hotels operating in 1952 
were licensed to sell alcoholic beverages but these 
had receipts of $9,944,000 compared with receipts 
of $11,362,000 handled by the 827 non-licensed sea- 
sonal hotels.

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The sale of beer, wine and liquor accounted for 
51.5% of the total receipts in 1952, rental of rooms 
for 22.9%, sales of meals for 17.2% and all other 
sources for 8.4%. This distribution of receipts 
showed little variation from that of 1951. Hotels in 
the Prairie Provinces obtained over 60% of their 
income from the sale of alcoholic beverages. 
Throughout this report figures for British Columbia 
include the Yukon and Northwest Territories. 


There were 149,615 rooms available in Canadian 
hotels in 1952 with a bed capacity of 263,357 and a 
percentage occupancy of 58%. Hotels employed an 
average of 58,348 persons in 1952 and paid out 
$88,747,000 in salaries and wages. 


Tables 5 and 6 show sources of receipts and ex- 
penses while in tables 7 and 8 expenses are shown 
as percentages of total receipts. Expressed percen- 
tage wise, total expenses were Slightly lower in 1952 
than in 1951 for all incorporated and unincorporated 
hotels with the exception of seasonal licensed 
hotels. 


MERCHANDISING AND SERVICES 


Toronto hotels with receipts of $26,334,000 led 
those of all other Canadian cities in the volume of 
business handled in 1952. Montreal placed second 
with receipts of $22,354,000 followed by Vancouver 
with $17,056,000 and Winnipeg with $10,063,000. 
Montreal hotels obtained the highest income from 
room rentals, while Toronto hotels led in the amount 
of revenue derived from sales of meals and beer, 
wine and liquor. The highest ;;ercentage of room 
occupancy (85%) was feported by hotels in Halifax. 


In table 10 hotels are clas:ified according to 
number of rooms and nature of op:rations. This table 
reveals that there were more hczels with 11 to 25 
rooms than any other room-size classification, and 
this category obtained the greatsst portion of total 
receipts. 


The larger hotels showed a higher percentage of 
occupancy than the smaller ones. Hotels in the 501 
rooms and over class obtained the highest rate at 
79% while hotels with 10 rooms or less reported only 
29% occupancy.

DEFINITIONS 


An establishment is classified as an hotel and included in this survey only 
if it fits into one of the following categories: 


Full Year Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more rooms providing lodging or lodging and 
meals for transient guests and licensed to sell beer, wine, or liquor. To be con- 
sidered a full year hotel, an establishment must be operated for at least ten 
months in the year. 


Full Year Hotels, Non-Licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications mentioned above, but which do not 
sell alcoholic beverages. 


Seasonal Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more rooms providing lodging or lodging and 
meals for transient guests, licensed to sell beer, ‘wine, or liquor and open less 
than ten months of the year. Generally, the establishment musi have six or more 
rooms in the main lodge but an exception is made in the case of resort hotels 
where the sleeping accomodation is provided in the form of cabins or cottages 
but a central dining room, administration, and entertainment facilities are pro- 
vided in the main lodge. 


Seasonal hotels include such businesses as resort hotels, hunting or fishing 
lodges, ski lodges or chalets, and dude ranches. 


Seasonal Hotels, Non-Licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications listed for seasonal hotels above 
but which do not sell alcoholic beverages. 


HOTELS, 1953 


In 1953 there were 5,209 hotels in operation with receipts of $410,715,000 which 
represented a 4.8% increase over the $391,936,000 reported by 5,157 hotels in 1952. The 
number of rooms increased from 149,615 to 149,653 over the same period. The average 
room rate was up from $3.29 in 1952 to $3.64 in 1953 while the percentage of room occu- 
pancy declined from 58% to 55% over the same period. In the comparison of 1953 with 
the previous year, seasonal] hotels showed a greater percentage gain in terms of receipts 
than was shown for full year hotels. The receipts of seasonal] hotels increased by 11.5% 
for licensed establishments and by 9.7% for non-licensed establishments. On the other 
hand full year licensed hotels reported an increase of 4.5% in receipts while the increase 
for full year non-licensed hotels was 3.7%. 


Over 90% of hotel receipts were accounted for by ful] year licensed and seasonal 
licensed establishments. The 3,309 full year hotels licensed to sell beer, wine and/or 
liquor had receipts of $360,023,000 in 1953, which represented 87.7% of the total receipts 
of all hotels, compared with only 6.6% for full year non-licensed hotels. Of the 1,054 
seasonal hotels operating in 1953, only 198 were licensed to Sell alcoholic beverages 
but these had receipts of $11,092,000, a figure close to the $12,466,000 reported by 856 
non-licensed hotels. Seasonal] non-licensed hotels accounted for 3.0% of total receipts 
while 2.7% of total receipts were reported by seasonal] licensed establishments. 


In the percentage distribution of hote] receipts by source in 1953, the rental of rooms 
accounted for only 22.9%, the same proportion as in 1952. The sale of beer, wine and 
liquor in 1953 amounted to 51.1% of the total receipts while sales of meals comprised 
17.3% and revenue from al] other sources 8.7%. In 1952 the revenue from sales of beer, 
Wine and liquor amounted to 51.5% while sales of meals accounted for 17.2% of receipts. 
The sale of alocholic beverages ranged from a total exclusion in hotels in Prince Edward 
Island and New Brunswick to 68.5% in Saskatchewan. In al] the provincial statistics 
presented in this report, British Columbia will be considered to include the Yukon and 
Northwest Territories. 


In Table 4 will be found the principal] statistics of hotels classified by nature of 
operations. In 1953, of the 149,653 rooms reported by 5,209 hotels, 131,738 were in the 
hotels themselves while 17,915 were in cabins. Hotels reported 4,807 working proprietors 
and paid employees averaged 59,424 for 1953 while the total salaries and wages amounted 
to $96,307,000. Full year licensed hotels accounted for 58.8% of working proprietors, 
70.6% of paid employees and 85.3% of total salaries and wages. 


Tables 5 and 6 illustrate the sources of receipts and expenses while in Tables 7 
and 8 expenses are shown as percentages of total receipts. Expressed percentage wise, 
total expenses were slightly higher in 1953 than in 1952 for all incorporated and un- 
incorporated hotels, with the exception of incorporated full year licensed hotels. 


Table 9 presents comparative statistics on full year hotels in selected Canadian 
cities. Within the incorporated limits of four cities, Toronto, Montreal, Edmonton and 
Vancouver, were found 19.6% of the total receipts of full year hotels in 1953. The 
business handled by Toronto hotels amounted to $26,948,000 followed by Montreal with 
$23,514,000, Vancouver $15,016,000 and Edmonton $10,235,000. Montreal hotels obtained 
the highest income from room rentals, while Toronto hotels Jed in the amount of revenue 
derived from sales of meals and beer, wine and liquor. The highest percentage of room 
occupancy was reported by hotels in Halifax at 84%. The variation in room rates for 
full year hotels in selected cities is illustrated in Table 10. 


In Table II hotels will be found classified according to number of rooms and nature 
of operations. This table reveals that there were more hotels with 11 to 25 rooms than 
any other room-size classification, and this category obtained the greatest portion of 
tota] receipts. 


A marked difference in percentage of occupancy was shown by the larger and smaller 
hotels. In 1953, hotels in the group having over 500 rooms obtained the highest rate of 
occupancy at 77% while hotels with 10 rooms or less reported only 27% occupancy. 
This variation in occupancy by provinces forms the subject matter of Table 12.

The reports are punched to permit of filing in a ring binder.

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DEFINITIONS 


An establishment is classified as an hotel and included in this survey only 
it it fits into one of the following categories: 


Full Year Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more rooms providing lodging or lodging and 
meals for transient guests and licensed to sell beer, wine, or liquor. To be con 
sidered a full year hotel, an establishment must be operated for at least ten 
months in the year. 


Full Year Hotels, Non-Licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications mentioned above, but which do not 
sell alcoholic beverages. 


Seasonal Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more rooms providing lodging or lodging and 
meals for transient guests, licensed to sell beer, wine, or liquor and open less 
than ten months of the year. Generally, the establishment must have six or more 
rooms in the main lodge but an exception is made in the case of resort hotels 
where the sleeping accommodation is provided in the form of cabins or cottages 
but a central dining room, administration, and entertainment facilities are pro- 
vided in the main lodge. 


Seasonal hotels include such businesses as resort hotels, hunting or fishing 
lodges, ski lodges or chalets, and dude ranches, 


Seasonal Hotels, Non-Licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications listed for seasonal hotels above 
but which do not sell alcoholic beverages. 


HOTELS, 1954 


In 1954 there were 5,208 hotels in operation, one 
less than the number reported in 1953. Receipts were 
$405,856,000, down about one percent from the 1953 
total of $410,715,000. Working proprietors numbered 
4,713, down 94 from the previous year. The average 
number of employees was 58,974, down 450. Salaries 
and wages were up slightly to $98,695,000 from 
$96,307,000 in 1953. 


Making up the national change, receipts increased 
in Nova Scotia by 5.1%, decreased in Newfoundland by 
10.3% and varied from the 1953 figure in other provinces 
by amounts within these limits. The number of hotels in 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick decreased by 2% and 
and 2.9% respectively but small increases in other 
provinces offset these decreases to leave the national 
total practically unchanged. 


The number of rooms in hotels decreased slightly. 
The average room rate increased to $3.81 from $3.64 in 
1953 and room occupancy decreased to 53% from 55%. 
The greatest percentage change in number of hotels and 
receipts occurred in the full year non-licensed group. 
The number of hotels decreased 4.1% and receipts de- 
creased 16.9%. Receipts of full year licensed hotels 
accounted for 88.6% of the total receipts of hotels. 


Tables 1 to 4 deal with the above statistics in 
detail. 


Tables 5 and 6 areconcerned with sourceof receipts 
and operating expenses. Although totals show small 
changes, a comparison with the previous year reveals 


there has been some movement between and within 
these tables. Increased activity in incorporated hotels 
has partly offset the loss of business in unincorporated 
hotels. Within the incorporated category, increased 
business in licensed hotels has offset decreases in the 
business of the non-licensed group. 


Tables 7 and 8 show the ratio of expenses to re- 
ceints. There is a tendency for expenses as a percent- 
age of receipts to be upslightly from 1953. An exception 
to this is the results of incorporated seasonal hotels 
which improved their showing considerably. 


Tables 9to 12 deal with hotel statistics for selected 
cities and classifications of hotels by number of rooms 
with added detail on receipts and occupancy. Hotel 
receipts in Toronto were $27,724,000, higher than in 
any other city. Receipts from the sale of beer, wine and 
liquor were highest in Toronto at $9,114,000 but 
Montreal hotel room rentals were the highest in any 
Canadian city at $9,593,000. Room occupancy was 
highest in Halifax at 84% and lowest in Sherbrooke at 
49%. Estimated average daily room rate was highest in 
Montreal at $7.20( Toronto $6.97)and lowest in Brantford 
at $2.96. Hotels accounting for the largest part of total 
hotel revenue according to the classification in Table 
11 were those in the 11-25 room class. Hotels with 501 
rooms and over had the highest room occupancy. These 
figures do not show any significant change from the 
1953 results. The remaining detail in these tables 
requires no explanation.

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DEFINITIONS 


An establishment is classed as an hotel and included in this survey only 
if it fits into one of the following categories: 


Full Year Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more rooms providing lodging or lodging and 
meals for transient guests and licensed to sell beer, wine, or liquor. To be con- 
sidered a full year hotel, an establishment must be operated for at least ten 
months in the year. 


Full Year Hotels, Non-Licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications mentioned above, but which do not 
sell alcoholic beverages. 


Seasonal Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more rooms providing lodging or lodging and 
meals for transient guests, licensed to sell beer, wine or liquor and open less 
than ten months of the year. Generally, the establishment must have six or more 
rooms in the main lodge but an exception is made in the case of resort hotels 
where the sleeping accommodation is provided in the form of cabins or cottages 
but a central dining room, administration, and entertainment facilities are pro- 
vided in the main lodge. 


Seasonal hotels include such businesses as resort hotels, hunting or fishing 
lodges, ski lodges or chalets, and dude ranches. 


Seasonal Hotels, Non-Licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications listed for seasonal hotels above 
but which do not sell alcoholic beverages. 


HOTELS 1955 


Hotel receipts for 1955 totalled $415,309,000, an amount 
2.3% above the 1954 total. Persons actively engaged in hotel 
operations were fewer in 1955 than in 1954. Working proprietors 
numbered 4,333, lower than 1954 by 380 and the average number 
of employees totalled 58,614 in 1955 compared with 58,974 for 
the year before. In spite of a decreased labour force, salaries 
and wages paid to employees rose to $101,711,000 from 
$98,695,000 in 1954, a gain of 3.1%. The decrease in number 
of hotels from 5,208 in 1954 to 5,081 in 1955 is largely the 
result of certain refinements in classification. Some eStablish- 
ments formerly included were more clearly defined as having 
less thansix rooms or belonging to the ‘‘tourist home’’ category. 
This reduction was more evident in the seasonal hotels. Some 
shift in hotels also occurred from full year non-licensed to the 
full year licensed type. 


Provincially, the largest gain in receipts occurred in British 
Columbia both in actual dollars and in percentage increase. 
Hotels in Nova Scotia and Saskatchewan reported receipts at 
a slightly lower level than in 1954. The percentage of room 
occupancy for all hotels was slightly lower in 1955 at 52 per- 
cent; Saskatchewan and Quebec hotels were the lowest with 
46% and 45% occupancy respectively. In total, the non-licensed 
hotels, full year and seasonal, increased their percentage of 
occupancy slightly over the previous year. The licensed hotels, 


on the whole, experienced a drop of 1 per cent in room occu- 
pancy. 


Slightly over half of hotel receipts were derived from the 
sale of alcoholic beverages. In i955, with 1954 in brackets, 
the percentage of hotel receipts by source were: room rentals 
23.2% (23.2%), meals 17.4% (17.5%), beer, wine and liquor 
50.9% (50.4%), other sources, 8.5% (8.9%). The percentage of 
alcoholic beverages sold in hotels varies by provinces de- 
pending upon provincial liquor laws. 


Tables 6 and 7 show the breakdown of hotels by room size. 
Percentage of room occupancy was higher in the larger hotels. 
These hotels serve the transient trade and provide room service 
to a greater extent than the smaller hotels. No significant 
changes occurred in the statistics for cities. Within incorpor- 
ated city limits, Toronto hotels ranked first in total receipts 
at $27,791,000 while Montreal hotels had total receipts of 
$23,320,000 in 1955. Halifax hotels again enjoyed the highest 
percentage of room occupancy at 84% with Kitchener the lowest 
at 45%. 


Throughout this report figures for Britisn Columbia include 
the Yukon and Northwest Territories.

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OPERATING EXPENSES 


Operating expenses of hotels for 1955 have been tabulated 
in a manner different from previous years. An attempt was made 
to obtain certain expenses by departments. Properly completed 
returns were received from approximately 2% of the hotels, these 
were mostly larger hotels in the incorporated class. Many hotels 
are not able to provide expense detail and in past years esti- 
mates have been made for these to obtain expenses of all hotels 
for tabulation in dollar form. This year expenses are shown 
only in percentage form and these results do not represent 
total coverage. The results of hotels which provided depart- 
mental expenses are shown in table 11 and the others which 
reported adequate expense data are included in tables 9 and 
10 depending on their form of organization. The only item of 
expense covering all hotels and shown in dollars is that of 
salaries and wages which appears as a principal statistic in 
table 4. 


Although total expenses in dollars are not available, an 
estimate of any expense item can be made by applying the per- 
centage from table 9 or 10 to the respective total receipt figure 
shown in the table on this page. 


General expense items of hotels not on a departmental 
accounting basis are shown for unincorporated and incorporated 
forms of organization separately in tables 9 and 10. Percent- 
ages of the various expense items are comparable to those of 
previous years except for the omission of those incorporated 
hotels which reported on a departmental basis. Total operating 
expenses of unincorporated hotels in 1955 remained practically 
unchanged in percentage to receipts from 1954, 92.6% and 92.5% 


respectively. The 7.4% profit includes proprietors’ salaries. 
Expenses of incorporated hotels in 1955 were slightly higher 
than during the previous year, 93.8% and 93.6% respectively. 


Insufficient hotels reported expenses by departments to 
permit results by provinces. A division on room size, however, 
was possible and this divided the respondents to a certain 
extent on a ‘‘beverage’’ basis. The hotels with 100 or more 
rooms included in this tabulation (Table 11) derived most of 
their revenue from room receipts and food sales. The other 
category reported 50%-of receipts from beer, wine and liquor 
sales. 


Operating expenses, as percentages of receipts, are divided 
between general and direct departmental. The latter shows ex- 
penses as a percentage of total receipts and, in italics, asa 
percentage of receipts of the department. The former is shown 
to provide percentages which, added to the general expense 
items, will give a total expense percentage based on total 
receipts. The expense percentages of the departments, based 
on departmental receipts, provide a meaningful figure for com- 
parison by individual hotels. The expense ratio of beer, wine 
and liquor based on total receipts varies between the two room- 
size categories (8.8% and 35.0%) because of the different 
proportions of such sales to total receipts. The expense ratio 
of each, based on their respective beer, wine and liquor re- 
ceipts, however, are quite similar (65.7%. and 69.8%). It is 
hoped this first attempt to provide expense percentages by 
departments will be of some value and will improve in useful- 
ness by better response in subsequent years.

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DEFINITIONS 


An establishment is classed as an hotel and included in this survey only 
if it fits into one of the following categories: 


Full Year Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more rooms providing lodging or lodging and 
meals for transient guests and licensed to sell beer, wine, or liquor. To be con- 
sidered a full year hotel, an establishment must be operated for at least ten 
months in the year. 


Full Year Hotels, Non-Licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications mentioned above, but which do not 
sell alcoholic beverages. 


Seasonal Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more rooms providing lodging or lodging and 
meals for transient guests, licensed to sell beer, wine or liquor and open less 
than ten months of the year. Generally, the establishment must have six or more 
rooms in the main lodge. An exception is made in the case of resort hotels 
where the sleeping accommodation is provided in the form of cabins or cottages 
but a central dining room, administration, and entertainment facilities are pro- 
vided in the main lodge. 


Seasonal hotels include such businesses as resort hotels, hunting or fishing 
lodges, ski lodges or chalets, and dude ranches. 


Seasonal Hotels, Non-Licensed:

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INTRODUCTION 


This report contains the results of the eighth 
consecutive annual survey of hotels and covers the 
year 1956. An innovation in this year’s survey was 
the use of three types of questionnaires. These 
questionnaires were different with respect to the 
extent of expense data covered but contained the 
same basic information and this is comparable to 
statistics provided for previous years. Modified 
questionnaires were devised to meet the major 
statistical requirements of this survey and, at the 
same time, facilitate the reporting of smaller opera- 
tors who, for the most part, do not maintain detailed 
expense accounts. The basic information collected 
from all hotels appears in section 1 of this report 
under the heading, ‘‘Principal Statistics’’. Section 
2 presents certain expense items provided by the 
medium size hotels (11 to 99 rooms inclusive) as 
percentages of receipts. The large hotels (100 


rooms or more) were required to furnish a detailed 
breakdown of expenses classified into general and 
direct departmental expenses and these are shown 
in ratio form in section 3. 


The expense ratios in sections 2 and 3 are not 
directly comparable to those of previous years. In 
the case of section 2, all large hotels (100 rooms 
Or more) and all hotels having 10 rooms or less are 
excluded for the 1956.survey. In the case of section 
3 there is now increased coverage. Allowances 
should be made for these changes when making com- 
parisons with figures previously published. 


Throughout this report figures for British 
Columbia include the Yukon and Northwest Terri- 
tories. 


SECTION I 


Principal Statistics 


This section presents statistics on receipts, 
salaries and wages, number of guest rooms and bed 
capacity based on the reports of all hotels operating 
in Canada during 1956. In addition, this section has 
a table on room occupancy. This meaningful finding, 
which is not considered a principal statistic and is 
not based on full coverage reporting, is shown in 
this section because of its close affinity with other 
figures shown here. 


The 5,067 hotels in operation during 1956 re- 
ported total receipts of $441,831,000, the highest on 
record and 6 per cent above the 1955 total of 
$415,309,000 reported by 5,081 hotels. Salaries and 
wages paid in 1956 amounted to $108,527,000, up 
from $101,711,000 in the previous year. Expressed 
as a percentage of total receipts, salaries and wages 
accounted for 24:5 per cent in both 1955 and 1956. 
In 1956 there were 149,625 rooms with a bed capac- 
ity for 271,182 guests in Canada’s 5,067 hotels. 
The comparable figures for 1955 were 147,812 rooms 
and 266,846 guests. 


Receipts were greater in all the provinces as 
compared with 1955 but particularly so in British 
Columbia where an increase of 17 per cent occur- 
red. The approximate increases in other regions 
were as follows: Newfoundland, New Brunswick 
and Quebec, 7 per cent; Ontario, 5 per cent; Nova 
Scotia, Saskatchewan and Alberta, 3 per cent; 
Prince Edward Island and Manitoba, 2 per cent. 


All sources of hotel receipts snowed an in- 
crease over the previous year. Receipts from the 
rental of rooms and the sales. of meals and lunches 
both obtained an 8 per cent increase in volume, 
while their respective percentages of total receipts 
increased to 23.6 and 17.7 per cent from 23.2 and 
17.4 per cent. Beer, wine and liquor sales, with an 
increase of 6 per cent in volume over the previous 
year, declined to 50.6 per cent of total receipts 
from 50.9 per cent. Receipts from all other sources 
increased 1 per cent in volume and decreased to 8.1 
per cent of total receipts from 8.5 per cent in 1955. 


Some 3,445 full year hotels and 204 seasonal 
hotels were licensed to sell beer, wine or liquor in 
eight of Canada’s ten provinces. Together, these 
hotels accounted for 92 per cent of total hotel re- 
ceipts and derived some 55 per cent of their busi- 
ness from the sale of alcoholic beverages. These 
percentages were unchanged from a year ago. 


The distribution of hotel receipts by room size 
categories was as follows: 10 rooms or less, 7.2 
per cent; 11 to 25 rooms, 24.8 per cent; 26 to 50, 
25.2 per cent; 51 to 100, 15.8 per cent; 101 to 200, 
10.1 per cent; 201 to 500, 7.3 per cent; and 501 
rooms and over, 9.6 per cent. Any changes in these 
percentages as compared with 1955 were negligible, 
the greatest being an increase of 0.8 per cent in 
favor of the 101. to 200 room category. 


S-6 WHOLESALE TRADE AND SERVICES SECTION 


The percentage of room occupancy for all hotels 
having 11 Or more rooms was calculated at 56 per 
cent of the potential capacity. Because of the ex- 
clusion of hotels in the 10 room or less category, 
this occupancy rate is not perfectly comparable to 
the figure for 1955, (52%). By room size, the per- 
centages of occupancy were: 11 to 25 rooms, 41 
per cent (+2 per cent as compared with 1955); 26 to 
50, 53 per cent (+1 per cent); 51 to 100, 60 per cent 
(-1 per cent); 101 to 200, 70 per cent (+2 per cent); 


201 to 500, 70 per cent (-3 per cent); 501 rooms and 
over, 74 per cent (-1 per cent). 


Throughout this report room receipts include 
sample room and public space rentals. Receipts from 
all other sources include non-operating revenue such 
as commercial rentals, leased concessions, interest 
on investments, etc.

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SECTION 


Salaries and Wages, Cost of Goods Sold and Certain Occupancy Expenses 


Salaries and wages, cost of goods sold, cost 
of fuel and electricity and repairs and maintenance 
expense, expressed as percentages of total receipts, 
are shown in the following table for incorporated 
and unincorporated hotels. These percentages are 
based on the reports of hotels with between 11 and 
99 rooms inclusive. However, they do not represent 
total coverage of hotels in this category. Excluded 
are hotels reporting for the first time, hotels moving 
into this category as a result of an increase in the 
number of guest rooms since the last report and a 
small number of non-respondents for which only the 
principal statistics were estimated. The only item 
of expense secured for all hotels is that of salaries 
and wages shown in dollar form in section 1 of this 
report. Ratios appearing in Table 10 may be applied 
against receipt figures in Table 7 in order to make 
estimates of the dollar amount of the various ex- 
pense items. 


As stated elsewhere in this report, the ratios 
contained in the following table are not comparable 
to those of previous years owing to the exclusion 
of all hotels in the 10 room or less and 100 room or 
more categories. Since the hotels in the former cate- 
gory were unincorporated to the extent of 93 per 
cent, it follows that their exclusion is mainly dis- 
cernible in the ratios of the unincorporated hotels. 
This is evidenced chiefly by a slight increase in 
the percentage of salaries and wages and a similar 
decrease in the percentage of cost of goods sold. 
The exclusion of hotels in the 100 room or more 
category, the majority of which were operated by 
incorporated companies, had the opposite effect on 
the ratios of salaries and wages (a slight decrease) 
and cost of goods sold (a substantial increase) of 
incorporated hotels.

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SECTION Il 


Departmental and General Expense Ratios 


This section presents operating expenses of 
hotels run by incorporated companies, expressed as 
percentages of total receipts and classified into 
departmental and general expenses. Departmental 
expenses are shown as a percentage of receipts of 
the department and as a percentage of total receipts. 
This study was restricted to hotels falling in the 
100 room or more category and the results are based 
on the returns of 83 incorporated hotels, open for 
the whole year, which were able to supply the data 
required. Since the number of usable reports re- 
ceived from unincorporated hotels and seasonal 
hotels was not judged adequate to arrive at reliable 
conclusions, these were not included in this study. 
Receipts of all hotels in this size category in 
Canada, operated by incorporated companies, 
amounted to $120,030,000 (see Table 7) in 1956 and 
receipt and expense ratios for all hotels appearing 
in Table 11 may be applied to this figure in order 
to estimate the dollar amounts. 


Because of the differences existing in the pat- 
tern of receipts and expenses of the hotels included 
in this study, they were divided into three groups: 
licensed hotels (holding a permit for the sale of 
alcoholic beverages) operating their own dining 
room; licensed hotels not operating their own dining 
room; and non-licensed hotels as one group since 
all operated a dining room. This will permit opera- 
tors to make comparisons with a group of hotels 
most closely related to their own operations. 


Because of an increase in the number of hotels 
reporting expense data for 1956, no comparisons 
with 1955 have been made with respect to operating 
expenses. Comparisons with respect to receipts and 
certain operating features have been made and are 
shown in the following tables. Reports submitted 
by the same 82 hotels for 1955 and 1956 were 
used to make the comparisons.

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DEFINITIONS 


An establishment is classed as an hotel and included in this survey only 
if it fits into one of the following categories: 


Full Year Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more rooms providing lodging or lodging and 
meals for transient guests and licensed to sell beer, wine, or liquor. To be con- 
sidered a full year hotel, an establishment must be operated for at least ten 
months in the year. 


Full Year Hotels, Non-Licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications mentioned above, but which do not 
sell alcoholic beverages. 


Seasonal Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more rooms providing lodging or lodging and 
meals for transient guests, licensed to sell beer, wine or liquor and open less 
than ten months of the year. Generally, the establishment must have six or more 
rooms in the main lodge. An exception is made in the case of resort hotels 
where the sleeping accommodation is provided in the form of cabins or cottages 
but a central dining room, administration, and entertainment facilities are pro- 
vided in the main lodge. 


Seasonal hotels include such businesses as resort hotels, hunting or fishing 
lodges, ski lodges or chalets, and dude ranches. 


Seasonal Hotels, Non-Licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications listed for seasonal hotels above 
but which do not sell alcoholic beverages. 


HOTELS, 1957 


INTRODUCTION 


This report covers the calendar year 1957 and 
is the ninth consecutive annual survey of hotels in 
Canada. Section 1 of the report presents the basic 
data collected from all hotels under the heading 
‘‘Principal Statistics’’. Section 2 shows certain 
expense items supplied by the medium size hotels 
(11 to 99 rooms inclusive) expressed as percentages 
of receipts. Section 3 gives a detailed breakdown 
of expenses of large hotels (100 rooms and over), 
classified into general and direct departmental 
expenses, and expressed in ratio form. 


When interpreting figures contained in this 
report, the reader should note the following points: 
(1) the report does not include tourist camps. cabins, 
motels or other forms of accommodaticii which do 


not fall under the definitions appearing on the 
reverse side of the table of contents describing the 
type of establishments classified here as hotels; 
(2) the expense ratios in sections 2 and 3 are 
directly comparable only to expense ratios of 1956 
and not to those of previous years. In the case of 
section 2, beginning in 1956 all large hotels (100 
rooms or more) and all hotels having 10 rooms or 
less were excluded from this section of the survey. 
In the case of section 3, the coverage was expanded 
and improved in 1956 to give more reliable figures. 


Throughout this report, figures for British 
Columbia include the Yukon and Northwest Terri- 
tories. 


SECTION I 


Principal Statistics 


This section presents statistics on receipts, 
salaries and wages, number of guest rooms and bed 
capacity based on the reports of all hotels operating 
in Canada during 1957. A table on room occupancy 
is also shown. This latter compilation is not based 
on complete coverage and, although not considered 
a principal statistic, it is presented here only 
because of its close affinity with other figures 
shown in this section. 


The 5,151 hotels in operation during 1957 had 
a total of 151,517 rooms with bed capacity for 
275,813 persons. Receipts amounted to $470,069,000, 
exceeding the record set by 5,067 hotels in 1956 by 
$28,238,000. Salaries and wages paid during 1957 
increased to $117,764,000 from $108,527,000 in 
1956. The sale of beer, wine and liquor accounted 
for 50.7% of total receipts, followed by room rentals 
(23.5%), meals (17.9%) and other sources (7.9%). 
These proportions are not materially changed from 
the previous year. 


Of the total number of hotels that operated in 
Canada in 1957, 3,522 were full-year licensed 
(licensed to sell alcoholic beverages) hotels with 
receipts of $423,036,000; 704 were full-year non- 
licensed hotels with receipts of $21,952,000; 202 
were seasonal licensed hotels with receipts of 
$12,882,000 and 723 operated as seasonal non- 
licensed hotels with receipts of $12,199,000. For 
Canada as a whole, only seasonal licensed hotels 
recorded a small decrease in number (i.e., 2) and 


receipts (i.e., $353,000).. Significant increases were 
reported in Ontario, Quebec and British Columbia 
in the full-year licensed category. 


The distribution of hotel receipts by room cate- 
gories is shown in Table 6. The most numerous 
hotels were those with between 11 and 25 rooms. 
These numbered 2,234 in 1957 (2,170 in 1956) and 
had receipts of $118,689,000 ($109,718,000 in 1956). 
This group was followed by hotels with 26-50 rooms 
and there were 1,207 such hotels in 1957 reporting 
receipts of $117,022,000 as compared with 1,229 
in 1956 reporting receipts of $111,417,000. 


Percentages of room occupancy for all hotels 
having 11 or more rooms are presented in Table 8. 
While these percentages are comparable to those of 
1956, they are not comparable to those of years 
prior to 1956 because of the inclusion in former 
years of hotels in the 10 room or less category. As 
would be expected, the largest hotels (501 rooms 
and over) had the highest occupancy rate (71%) 
followed by those with 201-500 rooms (68%). For 
all hotels with eleven ar more rooms the occupancy 
rate was 54%. In 1956 the comparable figure was 56%. 


Throughout this report room receipts include 
sample room and public space rentals. Receipts from 
all other sources include non-operating revenue such 
as commercial rentals, leased concessions, interest 
on investments, etc. These and other statistics are 
given in greater detail in the tables that follow.

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SECTION II 


Salaries and Wages, Cost of Goods Sold and Certain Occupancy Expenses 


Table 10 shows salaries and wages, cost of 
goods sold, cost of fuel and electricity, and repairs 
and maintenance, as percentages of total receipts, for 
incorporated and unincorporated hotels. These per- 
centages are based on the reports of a panel of hotels 
with between 11 and 99 rooms inclusive and do not 
represent total coverage of hotels in this category. 
Excluded are hotels reporting for the first time, 
hotels moving into this category as a result of an 
increase in the number of guest rooms since the 
last report and a small number of non-respondents 
for which only the principal statistics were esti- 
mated. (The only item of expense obtained for all 
hotels is that of salaries and wages shown in 
section I of this report). 


The reader is again reminded that the ratios 
contained in the following table are not comparable 
to those of previous years other than 1956 because 
of the exclusion in that year of all hotels in the 10 
room or less and 100 or more categories. Ratios of 
the expense items shown for both incorporated and 
unincorporated hotels in the panel have remained 
relatively unchanged since 1956. Except for salaries 
and wages, ratios for unincorporated hotels were 
slightly higher than those for incorporated hotels. 
The cost of goods sold, as a percentage of total 
receipts, constituted the greatest expense item in 
both categories (46.1% for incorporated, 50.8% for 
unincorporated).

SECTION Il 


Departmental and General Expense Ratios 


This section presents data relating to receipts 
and expenses of incorporated hotels with 100 rooms 
or more which were open for the entire year and 
were ableto supply the detailed statistics requested. 
The 1957 panel surveyed consisted of 87 hotels and 
for comparative purposes the figures for the 1956 
panel which consisted of 83 hotels are also shown. 
Each of these panels contained 76 hotels which 
reported for both years. For the purposes of this 
section hotels were divided into 3 groups: licensed 
hotels (licensed to sell alcoholic beverages) oper- 
ating a dining room, licensed hotels not operating a 
dining room and non-licensed hotels which operated 
a dining room. 

The table immediately following this text is 
prepared from data supplied by 76 hotels which 
reported for both 1956 and 1957, and compares the 
various categories of receipts for the two years. 
Table 11 analyses the source of receipts and sets 
out departmental expenses as percentages of total 
receipts and departmental receipts for the years 
1956 and 1957. Also shown are general expenses 
as percentages of totalreceipts for the same periods. 
Finally, operating profit as a percentage of total 
receipts as well as information on room occupancy, 
room rates and rental revenue is reported. 


There was no appreciable change in the distri- 
bution of receipts by source when a comparison is 
made of the data supplied by the 1957 panel with 
those of the 1956 panel. With respect to merchandise 
(other than beer, wine and liquor) departmental costs, 
non-licensed hotels with dining rooms indicated 
that the ratio of cost of goods sold to receipts from 
sales of merchandise decreased slightly. The 
operating expenses of departments other than the 
four analysed, in the case of licensed hotels with- 
out dining rooms, were slightly in excess of the 
corresponding receipts of the departments. Total 
operating expenses, as apercentage of totalreceipts, 
for the 1957 panel tended to be somewhat greater 
than shown by the 1956 panel. Operating profit both 
before and after the addition of non-operating income 
for the 1957 panel showed a decrease when comparec 
with the 1956 panel except in the case of non 
licensed hotels with dining rooms. Room occupanc 
generally was lower in 1957, average daily roor 
rates were up for all three categories of hotels an 
rental revenue per available and occupied roo! 
increased in all cases except licensed hotels wit] 
out dining rooms.

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SECTION Il — DEPARTMENTAL AND GENERAL EXPENSES 


This section presents departmental and general expenses expressed as per- 
centages of total receipts. Departmental expenses are also shown as percentages of 
the departmental receipts. These figures are shown for a panel of incorporated 
hotels reporting 100 or more rooms.

DEFINITIONS 


An establishment is classed as an hotel and included in this survey only 
if it fits into one of the following categories: 


Full Year Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more rooms providing lodging or lodging and 
meals for transient guests and licensed to sell beer, wine, or liquor. To be con- 
sidered a full year hotel, an establishment must be operated for at least ten 
months in the year. 


Full Year Hotels, Non-Licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications mentioned above, but which do not 
sell alcoholic beverages. 


Seasonal Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more rooms providing lodging or lodging and 
meals for transient guests, licensed to sell beer, wine or liquor and open less 
than ten months of the year. Generally, the establishment must have six or more 
rooms in the main lodge. An exception is made in the case of resort hotels 
where the sleeping accommodation is provided in the form of cabins or cottages 
but a central dining room, administration, and entertainment facilities are pro- 
vided in the main lodge. 


Seasonal hotels include such businesses as resort hotels, hunting or fishing 
lodges, ski lodges or chalets, and dude ranches. 


Seasonal iJotels, Non-Licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications listed for seasonal hotels above 
but which do not sell alcoholic beverages. 


HOTELS, 1958 


INTRODUCTION 


This report covers the calendar year 1958 and 
is the tenth consecutive annual survey of hotels in 
Canada. Section 1 of the report presents the basic 
data collected from all hotels under the heading 
‘Principal Statistics’’. Section 2 shows certain 
expense items supplied by the medium-size hotels 
(11 to 99 rooms inclusive) expressed as percentages 
of total receipts. Section 3 gives a detailed break- 
down of expenses of large hotels (100 rooms and 
over), classified into general and departmental ex- 
penses, and expressed in ratio form. 


When interpreting figures contained in this 
report, the reader should note the following points: 
(1) the report does not include tourist camps, cabins, 


motels or other forms of accommodation which do not 
fall under the definitions appearing on the reverse 
side of the table of contents describing the type of 
establishments classified here as hotels; (2) the 
expense ratios in sections 2 and 3 are not directly 
comparable to those for years prio: to 1956. In the 
case of section 2, beginning in 1956 all large hotels 
(100 rooms or more) and all hotels having 10 rooms 
or less were excluded from this section of the 
survey. 


Throughout this report, figures for British 
Columbia include the Yukon and Northwest Terri- 
tories. 


SECTION I 


Principal Statistics 


This section presents statistics on receipts, 
salaries and wages, number of guest rooms and bed 
capacity based on the reports of all hotels operating 
in Canada during 1958. A table on room occupancy 
is also shown. This latter compilation is not based 
on complete coverage and, although not considered 
a principal statistic, it is presented here only 
because of its close affinity with other figures 
shown in this section. 


During 1958 there were 5,088 hotels operating 
in Canada with a total of 151,362 rooms and bed 
capacity for 274,483 persons. Their total receipts 
amounted to $480,295,000, exceeding the record set 
by 5,151 hotels in 1957 by $10,226,000. Salaries and 
wages paid during the year increased to $123,100,000 
from $117,764,000 in 1957. The sale of beer, wine 
and liquor accounted for 50.7% of total receipts, 
followed by room rentals (23.2%), meals (18.2%) and 
other sources (7.9%) (Table 3). 


Of the total number of hotels that operated in 
Canada during 1958, 3,516 (3,522 in 1957) were full- 
year licensed (licensed to sell alcoholic beverages) 
hotels with receipts of $435,514,000 ($423 ,036,000 
in 1957); 678 (704) were full year non-licensed 
hotels with receipts of $20,561,000 ($21,952,000); 
194 (202) were seasonal licensed hotels with re- 
ceipts of $12,137,000 ($12,882,000) and 700 (723) 
operated as seasonal non-licensed hotels with 
receipts of $12,083,000 ($12,199,000). 


The distribution of hotel receipts by room cate- 
gories is shown in Table 6. Hotels with between 11 
and 25 rooms still continued to be the most numer- 


ous. These numbered 2,200 in 1958 (2,234 in 1957) 
and had receipts of $119,061,000 ($118,689,000 in 
1957). This group was followed by hotels with 26-50 
rooms of which there were 1,197 in 1958 reporting 
receipts of $113,772,000 compared with 1,207 in 
1957 with receipts of $117,022,000. Hotels with 51 
rooms and over showed higher receipts in 1958 
ranging from $80,913,000 for hotels with 51-100 
rooms to $38,397,000 for those with 201-500 rooms; 
hotels with 26-50 rooms and those with 10 rooms 
and less reported decreases both in number and 
receipts. 


Percentages of room occupancy for all hotels 
having 11 or more rooms are presented in Table 8. 
These percentages are not comparable to those com- 
puted for years prior to 1956 because of the in- 
clusion in those years of hotels in the 10 rooms or 
less category. With a national average of 52% (ex- 
cluding hotels in the 10 rooms or less category), 
the occupancy rate was lower in all categories than 
in 1957 and varied from 37% for hotels with 11-25 
rooms to 66% for those with 201 rooms and over. 
Hotels with 26-50 rooms and 51-100 rooms had an 
average occupancy rate of 50% and 59% respectively. 
The national average in 1957 was 54%. 


Thoroughout this report room receipts include 
sample room and public space rentals. Receipts 
from all other sources include non-operating revenue 
such as commercial rentals, leased concessions, 
interest on investments, etc. These and other sta- 
tistics are given in greater detail in the tables 
that follow.

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SECTION I 


Salaries and Wages, Cost of Goods Sold and Certain Occupancy Expenses 


Table 10 shows salaries and wages, cost of 
goods sold, cost of fuel and electricity, and repairs 
and maintenance expressed as percentages of total 
receipts for incorporated and unincorporated hotels. 
These percentages are based on the reports of a 
panel of hotels with between 11 and 99 rooms in- 
clusive and do not represent total coverage of 
hotels in this category. Excluded are hotels moving 
into this category as a result of an increase in the 
number of guest rooms since the last report and a 
small number of non-respondents for which only the 
principal statistics were estimated. (The only item 
of expense obtained for all hotels is that of salaries 
and wages shown in section 1 of this report). 


The reader is again reminded that the ratios 
contained in the following table are not comparable 
to those of years prior to 1956 because of the 
exclusion, since then, of all hotels in the 10 room 
or less and 100 or more categories. Except for 
salaries and wages, ratios for unincorporated hotels 
were Slightly higher than those for incorporated 
hotels. The cost of goods sold, as a percentage of 
total receipts, constituted the greatest expense 
item in both categories (45.9% for incorporated 
hotels versus 46.1% in 1957 and 51.6% for unin- 
corporated hotels versus 50.8%).

SECTION Ill 


Departmental and General Expense Ratios 


This section presents data relating to receipts 
and operating expenses and is restricted to incor- 
porated hotels with 100 rooms or more which were 
open for the entire year and able to supply the 
detailed statistics requested. These hotels were 
divided into three groups: licensed hotels (licensed 
to sell alcoholic beverages) operating their own 
dining room, licensed hotels not operating their 
own dining room and non-licensed hotels operating 
their own dining room. 


Table II shows these operating expenses as 
percentages of total receipts and classified into 
departmental and general expenses. Departmental 
expenses are shown as a percentage of receipts of 
the department as well as of total receipts. Infor- 
mation on profit, room occupancy, room rates and 
rental revenue is also given.

DEFINITIONS 


An establishment is classed as an hotel and included in this survey only 
if it fits into one of the following categories: 


Full Year Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more rooms providing lodging or lodging and 
meals for transient guests and licensed to sell beer, wine, or liquor. To be con- 
sidered a full year hotel, an establishment must be operated for at least ten 
months in the year. 


Full Year Hotels, Non-Licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications mentioned above, but which do not 
sell alcoholic beverages. 


Seasonal Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more rooms providing lodging or lodging and 
meals for transient guests, licensed to sell beer, wine or liquor and open less 
than ten months of the year. Generally, the establishment must have six or more 
rooms in the main lodge. An exception is made in the case of resort hotels 
where the sleeping accommodation is provided in the form of cabins or cottages 
but a central dining room, administration, and entertainment facilities are pro- 
vided in the main lodge. 


Seasonal hotels include such businesses as resort hotels, hunting or fishing 
lodges, ski lodges or chalets, and dude ranches. 


Seasonal Hotels, Non-Licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications listed for seasonal hotels above 
but which do not sell alcoholic beverages. 


HOTELS, 1959 
INTRODUCTION 


This report covers the calendar year 1959 and 
results from the eleventh consecutive annual survey 
of hotels in Canada. Section 1 of the report presents 
the basic data collected from all hotels under the 
heading ‘‘Principal Statistics’’. Section 2 shows 
certain expense items supplied by the medium-size 
hotels (11 to 99 rooms inclusive) expressed as 
percentages of total receipts. Section 3 gives a 
detailed breakdown of expenses of large hotels 
(100 rooms or more), classified into general and 
departmental expenses, and expressed in ratio 
form. 


When interpreting figures contained in this 
report, the reader should note the following points: 


(1) the report does not include tourist camps, 
cabins, motels or other forms of accommodation 
which do not fall under the definitions appearing 


on the reverse side of the table of contents describ- 


ing the type of establishments classified here as 
hotels; (2) the expense ratios in sections 2 and 3 
are not directly comparable to those for years prior 
to 1956. In the case of section 2, beginning in 1956 
all large hotels (100 rooms or more) and all hotels 
having 10 rooms or less were excluded from this 
section of the survey. 


Throughout this report, figures for British 
Columbia include the Yukon and Northwest Terri- 
tories. 


SECTION I 


Principal Statistics 


Statistics on receipts, salaries and wages, 
number of guest rooms and bed capacity of the hotel 
industry, based on reports of all hotels known to be 
operating in Canada during 1959, will be found in 
this section. A table on room occupancy is also 
shown. This latter compilation is not based on 
complete coverage and, although not considered a 
principal statistic, is presented here only because 
of its close affinity with other figures shown in 
this section. 


The number of hotels known to be operating in 
Canada in 1959 totalled 5,269 as compared with 
5,088 in 1958, an increase of 181. There were 
154,725 rooms with a bed capacity for 282,686 
persons in these hotels. This increase is due 
principally to a more complete coverage of our 
survey in Quebec where 158 more hotels are shown 
for 1959. Total receipts amounted to $517,483,000 
as compared with $480,295,000 in 1958, an increase 
of 7.7 p.c. The sale of beer, wine and liquor ac- 
counted for 51 p.c. of total receipts, followed by 
room rentals, 22.7 p.c., meals, 18.4 p.c., and other 
sources, 7.9 p.c. Improved coverage accounts for 
about one-third of the increase in receipts in 
Quebec. Salaries and wages paid increased by 5.3 
p.c., from $123,100,000 to $129,644,000. 


Of the 5,269 hotels known to be in operation 
in Canada during 1959, the number of full-year 
licensed hotels (licensed to sell alcoholic bever- 
ages) totalled 3,668 with receipts amounting to 
$471,036,000 as compared with 3,516 hotels with 
receipts of $435,514,000 in 1958. There were 692 
full year non-licensed hotels with receipts totalling 
$19,702,000 compared with 678 with receipts of 
$20,561,000 in the previous year. Seasonal licensed 
hotels numbered 203 (194 in 1958) with receipts of 
$13,848,000 ($12,137,000 in 1958) and 706 operated 


as seasonal non-licensed hotels with receipts of 
$12,897,000 as against 700 in 1958 with receipts 
amounting to $12,083,000. 


The distribution of hotel receipts by room 
categories is shown in table 6. Hotels with between 
11 and 25 rooms still continued to be the most 
numerous. These numbered 2,285 in 1959 reporting 
receipts of $127,851,000 compared with 2,200 in 
1958 with receipts of $119,061,000. This group 
was followed by hotels with 26 to 50 rooms of 
which there were 1,215 in 1959 with receipts of 
$121,127,000 as against 1,197 in 1958 with receipts 
amounting to $113,772,000. Hotels with 51 rooms 
and over showed higher receipts in 1959, ranging 
from $85,773,000 for hotels with 51-100 rooms to 
$38,663,000 for those with 201-500 rooms. Hotels 
with 10 rooms, or less, also reported increases 
both in number and receipts. 


Percentages of room occupancy for all hotels 
having 11 or more rooms will be found in table 8. 
These percentages are not comparable to those 
calculated prior to 1956 due to the inclusion in 
former years of hotels in the 10 rooms or less 
category. The national average of 52% remains the 
same as in 1958. The occupancy rate was slightly 
higher in 1959 than in 1958 in the 11 to 25 and the 
26 to 50 rooms categories (from 37 p.c. to 38 p.c. 
and 50 p.c. to 52 p.c., respectively) and lower by 
about 2 p.c. in the 51 rooms and over category. 


Throughout this report, room receipts include 
sample room and public space rentals. Receipts 
from all other sources include non-operating rev- 
enue such aS commercial rentals, leased con- 
cessions, interest on investments, etc. These and 
other statistics are given in greater detail in the 
tables that follow.

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SECTION II 


Salaries and Wages, Cost of Goods Sold and Certain Occupancy Expenses 


Table 10 shows salaries and wages, cost of 
goods sold, cost of fuel and electricity, and repairs 
and maintenance expressed as percentages of total 
receipts for incorporated and unincorporated hotels. 
These percentages are based on the reports of a 
panel of hotels with between 11 and 99 rooms 
inclusive and do not represent total coverage of 
hotels in this category. Excluded are hotels moving 
into this category as a result of an increase in the 
number of guest rooms since the last report and a 
small number of non-respondents for which only the 
principal statistics were estimated. (The only item 
of expense obtained for allhotels is that of salaries 
and wages shown in section 1 of this report). 


The reader is again reminded that the ratios 
contained in the following table are not comparable 
to those of years prior to 1956 because of the 
exclusion, since then, of all hotels in the 10 rooms 
or less and 100 or more categories. Except for 
salaries and wages, ratios for unincorporated hotels 
were Slightly higher than those for incorporated 
hotels. The cost of goods sold, as a percentage of 
total receipts, constituted the greatest expense 
item in both categories (45.3% for incorporated 
hotels versus 45.9% in 1958 and 49.9% for unincor- 
porated hotels versus 51.6%).

SECTION Ill 


Departmental and General Expense Ratios 


This section presents data relating to receipts 
and operating expenses and is restricted to incor- 
porated hotels with 100 rooms or more which were 
open for the entire year and able to supply the 
detailed statistics requested. These hotels were 
divided into three groups: licensed hotels (licensed 
to sell alcoholic beverages) operating their own din- 
ing room, licensed hotels not operating their own 
dining room and non-licensed hotels operating their 
own dining room. 


Table 11 shows these operating expenses as 
percentages of total receipts and classified into 
departmental and general expenses. Departmental 
expenses are shown as a percentage of receipts of 
the department as well as of total receipts. Infor- 
mation on profit, room occupancy, room rates and 
rental revenue is also given.

This section presents departmental and general expenses expressed as per- 
centages of totalreceipts. Departmental expenses are also shown as percentages 
of the departmental receipts. These figures are shown for a panel of incorporated 
hotels reporting 100 or more rooms. 
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DEFINITIONS 


An establishment is classed as an hotel and included in this survey only 
if it fits into one of the following categories: 


Full Year Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more rooms providing lodging or lodging and 
meals for transient guests and licensed to sell beer, wine, or liquor. To be con- 
sidered a full year hotel, an establishment must be operated for at least ten 
months in the year. 


Full Year Hotels, Non-Licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications mentioned above, but which do not 
sell alcoholic beverages. 


Seasonal Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more rooms providing lodging or lodging and 
meals for transient guests, licensed to sell beer, wine or liquor and open less 
than ten months of the year. Generally, the establishment must have six or more 
rooms in the main lodge. An exception is made in the case of resort hotels where 
the sleeping accommodation is provided in the form of cabins or cottages but a 
central dining room, administration, and entertainment facilities are provided in 
the main lodge. 


Seasonal hotels include such businesses asresort hotels, hunting or fishing 
lodges, ski lodges or chalets, and dude ranches. 


Seasonal Hotels, Non-Licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications listed for seasonal hotels above 
but which do not sell alcoholic beverages. 


HOTELS, 1960 


INTRODUCTION 


This report covers the calendar year 1960 and 
results from the twelfth consecutive annual survey 
of hotels in Canada. Section 1 of the report presents 
the basic data collected from all hotels under the 
heading ‘‘Principal Statistics’’. Section 2 shows 
certain expense items supplied by the medium-size 
hotels (11 to 99 rooms inclusive) expressed as per- 
centages of total receipts. Section 3 gives a de- 
tailed breakdown of expenses of large hotels (100 
rooms or more), classified into general and depart- 
mental expenses, and expressed in ratio form. 


When interpreting figures contained in this 


motels or other forms of accommodation which do 
not fall under the definitions appearing on the re- 
verse side of the table of contents describing the 
type of establishments classified here as hotels; 
(2) the expense ratios in Sections 2 and 3 are not 
directly comparable to those for years prior to 1956.

SECTION 1 


Principal Statistics 


Statistics on receipts, salaries and wages, 
number of guest rooms and bed capacity of the hotel 
industry, based on reports of all hotels known to be 
operating in Canada during 1960, will be found in 
this section. A table on room occupancy is also 
shown. This latter compilation is not based on com- 
plete coverage and, although not considered a prin- 
cipal statistic, is presented here only because of 
its close affinity with other figures shown in this 
section. 


The number of hotels known to be operating in 
Canada in 1960 totalled 5,294 as compared with 
5,269 in 1959, an increase of 25. There were 155,538 
rooms with a bed capacity for 288,007 persons in 
these hotels. Total receipts amounted to $545,457,000 
as compared with $517,483,000 in 1959, an increase 
of 5.4 per cent. The sale of beer, wine and liquor 
accounted for 51.9 per cent of total receipts, fol- 
lowed by room rentals, 22.2 per cent, meals, 18.1 
per cent, and other sources, 7.8 per cent. The 1960 
figures show an increase of the order of one per 
cent in the proportion of total receipts from the sale 
of beer, wine and liquor. Salaries and wages paid 
increased by 6.3 per cent from $129,644,000 in 1959 
to $137,838,000 in 1960. 


Of the 5,294 hotels known to be in operation in 
Canada during 1960, the number of full-year licensed 
hotels (licensed to sell alcoholic beverages) totalled 
3,759 with receipts amounting to $501,492,000 as 
compared with 3,668 hotels with receipts of 
$471,036,000 in 1959. There were 657 full-year 
non-licensed hotels with receipts totalling 
$17,260,000 compared with 692 with receipts of 
$19,702,000 in the previous year. Seasonal licensed 
hotels numbered 187 (203 in 1959) with receipts of 
$13,970,000 ($13,848,000 in 1959) and 691 operated 


as seasonal non-licensed hotels with receipts of 
$12,735,000 as against 706 in 1959 with receipts 
amounting to $12,897,000. 


The distribution of hotel receipts by room cate- 
gories is shown in Table §. Hotels with between 11 
and 25 rooms continued to be the most numerous. 
These numbered 2,300 in 1960 reporting receipts of 
$135,564,000 compared with 2,285 in 1959 with 
receipts of $127,851,000. This group was followed 
by hotels with 26 to 50 rooms of which there were 
1,211 in 1960 with receipts of $129,914,000 as 
against 1,215 in 1959 with receipts amounting to 
$121,127,000. Hotels with 51 rooms and over showed 
higher receipts in 1960, ranging from $89,433,000 
for hotels with 51 to 100 rooms to $39,456,000 for 
those with 201 to 500 rooms. Hotels with 10 rooms, 
or less, also reported increases both in number and 
receipts. 


Percentages of room occupancy for all hotels 
having 11 or more rooms will be found in Table 8. 
These percentages are not comparable to those cal- 
culated prior to 1956 due to the inclusion in former 
years of hotels in the 10 rooms or less category. For 
1960 the national average was 51 per cent, down from 
52 per cent indicated by the 1959 survey. The oc- 
cupancy rate was lower for full-year licensed, full- 
year non-licensed, and seasonal licensed hotels but 
remained the same for seasonal non-licensed hotels. 


Throughout this report, room receipts include 
sample room and public space rentals. Receipts 
from all other sources include non-operating revenue 
such as commercial rentals, leased concessions, 
interest on investments, etc. These and other 
statistics are given in greater detail in the tables 
that follow.

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SECTION Il 


Salaries and Wages, Cost of Goods Sold and Certain Occupancy Expenses 


Table 10 shows salaries and wages, cost of 
goods sold, cost of fuel and electricity, and repairs 
and maintenance expressed as percentages of total 
receipts for incorporated and unincorporated hotels. 
These percentages are based on the reports of a 
panel of hotels with between 11 and 99 rooms 
inclusive and do not represent total coverage of 
hotels in this category. Excluded are hotels moving 
into this category as a result of an increase in the 
number of guest rooms since the last report and a 
small number of non-respondents for which only the 
principal statistics were estimated. (The only item 
of expense obtained for all hotels is that of salaries 
and wages shown in Section 1 of this report), 


The reader is again reminded that the ratios 
contained in the following table are not comparable 
to those of years prior to 1956 because of the 
exclusion, since then, of all hotels in the 10 rooms 
or less and 100 or more categories. Except for 
salaries and wages, ratios for unincorporated hotels 
were usually slightly higher than those for incor- 
porated hotels. The cost of goods sold, as a 
percentage of total receipts, constituted the greatest 
expense item in both categories (45.0% for incor- 
porated hotels versus 45.3% in 1959 and 50.1% for 
unincorporated hotels versus 49.9%).

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DEFINITIONS 


An establishment is classed as an hotel and included in this survey only 
if it fits into one of the following categories: 


Full Year Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more rooms providing lodging or lodging and 
meals for transient guests and licensed to sell beer, wine, or liquor. To be con- 
sidered a full year hotel, an establishment must be operated for at least ten 
months in the year. 


Full Year Hotels, Non-Licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications mentioned above, but which do not 
sell alcoholic beverages. 


Seasonal Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more rooms providing lodging or lodging and 
méals for transient guests, licensed to sell beer, wine or liquor and open less 
than ten months of the year. Generally, the establishment must have six or more 
rooms in the main lodge. An exception is made in the case of resort hotels where 
the sleeping accommodation is provided in the form of cabins or cottages but a 
central dining room, administration, and entertainment facilities are provided in 
the main lodge. 


Seasonal hotels include such businesses asresort hotels, hunting or fishing 
lodges, ski lodges or chalets, and dude ranches. 


Seasonal Hotels, Non-Licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications listed for seasonal hotels above 
but which do not sell alcoholic beverages. 


HOTELS, 1961 


INTRODUCTION 


This report covers the calendar year 1961 and 
results from the thirteenth consecutive annual 
survey of hotels in Canada which was combined 
with the 1961 Census of Merchandising and Service 
Establishments. Section 1 of the report presents 
the basic data collected from all hotels under the 
heading ‘‘Principal Statistics’’. Section 2 gives a 
detailed breakdown of expenses of large hotels (100 
rooms or more), Classified into general and depart- 
mental expenses, and expressed in ratio form. 
Statistics on receipts, classified according to the 
number of rooms in hotels and form of organization 
(Table 7 in the 1960 report), are not in the 1961 
issue. Certain operating expenses of medium size 
hotels (Section II in the 1960 report) are also 
omitted. Information about size of business and 


operating expenses will be furnished in the standard 
census publications. 


When interpreting figures contained in this 
report, the reader should note the following points: 
(1) the report does not include tourist camps, cab- 
ins, motels or other forms of accommodation which 
do not fall under the definitions appearing on the 
reverse side of the table of contents describing the 
type of establishments classified here as hotels; 
(2) the expense ratios in Section 2 are not directly 
comparable to those for years prior to 1956. 


Throughout this report, figures for British 
Columbia include the Yukon and Northwest Terri- 
tories. 


SECTION 1 


Principal Statistics 


This section presents statistics on receipts, 
salaries and wages, number of guest rooms and 
bed capacity based on the reports of all hotels 
operating in Canada during 1961. A table on room 
occupancy is also shown. This latter compilation 
is not based on complete coverage and, although 
not considered a principal statistic, it is presented 
here only because of its close affinity with other 
figures shown in this section. 


The number of hotels known to be operating in 
Canada in 1961 totalled 5,128 as compared with 
5,294 in 1960, a decrease of 166. These hotels had 
154,674 rooms with a bed capacity for 288,901 
persons. Total receipts amounted to $567,762,000 
as compared with $545,457,000 in 1960, an increase 
of 4.1 per cent. The sale of beer, wine and liquor

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accounted for 50.2 per cent of total receipts, 
followed by room rentals 22.9 per cent, meals 18.3 
per cent and other sources 8.6 per cent. The 1961 
figures show a decrease of 1.7 per cent in the pro- 
portion of total receipts from the sale of beer, wine 
and liquor. Salaries and wages paid increased by 
3.4 per cent from $137,838,000 in 1960 to 
$142,546,000 in 1961. 


For the 1961 survey, a number of hotels were 
omitted because their activity was predominantly 
cocktail lounge and/or tavern. Noted below are the 
numbers of hotels so treated and the 1961 receipts 
of these establishments by province. These figures 
should be taken into consideration if strictly com- 
parable 1961 and 1960 data are desired:

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Of the 5,128 hotels known to be in operation 
in Canada during 1961, the number of full-year 
licensed hotels (licensed to sell alcoholic bever- 
ages) totalled 3,633 with receipts amounting to 
$520,381,000 as compared with 3,759 hotels with 
receipts of $501,492,000 in 1960. There were 706 
full-year non-licensed hotels with receipts totalling 
$21,437,000 compared with 657 hotels with receipts 
of $17,260,000 in the previous year. Seasonal 
licensed hotels numbered 187 (same as in 1960), 
with receipts of $14,180,000 ($13,970,000 in 1960) 
and 602 operated as seasonal non-licensed hotels 
with receipts of $11,764,000 as against 691 in 1960 
with receipts amounting to $12,735,000. 


The distribution of hotel receipts by room 
categories is shown in Table 6. Hotels with between 
11 and 25 rooms continued to be the most numerous. 
These numbered 2,262 in 1961 reporting receipts of 
$138,854,000 as compared with 2,300 in 1960 with 
receipts of $135,564,000. This group was followed 
by hotels with 26 to 50 rooms of which there were 
1,179 in 1961 with receipts of $139,798,000 as 
against 1,211 in 1960 with receipts of $129,914,000. 
Hotels with 51 rooms and over showed higher 


receipts in 1961, ranging from $95,634,000 for 
hotels with 51 to 100 rooms to $45,346,000 for those 
with 201 to 500 rooms. Hotels with 10 rooms, or 
less, reported decreases in both number and receipts. 


Percentages of room occupancy for all hotels 
having 11 or more rooms will be found in Table 7. 
These percentages are not comparable to those 
calculated prior to 1956 due to the inclusion in 
former years of hotels in the 10 rooms or less cate- 
gory. For 1961 the national average was 51 per 
cent, no change from the previous year. The occu- 
pancy rate was higher for seasonal licensed hotels 
and lower for seasonal non-licensed hotels; it 
remained the same for full-year licensed hotels and 
full-year non-licensed hotels. 


Throughout this report, room receipts include 
sample room and public space rentals. Receipts 
from all other sources include non-operating revenue 
such as commercial rentals, leased concessions, 
interest on investments, etc. These and other 
statistics are given in greater detail in the tables 
that follow.

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SECTION Il 


Departmental] and General Expense Ratios 


This section presents data relating to receipts 
and operating expenses and is restricted to incor- 
porated hotels with 100 rooms or more which were 
open for the entire year and able to supply the 
detailed statistics requested. These hotels were 
divided into three groups: licensed hotels (licensed 
to sell alcoholic béverages) operating their own 
dining room, licensed hotels not operating their 
own dining room and non-licensed hotels operating 
their own dining room. 


Table 9 shows these operating expenses as 
percentages of total receipts and classified into 
departmental and general expenses. Departmental 
expenses are shown as a percentage of receipts 
of the department as well as of total receipts. 
Information on profit, room occupancy, room rates 
and rental revenue is also given.

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DEFINITIONS 


An establishment is classed as an hotel and included in this survey only 
if it fits into one of the following categories: 


Full Year Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more rooms providing lodging or lodging and 
meals for transient guests and licensed to sell beer, wine, or liquor. To be con- 
sidered a full year hotel, an establishment must be operated for at least ten 
months in the year. 


Full Year Hotels, Non-Licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications mentioned above, but which do not 
sell alcoholic beverages. 


Seasonal Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more rooms providing lodging or lodging and 
meals for transient guests, licensed to sell beer, wine or liquor and open less 
than ten months of the year. Generally, the establishment must have six or more 
rooms in the main lodge. An exception is made in the case of resort hotels where 
the sleeping accommodation is provided in the form of cabins or cottages but a 
central dining room, administration, and entertainment facilities are provided in 
the main lodge. 


Seasonal hotels include such businesses asresort hotels, hunting or fishing 
lodges, ski lodges or chalets, and dude ranches. 


Seasonal Hotels, Non-Licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications listed for seasonal hotels above 
but which do not sell alcoholic beverages. 


HOTELS, 1961 


INTRODUCTION 


This report covers the calendar year 1962 and 
results from the fourteenth consecutive annual sur- 
vey of hotels in Canada. Section I of the report 
presents the basic data collected from all hotels 
under the heading ‘‘Principal Statistics’’. Section 
II shows certain expense items supplied by the 
medium-size hotels (11 to 99 rooms inclusive) ex- 
pressed as percentages of total receipts. Section 
III gives a detailed breakdown of expenses of large 
hotels (100 rooms or more), classified into general 
and departmental expenses, and expressed in ratio 
form. 


When interpreting figures contained in this 
report, the reader should note the following points: 
(1) the report does not include tourist camps, cab- 


ins, motels or other forms of accommodation which 
do not fall under the definitions appearing on the 
reverse side of the Table of Contents describing 
the type of establishments classified here as hotels; 
(2) the expense ratios in Sections II and III are not 
directly comparable to those for years prior to 1956. 
In the case of Section II, beginning in 1956 all 
large hotels (100 rooms or more) and all hotels 
having 10 rooms or less were excluded from this 
section of the survey. 


Throughout this report, figures for British 
Columbia include the Yukon and Northwest Ter- 
ritories. 


SECTION I 


Principal Statistics 


Statistics on receipts, salaries and wages, 
number of guest rooms and bed capacity of the 
hotel industry, based on the reports of all hotels 
known to be operating in Canada during 1962, will 
be found in this section. A table on room occupancy 
is also shown. This latter compilation is not based 
on complete coverage and, although not considered 
a principal statistic, is presented here only because 
of its close affinity with other figures shown in this 
section. 


The number of hotels known to be operating in 
Canada in 1962 totalled 4,983, as compared with 
5,128 in 1961, a decrease of 145. There were 


152,467 rooms with a bed capacity for 288,306 
persons in these hotels. Total receipts amounted 
to $587,689,000 as compared with $567,762,000, 
an increase of 3.5 per cent. The sale of beer, wine 
and liquor accounted for 50.3 per cent of total 
receipts, followed by room rentals, 23.1 per cent,

meals 19.1 per cent and other sources 7.5 per cent. 
The 1962 figures show a slight increase in the 
proportion of total receipts from the sale of beer, 
wine and liquor. Salaries and wages paid decreased 
by 1.7 per cent, from $142,546,000 in 1961 to 
$140,155,000 in 1962. 


With improvements to the reporting form, it 
was possible to be more precise in the classifica- 
tion of businesses reporting to the hotel survey. 
It was found that 144 businesses with revenue of 
$2,541,059 for 1962 were in the 1961 survey and 
would have been retained in the 1962 survey and 
the additional information not been obtained. These 
were tourist homes, motels, cabins, etc., which 
should not be included in hotel statistics. In the 
following table the number of businesses and re- 
ceipts are shown by provinces and these figures 
should be taken into consideration if strictly com- 
parable 1962 and 1961 data are desired:

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Of the 4,983 hotels known to be in operation in 
Canada during 1962,the number of full-year licensed 
hotels (licensed to sell alcoholic beverages) total- 
led 3,741 with receipts amounting to $545,954,000 
as compared with 3,633 hotels with receipts of 
$520,381,000 in 1961. There were 586 full-year 
non-licensed hotels with receipts totalling 
$17,395,000 compared with 706 with receipts 
of $21,437,000 in the previous year. Seasonal 
licensed hotels numbered 186 (187 in 1961) with 
receipts of $14,770,000 ($14,180,000 in 1961) and 
470 operated as seasonal non-licensed hotels with 
receipts of $9,570,000 as against 602 in 1961 with 
receipts amounting to $11,764,000. 


The distribution of hotel receipts by room 
categories is shown in Table 6. Hotels with be- 
tween 11 and 25 rooms continued to be the most 
numerous. These numbered 2,218 in 1962 reporting 
receipts of $141,890,000 compared with 2,262 in 
1961 with receipts of $138,854,000. This group 
was followed by hotels with 26 to 50 rooms of 
which there were 1,149 in 1962 with receipts of 
$141,281,000 as against 1,179 in 1961 with receipts 


amounting to $139,798,000. Hotels with 51 rooms 
and over showed higher receipts in 1962, ranging 
from $103,498,000 for hotels with 51 to 100 rooms 
to $49,231,000 for those with 201 to 500 rooms. 
Hotels with 10 rooms, or less, decreased both in 
number and receipts. 


Percentages of room occupancy for all hotels 
having 11 or more rooms will be found in Table 8. 
These percentages are not comparable to those 
calculated prior to 1956 due to the inclusion in 
former years of hotels in the 10 rooms or less 
category. For 1962 the national average was 51, 
no change from the previous year. The occupancy 
was higher for full-year licensed, full-year non- 
licensed and seasonal non-licensed hotels and 
remained the same for seasonal licensed hotels.

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SECTION Ill 


Departmental and General Expense Ratios 


This section presents data relating to receipts 
and operating expenses and is restricted to incor- 
porated hotels with 100 rooms or more which were 
open for the entire year and able to supply the 
detailed statistics requested. These hotels were 
divided into two groups: Licensed hotels (licensed 
to sell alcoholic beverages) operating their own 
dining room and licensed hotels not operating their 


own dining room. Table 11 shows these operating 
expenses as percentages of total receipts and 
classified into departmental and general expenses. 
Departmental expenses are shown as a percentage 
of receipts of the department as well as of total 
receipts. Information on profit, room occupancy, 
room rates and rental revenue is also given.

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DEFINITIONS 


An establishment is classed as an hotel and included in this survey only 
if it fits into one of the following categories: 


Full-year Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more hotel type rooms accessible from the in- 
terior providing lodging or lodging and meals for transient guests and licensed to 
sell beer, wine, or liquor, Services such as room service, dining room, banquet 
and convention facilities, lobby, adjoining parking lot and/or underground garage 
are usually provided. Establishments designated as motor hotels as distinguished 
from motels usually come into this classification. To be considered a full year 
hotel, an establishment must be operated for at least ten months in the year. 


Full-year Hotels, Non-licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications mentioned above, but which do not 
sell alcoholic beverages. 


Seasonal Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more rooms providing lodging or lodging and 
meals for transient guests, licensed to sell beer, wine or liquor and open less 
than ten months of the year. Generally, the establishment must have six or more 
hotel type rooms in the main lodge. An exception is made in the case of resort 
hotels where sleeping accommodation is provided in the form of cabins or cot- 
tages but a central dining room, administration and entertainment facilities are 
provided in the main lodge. 


Seasonal hotels include such businesses as resort hotels, hunting or fishing 
lodges, ski lodges or chalets, and dude ranches. 


Seasonal Hotels, Non-licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications listed for seasonal hotels above 
but which do not sell alcoholic beverages. 
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INTRODUCTION 


This report covers the calendar year 1963 and 
results from the fifteenth consecutive annual survey 
of hotels in Canada. Section I of the report presents 
the basic data collected from all hotels under the 
heading ‘‘Principal Statistics’’. Section II shows 
certain expense items supplied by the medium-size 
hotels (11 to 99 rooms inclusive) expressed as per- 
centages of total receipts. Section III gives a de- 
tailed breakdown of expenses of large hotels (100 
rooms or more), classified into general and depart- 
mental expenses, and expressed in ratio form. 


When interpreting figures contained in this 
report, the reader should note the following points: 
(1) the report does not include tourist camps, cabins, 


motels or other forms of accommodation which do not 
fall under the definitions appearing on the reverse 
Side of the Table of Contents describing the type of 
establishments classified here as hotels; (2) the 
expense ratios in Sections II and III are not directly 
comparable to those for years prior to 1956. In the 
case of Section II, beginning in 1956 all large hotels 
(100 rooms or more) and all hotels having 10 rooms 
or less were excluded from this section of the survey. 


Throughout this report, figures for British 
Columbia include the Yukon and Northwest Ter- 
ritories. 


SECTION I 


Principal Statistics 


Statistics on receipts, salaries and wages, 
number of guest rooms and bed capacity of the hotel 
industry, based on the reports of all hotels known to 
be operating in Canada during 1963, will be found 
in this section. A table on room occupancy is also 
shown, This latter compilation is not based on com- 
plete coverage and, although not considered a 
principal statistic, is presented here only because 
of its close affinity with other figures shown in 
this section. 


The number of hotels known to be operating in 
Canada in 1963 totalled 4,787, as compared with 
4,983 in 1962. a decrease of 196. There were 
150,687 rooms with a bed capacity for 288,793 
persons in these hotels. The types of rooms were 
as follows: hotel type accessible from the interior 
135,036; motel type accessible from the exterior 
with adjacent parking 4,309; hotel-motel type ac- 
cessible from exterior as well as from an inside 
corridor 4,272; cabins 4,952; cottages 2,118. Total 
receipts for 1963 amounted to $622,601,000 as 
compared with $587,689,000 for 1962, an increase

of 5.9 per cent. The sale of beer, wine and liquor 
accounted for 50.4 per cent of total receipts, fol- 
lowed by room rentals, 22.7 per cent, meals 19.6 
per cent and other sources 7.3 per cent. The 1963 
figures show an increase of 0.1 per cent in the pro- 
portion of total receipts from the sale of beer, wine 
and liquor. Salaries and wages paid increased by 
10.7 per cent from $140,155,000 in 1962 to 
$155,167,000 in 1963. 


With improvements to the reporting form, it has 
been possible to be more precise in the classifica- 
tion of businesses reporting to the hotel survey. 
It was found that 356 businesses with revenue of 
$13,961,000 for 1963 were in the 1962 survey and 
would have been retained in the 1963 survey had 
the additional information not been obtained. These 
were tourist homes, motels, cabins, taverns, res- 
taurants, hotels mainly catering to permanent guests, 
etc., which should not be included in hotel statis- 
tics. In the following table the number of businesses 
and receipts are shown by provinces and these 
figures should be taken into consideration if strictly 
comparable 1963 and 1962 data are desired:

Of the 4,787 hotels known to be in operation 
in Canada during 1963. the number of full-year 
licensed hotels (licensed to sell alcoholic bever- 
ages) totalled 3,780 with receipts amounting to 
$584,658,000 as compared with 3,741 hotels with 
receipts of $545,954,000 in 1962. There were 440 
full-year non-licensed hotels with receipts totalling 
$14,040,000 compared with 586 with receipts of 
$17,395,000 in the previous year. Seasonal licensed 
hotels numbered 178 (186 in 1962) with receipts of 
$15,197,000 ($14,770,000 in 1962) and 389 operated 
as seasonal non-licensed hotels with receipts of 
$8,706,000 as against 470 in 1962 with receipts 
amounting to $9,570,000. 


The distribution of hotel receipts by room 
categories is. shown in Table 6. Hotels with 
between 11 and 25 rooms continued to be the most 
numerous. These numbered 2,083 in 1963 reporting 
receipts of $144,956,000, compared with 2,218 in 
1962 with receipts of $141,890,000. This group was 
followed by hotels with 26 to 50 rooms of which 
there were 1,119 in 1963 with receipts of 
$150,207,000 as against 1,149 in 1962 with re- 
ceipts amounting to $141,281,000. Except for the 
201 to 500 room category receipts of which went 
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down to $47,850,000 from $49,231,000, hotels with 
51 rooms and over showed higher receipts in 1963. 
Receipt figures ranged from $113,064,000 for hotels 
with 51 to 100 rooms to $64,349,000 for those with 
501 rooms and over. Hotels with 10 rooms, or less, 
decreased in number but the receipts advanced to 
$36,947,000 from $34,371,000 in 1962, 


Percentages of room occupancy for all hotels 
having 11 or more rooms will be found in Table 8. 
These percentages are not comparable to those 
calculated prior to 1956 due to the inclusion in 
former years of hotels in the 10 rooms or less Cate- 
gory. For 1963 the national average was 52, up one 
point from the previous year, The occupancy was 
higher for full-year licensed, seasonal licensed and 
seasonal non-licensed hotels and remained the 
same for full-year non-licensed hotels. 


Throughout this report, room receipts include 
sample room and public space rentals. Receipts 
from all other sources include non-operating revenue 
such as commercial rentals, leased concessions, 
interest on investment, etc. These and other statis- 
tics are given in greater detail in the tables that 
follow.

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SECTION i 


Salaries and Wages, Cost of Goods and Certain Occupancy Expenses 


Table 10 shows salaries and wages, cost of 
goods sold, cost of light, heat and power, and re- 
pairs and maintenance expressed as percentages of 
total receipts for incorporated and unincorporated 
hotels. These percentages are based on the reports 
of a panel of hotels with between 11 and 99 rooms 
inclusive and do not represent total coverage of 
hotels in this category. Excluded are hotels moving 
into this category as a result of an increase in the 
number of guest rooms since the last report and a 
small number of non-respondents for which only 
the principal statistics were estimated. The only 
item of expense obtained for all hotels is that of 
salaries and wages shown in Section I of this report. 


The reader is again reminded that the ratios 
contained in the following table are not comparable 
to those of years prior to 1956 because of the ex- 
clusion since then of all hotels in the 10 rooms or 
less and 100 or more categories. Except for salaries 
and wages, ratios for unincorporated hotels were 
usually slightly higher than those for incorporated 
hotels. The cost of goods sold, as a percentage of 
totat receipts, constituted the greatest expense 
item in both categories (43.7 per cent for incor- 
porated and 48.9 per cent for unincorporated).

SECTION Ill 


Departmental and General Expense Ratios 


This section presents data relating to receipts 
and operating expenses and is restricted to incor- 
porated hotels with 100 rooms or more which were 
open for the entire year and able to supply the 
detailed statistics requested. These hotels were 
divided into two groups: Licensed hotels (licensed 
to sell alcoholic beverages) operating their own 
dining room and licensed hotels not operating their 


own dining room. Table 11 shows these operating 
expenses as percentages of total receipts and 
classified into departmental and general expenses. 
Departmental expenses are shown as a percentage 
of receipts of the department as well as of total 
receipts. Information on profit, room occupancy, 
room rates and rental revenue is also given.

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DEFINITIONS 


An establishment is classed as an hotel and included in this survey only 
if it fits into one of the following categories: 


Full-year Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more hotel type rooms accessible from the in- 
terior providing lodging or lodging and meals for transient guests and licensed to 
sell beer, wine, or liquor, Services such aS room service, dining room, banquet 
and convention facilities, lobby, adjoining parking lot and/or underground garage 
are usually provided. Establishments designated as motor hotels as distinguished 
from motels usually come into this classification. To be considered a full year 
hotel, an establishment must be operated for at least ten months in the year. 


Full-year Hotels, Non-licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications mentioned above, but which do not 
sell alcoholic beverages. 


Seasonal Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more rooms providing lodging or lodging and 
meals for transient guests, licensed to sell beer, wine or liquor and open less 
than ten months of the year. Generally, the establishment must have six or more 
hotel type rooms in the main lodge. An exception is made in the case of resort 
hotels where sleeping accommodation is provided in the form of cabins or cot- 
tages but a central dining room, administration and entertainment facilities are 
provided in the main lodge. 


Seasonal hotels include such businesses as resort hotels, hunting or fishing 
lodges, ski lodges or chalets, and dude ranches. 


Seasonal Hotels, Non-licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications listed for seasonal hotels above 
but which do not sell alcoholic beverages. 
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INTRODUCTION 


This report covers the calendar year 1964 and 
results from the sixteenth consecutive annual survey 
of hotels in Canada. Section I of the report presents 
the basic data collected from all hotels under the 
heading ‘‘Principal Statistics’’. Section II shows 
certain expense items supplied by the medium-size 
hotels (11 to 99 rooms inclusive) expressed as per- 
centages of total receipts. Section III gives a de- 
tailed breakdown of expenses of large hotels (100 
rooms or more), classified into general and depart- 
mental expenses, and expressed in ratio form. 


When interpreting figures contained in this 
report, the reader should note the following points: 
(1) the report does not include tourist camps, cabins, 


motels or other forms of accommodation which do not 
fall under the definitions appearing on the reverse 
side of the Table of Contents describing the type of 
establishments classified here as hotels; (2) the 
expense ratios in Sections II and III are not directly 
comparable to those for years prior to 1956. In 
the case of Section II, beginning in 1956 all large 
hotels (100 rooms or more) and all hotels having 10 
rooms or less were excluded from this section of 
the survey. 


Throughout this report, figures for British 
Columbia include the Yukon and Northwest Terri- 
tories. 


SECTION I 


Principal Statistics 


Statistics on receipts, salaries and wages, 
number of guest rooms and bed capacity of the hotel 
industry, based on the reports of all hotels known to 
be operating in Canada during 1964, will be found 
in this section. A table on room occupancy is also 
Shown. This latter compilation is not based on com- 
plete coverage and, although not considered a 
principal statistic, is presented here only because 
of its close affinity with other figures shown in 
this section. 


The number of hotels known to be operating in 
Canada in 1964 totalled 4,976, as compared with 
4,787 in 1963, an increase of 189. There were 
155,657 rooms with a bed capacity for 301,763 
persons in these hotels. The types of rooms were 
as follows: hotel type accessible from the interior 
138,039; motel type accessible from the exterior 
with adjacent parking 5,165; hotel-motel type ac- 
cessible from the exterior as well as from an inside 
eoridor 5,973; cabins 4,139: cottages 2,341. Total 
receipts for 1964 amounted to $686,756,000 as 
compared with $622,601,000 for 1963, an increase 
of 10.3 per cent. The sale of beer, wine and liquor 
accounted for 49.7 per cent of total receipts, fol- 


lowed by room rentals, 22.9 per cent, meals 20.3 
per cent and other sources 7.1 per cent. The 1964 
figures show a Slight increase in the proportion of 
total receipts from the rental of rooms and the sale 
of meals. The proportion of total receipts from the 
sale of beer, wine and liquor recorded a decline of 
0.7 per cent. Salaries and wages paid increased 
by 9.4 per cent from $155,167,000 in 1963 to 
$169,808,000 in 1964. 


With improvements to the reporting form, it has 
been possible to be more precise in the classifica- 
tion of businesses reporting to the hotel survey. 
It was found that 80 businesses with revenue of 
$2,647,089 for 1964 were in the 1963 survey and 
would have been retained in the 1964 survey had the 
additional information not been obtained, These 
were tourist homes, motels, cabins, taverns, res- 
taurants, hotels mainly catering to permanent guests, 
etc., which should not be included in hotel statis- 
tics. In the following table the number of bus- 
inesses and receipts are shown by provinces and 
these figures should be taken into consideration if 
strictly comparable 1964 and 1963 data are desired:

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Of the 4,976 hotels known to be in operation 
in Canada during 1964, the number of full-year 
licensed hotels (licensed to sell alcoholic bev- 
erages) totalled 3,982 with receipts amounting to 
$648,797,000 as compared with 3,780 hotels with 
receipts of $584,658,000 in 1963. There were 425 
full-year non-licensed hotels with receipts totalling 
$13,448,000 compared with 440 with receipts of 
$14,040,000 in the previous year. Seasonal licensed 
hotels numbered 186 (178 in 1963) with receipts of 
$15,740,000 ($15,197,000 in 1963) and 383 operated 
as seasonal non-licensed hotels with receipts of 
$8,771,000 as against 389 in 1963 with receipts 
amounting to $8,706,000. 


The distribution of hotel receipts by room 
categories is shown in Table 6. Hotels with be- 
tween 11 and 25 rooms continued to be the most 
numerous. These numbered 2,155 in 1964 reporting 
receipts of $153,870,000, compared with 2,083 in 
1963 with receipts of $144,956,000. This group 
was followed by hotels with 26 to 50 rooms of 
which there were 1,120 in 1964 with receipts of 
$159,962,000, as against 1,119 in 1963 with re- 
ceipts amounting to $150,207,000. Hotels in all 
categories showed quite substantial advances in 


receipts in 1964. Receipt figures ranged from 
$41,308,000 for hotels with 10 rooms or less to 
$159,962,000 for those with 26 to 50 rooms. The 
number of hotels in all categories has increased 
between 1963 and 1964. Only the number of hotels 
with 501 rooms and over remained the same at 13. 


Percentages of room occupancy for all hotels 
having 11 or more rooms will be found in Table 8. 
These percentages are not comparable to those 
calculated prior to 1956 due to the inclusion in 
former years of hotels in the 10 rooms or less 
category. For 1964 the national average was 54, up 
two points from the previous year. The occupancy 
was higher for full-year licensed hotels, remained 
the same for full-year non-licensed and was slightly 
lower for seasonal licensed and seasonal non- 
licensed hotels. 


Throughout this report, room receipts include 
Sample room and public space rentals. Receipts 
from allother sources include non-operating revenue, 
such aS commercial rentals, leased concessions, 
interest on investments, etc. These and other 
statistics are given in greater detail in the tables 
that follow.

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SECTION II 


Salaries and Wages, Cost of Goods and Certain Occupancy Expenses 


Table 10 shows salaries and wages, cost of 
goods sold, cost of light, heat and power, and re- 
pairs and maintenance expressed as percentages of 
total receipts for incorporated and unincorporated 
hotels. These percentages are based on the reports 
of a panel of hotels with between 11 and 99 rooms 
inclusive and do not represent total coverage of 
hotels in this category. The only item of expense 
obtained for all hotels is that of salaries and wages 
shown in Section I of this report. 


The reader is again reminded that the ratios 
contained in the following table are not comparable 
to those of years prior to 1956 because of the ex- 
clusion since then of all hotels in the 10 rooms or 
less and 100 or more categories. Except for salaries 
and wages, ratios for unincorporated hotels were 
usually slightly higher than those for incorporated 
hotels. The cost of goods sold, as a percentage of 
total receipts, constituted the greatest expense 
item in both categories (43.0 per cent for incor- 
porated and 48.6 per cent for unincorporated).

SECTION III 


Departmental and General Expense Ratios 


This section presents data relating to receipts 
and operating expenses and is restricted to incor- 
porated hotels with 100 rooms or more which were 
open for the entire year and able to supply the de- 
tailed statistics requested. These hotels were 
divided into two groups: Licensed hotels (licensed 
to sell alcoholic beverages) operating their own 
dining room and licensed hotels not operating their 


own dining room. Table II shows these operating 
expenses as percentages of total receipts and 
Classified into departmental and general expenses, 
Departmental expenses are shown as a percentage 
of receipts of the department as well as of total 
receipts.

These percentages 
are shown only for hotels with between 11 and 75 rooms inclusive. 
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SECTION Il. DEPARTMENTAL AND GENERAL EXPENSES 


This section presents departmental and general expenses expressed as per- 
centages of total receipts. Departmental expenses are also Shown as percentages 
of the departmental receipts. These figures are shown for a panel of incorporated 
hotels reporting 76 or more rooms. 
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DEFINITIONS 


An establishment is classed as an hotel and included in this survey only 
if it fits into one of the following categories: 


Full-year Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more hotel type rooms accessible from the in- 
terior providing lodging or lodging and meals for transient guests and licensed to 
sell beer, wine, or liquor, Services such as room service, dining room, banquet 
and convention facilities, lobby, adjoining parking lot and/or underground garage 
are usually provided, Establishments designated as motor hotels as distinguished 
from motels usually come into this classification. To be considered a full year 
hotel, an establishment must be operated for at least ten months in the year. 


Full-year Hotels, Non-licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications mentioned above, but which do not 
sell alcoholic beverages. 


Seasonal Hotels, Licensed: 


Establishments with six or more rooms providing lodging or lodging and 
meals for transient guests, licensed to sell beer, wine or liquor and open less 
than ten months of the year. Generally, the establishment must have six or more 
hotel type rooms in the main lodge. An exception is made in the case of resort 
hotels where sleeping accommodation is provided in the form of cabins or cot- 
tages but a central dining room, administration and entertainment facilities are 
provided in the main lodge. 


Seasonal hotels include such businesses as resort hotels, hunting or fishing 
lodges, ski lodges or chalets, and dude ranches. 


Seasonal Hotels, Non-licensed: 


Establishments having the qualifications listed for seasonal hotels above 
but which do not sell alcoholic beverages. 


HOTELS, 1965 


INTRODUCTION 


This report covers the calendar year 1965 and 
results from the seventeenth consecutive annual 
survey of hotels in Canada. Section I of the report 
presents the basic data collected from all hotels 
under the heading ‘‘Principal Statistics’’. Section 
II Shows certain expense items Supplied by the 
medium-size hotels (11 to 75 rooms inclusive) ex- 
pressed as percentages of total receipts. Section 
Ill gives a detailed breakdown of expenses of large 
hotels (76 rooms or more), classified into general 
and departmental expenses, and expressed in ratio 
form. 


When interpreting figures contained in this 
report, the reader Should note the following points: 


(1) the report does not include tourist camps, 
cabins, motels or other forms of accommodation 
which do not fall under the definitions appearing on 
the reverse side of the Table of Contents de- 
scribing the type of establishments classified here 
as hotels: (2) the expense ratios in Sections II and 
III are not directly comparable to those for years 
prior to 1956. In the case of Section IJ, beginning 
in 1956 all large hotels (100 rooms or more—76 or 
more for 1965) and all hotels having 10 rooms or 
less were excluded from this section of the survey. 


Throughout this report, figures for British 
Columbia include the Yukon and Northwest Terri- 
tories. 


SECTION I 
Principal Statistics 


Statistics on receipts, salaries and wages, 
number of guest rooms and bed capacity of the 
hotel industry, based on the reports of all hotels 
known to be operating in Canada during 1965, will 
be found in this section, A table on room occupancy 
is alSo Shown. This latter compilation is not based 
on complete coverage and, although not considered 
a principal statistic, is presented here only be- 
cause of its close affinity with other figures Shown 
in this section. 


The number of hotels known to be operating in 
Canada in 1965 totalled 4,846, as compared with 
4976 in 1964, a decrease of 130. There were 
154,959 rooms with 128,067 single beds and 92,809 
double beds. The types of rooms were as follows: 
hotel type accessible from the interior 134,108; 
motel type accessible from the exterior with adja- 
cent parking 5,284: hotel-motel type accessible 
from the exterior aS well as from an inside corridor 
9,008; cabins 4,397; cottages 2,162. Total receipts 
for 1965 amounted to $740,031,000 as compared with 
$686 ,756,000 for 1964, an increase of 7.8 per cent. 
The sale of beer, wine and liquor accounted for 
48.6 per cent of total receipts, followed by room

rentals, 23.4 per cent, meals 21.1 per cent and 
other sources 6.9 per cent. The 1965 figures show 
a slight increase in the proportion of total receipts 
from the rental of rooms and the sale of meals. ‘The 
proportion of total receipts from the sale of beer, 
wine and liquor recorded a decline of 1.1 per cent, 
Salaries and wages paid increased by 8.9 per cent 
from $169,808,000 in 1964 to $184,956,000 in 1965. 


With improvements to the reporting form, it has 
been possible to be more precise in the classifi- 
cation of businesses reporting to the hotel survey. 
It was found that 171 businesses with revenue of 
$7,440,028 for 1965 were in the 1964 survey and 
would have been retained in the 1965 survey had 
the additional information not been obtained. These 
were tourist homes, motels, cabins, taverns, res- 
taurants, hotels mainly catering to permanent 
guests, etc., which should not be included inhotel 
statistics. In the following table the number of 
businesses and receipts are Shown by provinces 
and these figures Should be taken into consideration 
if strictly comparable 1965 and 1964 data are 
desired.

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Of the 4.846 hotels known to be in operation in 
Canada during 1965, tne number of full-year li- 
censed hotels (licensed to sell alcoholic beverages) 
totalled 3,953 with receipts amounting to 
$701,855,000 as compared with 3,982 hotels with 
receipts of $648,797,000 in 1964. There were 360 
full-year non-licensed hotels with receipts totalling 
$13,549,000 compared with 425 with receipts of 
$13,448,000 in the previous year. Seasonal licensed 
hotels numbered 179 (186 in 1964) with receipts 
of $16,397,000 ($15,740,000 in 1964) and 354 oper- 
ated as seasonal non-licensed hotels with receipts 
of $8,235,000 as against 383 in 1964 with receipts 
amounting to $8,771,000. 


The distribution of hotel receipts by room 
categories is Shown in Table 6. Hotels with bet- 
ween 11 and 25 rooms continued to be the most 
numerous. These numbered 2,079 in 1965 reporting 
receipts of $157,722,000, compared with 2,155 in 
1964 with receipts of $153,870,000. This group was 
followed by hotels with 26 to 50 rooms of which 
there were 1,104 in 1965 with receipts of 
$171,961,000, as against 1,120 in 1964 with re- 
ceipts amounting to $159,962,000. Hotels in all 


categories showed quite substantial advances in 
receipts in 1965. Receipt figures ranged from 
$42,425,000 for hotels with 10 rooms or less. to 
$171,981,000 for those with 26 to 50 rooms. Some 
modification of the categories has been made for 
the 1965 report. 


Percentages of room occupancy for all hotels 
having 11 or more rooms will be found in Table 8. 
These percentages are not comparable to those 
calculated prior to 1956 due to the inclusion in 
former years of hotels in the 10 rooms orless 
category. For 1965 the national average was 57 per 
cent, up three points from the previous year, The 
occupancy was higher for full-year licensed hotels, 
full-year non-licensed and seasonal licensed and 
the same for Seasonal non-licensed hotels. 


Throughout this report, room receipts include 
sample room and public space rentals. Receipts 
from all other sources include  non-operative 
revenue, such aS commercial rentals, leased con- 
ceSSions, interest on investments, etc. These and 
other statistics are given in greater detail in the 
tables that follow.

SECTION II 


Salaries and Wages, Cost of Goods and Certain Occupancy Expenses 


Table 11 shows salaries and wages,cost of 
goods sold, cost of light, heat and power, and 
repairs and maintenance expressed as percentages 
of total receipts for incorporated and unincorporated 
hotels. These percentages are based on the reports 
of a panel of hotels with between 11 and 75 rooms 
inclusive and do not represent total coverage of 
hotels in this category. The only item of expense 
obtained for all hotels is that of salaries and wages 
shown in Section I of this report. 


The reader is again reminded that the ratios 
contained in the following table are not comparable 
to those of years prior to 1956 because of the ex- 
cluSion since then of all hotels in the 10 rooms or 
less and 100 or more categories (76 or more for 
1965). Except for salaries and wages, ratios for 
unincorporated hotels were usually slightly higher 
than those for incorporated hotels. The cost of 
goods sold, as a percentage of total receipts, 
constituted the greatest expense item in both cate- 
gories (43.7 per cent for incorporated and 48.3 per 
cent for unincorporated).

Departmental and General Expense Ratios 


This section presents data relating to receipts 
and operating expenses and is restricted to incor- 
porated hotels with 76 rooms or more which were 
open for the entire year and able to Supply the de- 
tailed statistics requested. These hotels were 
divided into two groups: Licensed hotels (licensed 
to sell alcoholic beverages) operating their own 
dining room and licensed hotels not operating their 


own dining room. Tables 12 and 13 show these 
operating expenses as percentages of total re- 
ceipts and classified into departmental and general 
expenses. Departmental expenses are Shown as a 
percentage of receipts of the department as well as 
of total receipts. Information on profit, room occu- 
pancy, room rates and rental revenue is also given.

Full-year Hotels, Licensed 


Establishments with six or more hotel 
type rooms accessible from the interior pro-

INTRODUCTION 


This report covers the calendar year 
1966 and summarizes results from the 
eighteenth consecutive annual survey of 
hotels in Canada. Section 1 of the report 
presents the basic data collected from all 
hotels under the heading "Principal Statis- 
tics". Section II shows selected expense 
items supplied by medium-size hotels (11 to 
75 rooms inclusive) expressed as percentages 
of total’recéeipts. Section IIL gives a de= 
tailed breakdown of expenses of large hotels 
(76 rooms or more), classified into general 
and departmental expenses and expressed in 
ratio form. 


When interpreting figures contained in 
this report, the reader should note the fol- 
lowing points: (1) the report includes only 
those establishments that satisfy the defi- 
nitions of hotels appearing on the preceding 
page and do not include tourist camps, motels, 
cabins and other types of accomodation; (2) 
the expense ratios in Section II and III are 
not directly comparable to those for years 
prior to 1956. In the case of Section II, 
begining in 1956 all large hotels (100 rooms 
or more — 76 or more from 1965) and all 
hotels having 10 rooms or less were excluded 
from this section of the survey. 


It should also be noted that data rela- 
ting to coverage, revenue and expenditures 
contained in this report are not strictly 
comparable to the data released in the 1966 
Census of Merchandising and Services. Vari- 
ations occur mainly because of definitional 
and classification differences between the 
annual survey and the Census. In order to 
avoid the recurrence of this situation, 
every effort will be made to establish uni- 
form definitions and classification proce- 
dures for the 1971 Census and future census 
programs.

Principal Statistics 


The number of hotels known to be operating in 
Canada in 1966 totalled 4,685 as compared with 4,846 
in 1965, a decrease of 161. These hotels contained 
153,074 rooms with 116,686 single beds and 97,790 
double beds. Total receipts for 1966 amounted to 
$790,543,000 as compared with $740,031,000 for 1965, 
an increase of 6.8 per cent. The sale of beer, wine 
and liquor accounted for 47.7 per cent of total re- 
ceipts, followed by room rentals (24.0 per cent), meals 
(21.3 per cent) and other sources (7.0 per cent). The 
1966 percentages show slight increases in the proportion 
of total receipts accounted for by room rentals (23.4 
per cent in 1965) and sales of meals (21.1 per cent in 
1965) while the proportion of total receipts accounted 
for by the sales of beer, wine and liquor in 1966 de- 
clined marginally when compared to the 1965 percentage 
of 48.6. Employment in hotels was made up of 71,954 
persons during 1966, including 40,468 male and 31,486 
female employees. Salaries and wages paid during 1966 
reached a level of $198,035,000 a gain of 7.1 per cent 
over the 1965 figure of $184,956,000. 


With improvements in the reporting form it has 
been possible to be more precise in the classification 
of businesses reporting to the hotel survey. As pre- 
viously indicated, the net change in the hotel "uni- 
verse'' between 1965 and 1966 was a decrease of 161 
hotels. This decline was due principally to the elimi- 
nation of certain hotels which were included in 1965 but 
which failed to meet the definition requirements for 
1966: tourist homes, motels, cabins, taverns, restau- 
rants, hotels mainly catering to permanent guests and 
other types of businesses. Hotels which closed during 
the year, changed the nature of their operation, were 
destroyed by fires, etc., were also excluded. However, 
the 1966 total includes all known new hotels which 
opened during this period and which met definitional 
requirements. 


Of the 4,685 hotels known to be in operation in 
Canada during 1966, the number of full-year licensed 
hotels (licensed to sell alcoholic beverages) totalled 
3,865 and their receipts amounted to $750,920,000. In 
1965, the total was 3,953 hotels with receipts of 
$701,855,000. There were 327 full-year non-licensed 
hotels with receipts of $13,518,000 in 1966, compared 
with 360 hotels and receipts of $13,549,000 during the 
previous year. Seasonal licensed hotels numbered 166 
(179 in 1965) with receipts of $17,590,000 ($16,397,000 
in 1965), and 327 operated as seasonal non-licensed 
with receipts of $8,515,000 as against 354 in 1965 
with receipts of $8,235,000. 


The distribution of hotel receipts by room ca- 
tegories is shown in Table 6. Hotels with between 
11-25 rooms continued to be most numerous. These num- 
bered 2,033 in 1966 reporting receipts of $163,065,000 
compared with 2,079 in 1965 with receipts of 
$157,722,000. This group was followed by hotels with 
26-50 rooms of which there were 1,062 in 1966 with 
receipts of $181,951,000 as against 1,104 in 1965 with 
receipts totalling $171,981,000. Percentages of room 
occupancy for all hotels having 11 or more rooms will 
be found in Table 8. These percentages are not com- 
parable to those calculated prior to 1956 due to the 
inclusion in former years of hotels in the 10 rooms or 
less category. For 1966 the national average was 57 
per cent which equalled the rate for the previous year. 
The room occupancy rate increased as the size of hotel 
increased, going from 43 per cent for hotels within the 
11-25 rooms group size to 66 per cent for those in the 
201 or more rooms group size. 


Throughout this report, room receipts include 
sample rooms and public space rentals. Receipts from 
all other sources include non-operative revenue such 
as commercial rentals, leased concessions, interest 
On investments, etc. These and other statistics are 
given in greater detail in the tables that follow.

Le nombre des hétels dont on sait qu'ils ont été exploités 
en 1966 au Canada était de 4,685, au lieu de 4,846 en 1965, ce 
qui constitue une diminution de 161. Ces hétels comportaient 
153,074 chambres, pour 116,686 lits simples et 97,790 lits 
doubles. En 1966, les recettes totales se montaient a 
$790,543,000 contre $740,031,000 en 1965, soit une augmentation 
de 6.8 p. 100. La vente de biére, de vin et de spiritueux 
représentait 47.7 p. 100 de l'ensemble des recettes, suivie par 
la location de chambres (24.0 p. 100), les repas (21.3 p. 100) 
et les revenus d'autres sources (7.0 p. 100). Les taux de 1966 
font ressortir de légéres augmentations en ce qui concerne la 
part des recettes globales représentée par la location de 
chambres (23.4 p. 100 en 1965), et par la vente de repas (21.1 
p. 100 en 1965), alors que la part prise par la vente de biére, 
de vin et de spiritueux a diminué dans une proportion minime par 
rapport au taux de 48.6 p. 100 valable pour 1965. Les effec- 
tifs employés dans 1'hétellerie en 1966 se composaient de 71,954 


personnes, dont 40,468 hommes et 31,486 femmes. Les rémunérations 


versées en 1966 atteignaient $198,035,000 et avaient augmenté 
de 7.1 p. 100 par rapport aux $184,956,000 valables pour 1965. 


Les améliorations apportées au questionnaire ont permis 
d'obtenir une plus grande précision dans le classement des 
entreprises déclarantes de l'enquéte sur l'hédtellerie. Comme 
il a déja été dit, la variation nette subie par "l'univers" 
des hétels de 1965 4 1966 s'est traduite par une diminution de 
161 hétels. Cette diminution provenait surtout de 1'élimination 
de certains hétels qui avaient été inclus en 1965, mais qui ne 
répondaient plus aux définitions édictées pour 1966, a savoir: 
les logis pour touristes, motels, cabines, tavernes, restaurants, 
hédtels dont les services sont surtout réservés 4 des pension- 
naires permanents et a des entreprises d'autre type. Les 
hétels qui, au cours de l'année, ont été fermés, ont modifié 
la nature de leur exploitation, ont été détruits par le feu, 
etc. ont également été exclus. Par contre, le total pour 1966 
comprend tous les hétels neufs dont l'existence est connue ayant 
ouvert en cours d'année et répondant aux définitions. 


Sur les 4,685 hétels dont on sait qu‘'ils ont été exploités 
en 1966, 3,865 étaient des établissements autorisés (pour la 
vente de boissons alcooliques) ouverts toute l'année, et leurs 
recettes atteignaient $750,920,000. En 1965, ce total avait 
été de 3,953 hétels, pour des recettes de $701,855,000. En 1966, 
il existait 327 hétels non autorisés ouverts toute l'année, 
pour des recettes de $13,518,000 contre 360 hétels et 
$13,549,000 l'année précédente. Les hétels autorisés saison- 
niers étaient au nombre de 166 (179 en 1965), leurs recettes 
étant de $17,590,000 ($16,397,000 en 1965), alors que 327 
établissements non autorisés saisonniers avaient des recettes 
de $8,515,000 contre 354 en 1965, pour des recettes de 
$8,230,000) 


La ventilation des recettes hételliéres d'aprés les cham- 
bres figure au Tableau 6. Les hétels comportant de 11 a 25 
chambres ont continué a étre les plus nombreux. Leur nombre 
s'établissait 4 2,033 en 1966, pour des recettes déclarées de 
$163,065,000 au lieu de 2,079 en 1965, pour des recettes d'un 
montant de $157,722,000. Le groupe suivant était constitué par 
les hétels comportant de 26 4 50 chambres, au nombre de 1,062 
en 1966, pour des recettes de $181,951,000 au lieu de 1,104 
en 1965, pour des recettes totales de $171,981,000. Les taux 
d'occupation des chambres pour tous les hétels comportant au 
moins 11 chambres figurent au tableau 8. Ces pourcentages 
ne sauraient 6tre comparés 4 ceux qui avaient été établis avant 
1956, du fait que l'on incluait autrefois les hétels de 10 
chambres ou moins. En 1966, le taux moyen valable pour 1l'en- 
semble du Canada était de 57 p. 100, c'est-a-dire le méme que 
l'année précédente. Le taux d'occupation des chambres s'est 
accru en raison directe de l'accroissement de la taille des 
hétels, variant de 43 p. 100 pour les hétels ayant de 11 a 25 
chambres, a 66 p. 100 pour les hétels ayant 201 chambres ou plus. 


Dans toute cette publication, les recettes se rapportant 
aux chambres comprennent les produits de la location de salles 
d'exposition et de locaux au public. Les recettes provenant 
de toute autre source comprennent les revenus étrangers a 
l'exploitation, tels que les locations de caractére commercial, 
les concessions a4 bail, l'intérét sur les placements, etc. Ces 
statistiques ainsi que d'autres figurent avec plus de détail aux 
tableaux ci-aprés.

Salaries and Wages, Cost of Goods and 
Certain Occupancy Expenses 


Table 11 shows salaries and wages, cost of goods sold, cost of 
light, heat and power, and repairs and maintenance expressed as per- 
centages of total receipts for incorporated and unincorporated hotels. 
These percentages are based on the reports of a panel of hotels with 
between 11 and 75 rooms inclusive and do not represent total coverage 
of hotels in this category. The only item of expense obtained for 
all hotels is that of salaries and wages shown in Section I of this 
report. 


The reader is again reminded that the ratios contained in the 
following table are not comparable to those of years prior to 1956 
because of the exclusion since then of all hotels in the 10 rooms or 
less and 100 or more categories (76 or more since 1965). Except for 
salaries and wages, ratios for unincorporated hotels were usually 
slightly higher than those for incorporated hotels. The cost of goods 
sold, as a percentage of total receipts, constituted the greatest 
expense item in both categories (42.8 per cent for incorporated and 
47.5 per cent for unincorporated).

SECTION II

Le lecteur voudra bien se rappeller 4 nouveau que les rapports qui fi- 
gurent au tableau ci-aprés ne sauraient @tre comparés 4 ceux établis avant

bres ou moins et 100 chambres ou plus (76 ou plus, depuis 1965). 
qui est des traitements et salaires, 1l'ordre de grandeur des rapports vala- 
bles pour les hdtels non constitués était, en général, plus grand que pour les 
hétels constitués en société. Le cofit des marchandises vendues exprimé en 
pourcentage par rapport 4 l'ensemble des recettes,constituait 1'élément de 
dépense le plus important dans les deux catégories (42.8 p. 100 pour les 
hétels constitués, et 47.5 p. 100 pour les hédtels. non constitués).

An establishment is classed as an 
hotel and included in this survey only if it 
fits into one of the following categories: 


Full-year Hotels, Licensed 


Establishments with six or more hotel 
type rooms accessible from the interior pro- 
viding lodging or lodging and meals for 
transient guests and licensed to sell beer, 
wine or liquor, Services such as room ser- 
vice, dining room, banquet and convention 
facilities, lobby, adjoining parking lot and/ 
or underground garage are usually provided. 
Establishments designated as motor hotels as 
distinguished from motels usually come into 
this classification. To be considered a 
full year hotel, an establishment must be 
operated for at least ten months in the year. 


Full-year Hotels, Non-licensed 


Establishments having the qualifica- 
tions mentioned above, but which do not sell 
alcoholic beverages. 


Seasonal Hotels, Licensed 


Establishments with six or more rooms 
providing lodging or lodging and meals for 
transient guests, licensed to sell beer, wine 
or liquor and open less than ten months of 
the year. Generally, the establishment must 
have six or more hotel type rooms in the main 
lodge. An exception is made in the case of 
resort hotels where sleeping accommodation 
is provided in the form of cabins or cottages 
but a central dining room, administration and 
entertainment facilities are provided in the 
main lodge. 


Seasonal hotels include such busi- 
nesses as resort hotels, hunting or fishing 
lodges, ski lodges or chalets, and dude 
ranches. 


Seasonal Hotels, Non-licensed 


Establishments having the qualifica- 
tions listed for seasonal hotels above but 
which do not sell alcoholic beverages.

When interpreting figures contained in 
this report, the following points should be 
noted: 


(1) The report includes only those estab- 
lishments that meet the definitions of 
hotels appearing on the preceding page, 
and does not include tourist camps, 
motels, cabins or other types of tourist 
accommodation. 


(2) The expense ratios in Sections II and IIT 
are not directly comparable to those for 
years prior to 1956. In the case of 
Section II, beginning with 1956, all large 
hotels (100 rooms or more; 76 or more 
starting in 1965) and all hotels with 
10 rooms or less were excluded from this 
section of the survey.

Principal Statistics 


The number of hotels known to be operating in 
Canada in 1967 totalled 4,621 as compared with 4,685 
in 1966. These hotels contained 154,679 rooms with 
106,202 single beds and 107,540 double beds. Total re- 
ceipts for 1967 amounted to $888,227,000 and increase 
of 12.4% over the 1966 receipts ($790,543,000). 
The sale of beer, wine and liquor accounted for 45.6% 
of total receipts, followed by room rentals (25.8%), 
meals (22.1%) and other sources (6.5%). The 1967 per- 
centages show slight increases in the proportion of 
total receipts accounted for by room rentals (24.07 
in 1966) and sales of meals (21.3 in 1966), while 
the proportion of total receipts accounted for by the 
sale of beer, wine and liquor in 1967 declined when 
compared to the 1966 percentage of 47 7%. Employment 
in hotels was made up of 77,922 persons during 1967, in- 
cluding 42,287 male and 35,635 female employees. Sala- 
ries and wages paid during 1967 amounted to $225,528,000, 
an increase of 13.9% over the 1966 figure of 
$198,035,000. 


With improvements in the reporting form it has 
been possible to be more precise in the classification 
of businesses reporting to the hotel survey. The net 
change in the hotel "“universe' between 1967 and 1966 
was a decrease of 64 hotels. This decline was due prin- 
cipally to the elimination of certain hotels which 
were included in 1966 but which failed to meet the de- 
finition requirements for 1967: tourist homes, motels, 
cabins, taverns, restaurants, hotels mainly catering 
to permanent guests and other types of businesses. 
Hotels which closed during the year, changed the nature 
of their operation, were destroyed by fires, etc., were 
also excluded. dowever, the 1967 total includes all 
known new hotels which opened during this period and 
which met definitional requirements. 


Of the 4,621 hotels known to be in operation in 
Canada during 1967, the number of full-year licensed 
hotels (licensed to sell alcoholic beverages) totalled 
3,872 and their receipts amounted to $849,736,000. In 
1966, the total was 3,865 with receipts of $750,920,000. 
There were 307 full-year non-licensed hotels with re- 
ceipts of $13,965,000 in 1967, compared with 327 hotels 
and receipts of $13,518,000 during the previous year. 
Seasonal licensed hotels numbered 168 (166 in 1966) 
with receipts of $16,986,000 ($17,590,000 in 1966), and 
274 operated as seasonal non-licensed with receipts of 
$7,539,000 as against 327 in 1966 with receipts of 
$8,515,000. 


The distribution of hotel receipts by room cate- 
gories is shown in Table 6. Hotels with between 11 - 
25 rooms continued to be the most numerous. These 
numbered 1,983 in 1967 reporting receipts of $171,627,000 


compared with 2,033 in 1966 with receipts of $163,065,000. 


This group was followed by hotels with 26 - 50 rooms of 
which there were 1,044 in 1967 with receipts of 
$187,476,000 as against 1,062 in 1966 with receipts 
totalling $181,951,000. Percentages of room occupancy 
for all hotels having 11 or more rooms will be found 

in Table 8. These percentages are not comparable to 
those calculated prior to 1956 due to the inclusion in 
former years of hotels in the 10 rooms or less category. 
For 1967, the national average was 55% (57%, in 1966). 
The room occupancy rate increased as the size of hotels 
increased, going from 41% for hotels within the ll - 

25 rooms group size to 67% for those in the 201 or more 
rooms group size. 


Throughout this report, room receipts include sam- 
ple rooms and public space rentals. Receipts from all 
other sources include non+operative revenue such as com- 
mercial rentals, leased concessions, interest on invest- 
ments, etc. These and other statistics are given in 
greater detail in the tables that follow.

Les améliorations apportées au questionnaire ont permis 
d'obtenir une plus grande précision dans le classement des 
entreprises déclarantes de l'enquéte sur l'hétellerie. La 
variation nette subie par "l'univers' des hétels de 1966 a 1967 
c'est traduite par une diminution de 64 hétels. Cette diminu-

DEFINITIONS 


An establishment is classed as an 
hotel and included in this survey only if it 
fits into one of the following categories: 


Full-year Hotels, Licensed 


Establishments with six or more hotel 
type rooms accessible from the interior pro- 
viding lodging or lodging and meals for 
transient guests and licensed to sell beer, 
wine or liquor, Services such as room ser- 
vice, dining room, banquet and convention 
facilities, lobby, adjoining parking lot and/ 
or underground garage are usually provided. 
Establishments designated as motor hotels as 
distinguished from motels usually come into 
this classification. To be considered a 
full year hotel, an establishment must be 
operated for at least ten months in the year. 


Full-year Hotels, Non-licensed 


Establishments having the qualifica- 
tions mentioned above, but which do not sell’ 
alcoholic beverages. 


Seasonal Hotels, Licensed 


Establishments with six or more rooms 
providing lodging or lodging and meals for 
transient guests, licensed to sell beer, wine 
or liquor and open less than ten months of 
the year. Generally, the establishment must 
have six or more hotel type rooms in the main 
lodge. An exception is made in the case of 
resort hotels where sleeping accommodation 
is provided in the form of cabins or cottages 
but a central dining room, administration and 
entertainment facilities are provided in the 
main lodge, 


Seasonal hotels include such busi- 
nesses as resort hotels, hunting or fishing 
lodges, ski lodges or chalets, and dude 
ranches. 


Seasonal Hotels, Non-licensed 


Establishments having the qualifica- 
tions listed for seasonal hotels above but 
which do not sell alcoholic beverages.

This report covers the year 1968 and 
summarizes the results of the twentieth 
consecutive annual survey of hotels in Can- 
ada.

This section shows selected expense 
items supplied by medium-size hotels (11 
to 75 rooms inclusively), expressed as per- 
centages of total receipts.

This section gives a detailed break- 
down of expenses of large hotels (76 rooms 
or more), classified into general and de- 
partmental expenses and expressed as percent- 
ages. 


When interpreting the figures contained 
in this report, the following points should 
be noted: 


(1) The report includes only those estab- 
lishments that meet the definitions of 
hotels appearing on the preceding page, 
and does not include tourist camps, 
motels, cabins or other types of tourist 
accommodation. 


(2) The expense ratios in Sections II and III 
are not directly comparable to those for 
years, ‘prior-toy1956. «Invthe ease sof 
Section II, beginning with 1956, all large 
hotels (100 rooms or more; 76 or more 
starting in 1965) and all hotels with 
10 rooms or less were excluded from this 
section of the survey.

Principal Statistics 


The number of hotels known to be operating in 
Canada during 1968 totalled 4,769, an increase of 148 
over the total of 4,621 reported for 1967. These 
hotels contained 158,124 rooms with 104,462 single beds 
and 114,326 double beds. Total receipts for 1968 
amounted to $956,219,000 — 7.7 per cent higher than the 
reported 1967 receipts of $888,227,000. The sale of 
beer, wine and liquor accounted for 46.4 per cent of 
total receipts, followed by room rentals (25.1 per 
cent), meals (21.8 per cent), and other sources (6.7 
per cent). Comparable figures in 1967 were 45.6 per 
cent for sales of beer, wine and liquor, 25.8 per cent 
for room rentals, 22.1 per cent for meals, and 6.5 per 
cent accounted for by other sources. 


Employment in hotels averaged 79,140 during 1968 
and included 42,243 males and 36,897 females. Salaries 
and wages paid to these employees totalled $246,552,000, 
an increase of 9.3 per cent over the 1967 figure of 
$225 528,000. 


The increase of 148 in the number of known ho- 
tels, which was referred to in the above paragraph, 
was a "net" change, reflecting the addition of new 
firms to the hotel "universe" and the deletion of 
others through business failure, fire, the closing of 
a business due to death, etc. Changes in the universe 
occur as a result of continuing efforts on the part of 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics to maintain an up- 
to-the-moment listing of hotels in each province, and 
to keep track of the various changes taking place 
within the hotel sector. All known new hotels which 
opened during 1968 and which met definitional require- 
ments were included in this publication. (A major 
influence on the number of operating hotels was the 
addition of 150 hotels in the province of Quebec, which 
resulted from the updating of hotel lists by the re- 
sponsible provincial agency. In all other provinces, 
the changes between 1967 and 1968 in the number of 
known hotels were considerably less drastic — as re- 
ported in Table 2.) 


Of the 4,769 hotels known to be in operation in 
Canada during 1968, the number of full-year licensed 
hotels (licensed to sell alcoholic beverages) totalled 
4,007 and their receipts amounted to $911,880,000. In 
1967 the total was 3,872 hotels with receipts of 
$849,736,000. There were 337 full-year non-licensed 
hotels with receipts of $17,749,000 in 1968, compared 
to 307 hotels and receipts of $13,965,000 during the 
previous year. Seasonal licensed hotels numbered 168 
(168 in 1967) with receipts of $18,998,000 ($16,986,000 
in 1967) and 257 operated as seasonal non-licensed 
with receipts of $7,592,000 as against 274 in 1967 with 
receipts of $7,539,000. 


The distribution of hotel receipts by room cate- 
gories is shown in Table 6. Hotels with between 11-25 
rooms continued to be the most numerous, These num- 
bered 2,033 in 1968 reporting receipts of $188,671,000 
compared to 1,983 in 1967 with receipts of $171,627,000. 
This group was followed by hotels with ten rooms or 
less reporting receipts of $52,421,000. Percentages 
of room occupancy for all hotels having 11 or more 
rooms can be found in Table 8, These percentages are 
not comparable to those calculated prior to 1956 due 
to the inclusion in former years of hotels in the 10 
rooms or less category. For 1968 the national average 
was 53 per cent which represents a decrease from 
the 55 per cent reported for 1967. As for previous 
years, the room occupancy rate increased as the size 
of hotels increased, going from 39 per cent for hotels 
within the 11-25 rooms group size to 64 per cent for 
those in the 201 or more rooms group size. 


Throughout this report, room receipts include 
sample rooms and public space rentals. Receipts from 
all other sources include non-operating revenue such 
as commercial rentals, leased concessions, interest 
on investment, etc. Theses@d other statistics are 
given in greater detail in the tables that follow. 


SECTION 1 


Statistiques principales 


Le nombre des hdtels dont on sait qu'ils étaient exploi- 
tés en 1968 au Canada est de 4,769, soit 148 de plus qu'en 1967 
(4,621). Ces hotels totalisaient 158,124 chambres renfermant 
104,462 lits simples et 114,326 lits doubles. En 1968, les 
recettes totales s'élevaient a $956,219,000 contre $888,227 ,000 
en 1967, soit une augmentation de 7.7 p. 100. La vente de la 
biére, du vin et des spiritueux représentait 46.4 p. 100 de 
l'ensemble des recettes; venaient ensuite la location des cham- 
bres (25.1 p. 100), les repas (21.8 p. 100) et les recettes 
provenant d'autres sources (6.7 p. 100). Les chiffres compa- 
ratifs en 1967 étaient de 45.6 p. 100 pour la vente de la 
biére, du vin et des spiritueux, 25.8 p. 100 pour la location 
des chambres, 22.1 p. 100 pour les repas et 6.5 p. 100 pour 
les recettes provenant d'autres sources. 


La moyenne des effectifs des hédtels était en 1968 de 
79,140, dont 42,243 hommes et 36,897 femmes. Les salaires et 
traitements versés a ces employés ont totalisé $246,552,000; 
soit 9.3 p. 100 de plus que les $225,528,000 de 1967. 


L'augmentation (148) du nombre d'hétels exploités dont 
il est question dans le premier alinéa est une variation nette; 
elle traduit 1l'addition de nouvelles entreprises a l'univers 
des hétels et la soustraction d'autres par suite de faillites, 
d'incendie, de fermetures d'entreprises pour cause de décés, 
ou autres. Cette évolution de l'univers observé résulte des 
efforts continuels au Bureau fédéral de la statistique, pour 
garder a jour la liste des hdtels de chaque province et tenir 
compte des changements dans le secteur hétellier. Cette pu- 
blication comprend tous les nouveaux hétels dont nous savons 
qu'ils ont ouvert leurs portes en 1968 et qui répondent aux 
définitions. (Un des principaux facteurs qui ont influencé 
le nombre d'hdétels observés est l'addition de 150 hétels dans 
la province de Québec; cela fait suite a la mise au point des 
listes d'hdtels par l'organisme provincial responsable. Dans 
toutes les autres provinces, les changements survenus entre 
1967 et 1968 dans le nombre d'hdtels exploités ont été beau- 
coup moindres — voir le Tableau 2.) 


Sur les 4,769 hdtels dont on sait qu'ils étaient exploi- 
tés au Canada en 1968, 4,007 étaient des établissements auto- 
risés (pour la vente de boissons alcooliques) ouverts toute 
l'année, et leurs recettes ont atteint $911,880,000.

Ces 
pourcentages ne sauraient @tre comparés a ceux qui ont été 
établis avant 1956, du fait qu'ils englobaient autrefois les 
hdtels de 10 chambres ou moins. En 1968, le taux moyen pour 
l'ensemble du Canada était de 53 p. 100, comparativement a 
55 p. 100 en 1967. Comme l'année précédente le taux d'occu- 
pation des chambres montait en fonction de la taille des hé- 
tels, variant entre 39 p. 100 pour les hétels de 11 a 25 
chambres et 64 p. 100 pour les hétels de 201 chambres et plus. 


Dans toute cette publication, les recettes se rapportant 
aux chambres comprennent le produit de la location de salles 
d'exposition et de locaux au public. Les recettes provenant 
de toutes autres sources comprennent les recettes étrangéres a 
l'exploitation, telles que les locations de caractére commer - 
cial, les concessions a bail, l'intéré@ét sur les placements, 
etc. Ces statistiques et d'autres figurent avec plus de détail 
dans les tableaux ci-aprés.

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SECTION 11 


Salaries and Wages, Cost of Goods and 
Certain Occupancy Expenses 


Table 11 shows salaries and wages, cost of goods sold, cost of 
light, heat and power, and repairs and maintenance expressed as per- 
centages of total receipts for incorporated and unincorporated hotels. 
These percentages are based on the reports of a panel of hotels with 
between 11 and 75 rooms inclusive and do not represent total coverage 
of hotels in this category. The only item of expense obtained for 
all hotels is that of salaries and wages shown in Section I of this 
report. 


The reader is again reminded that the ratios contained in the 
following table are not comparable to those of years prior to 1956 
because of the exclusion since then of all hotels in the 10 rooms or 
less and 100 or more categories (76 or more since 1965). Except for 
salaries and wages, ratios for unincorporated hotels were usually 
slightly higher than those for incorporated hotels. The cost of goods 
sold, as a percentage of total receipts, constituted the greatest 
expense item in both categories (41.7 per cent for incorporated and 
44.4 per cent for unincorporated). 


Traitements et salaires, cot des marchandises vendues et 


certains frais d'occupation 


Le Tableau 11 indique les rémunérations, le cot des marchandises 
vendues, le coft d'éclairage, de chauffage et d'énergie, ainsi que les répa- 
rations et l'entretien, en termes de pourcentages par rapport aux recettes 
totales des hétels constitués ou non. Ces taux sont fondés sur les déclara- 
tions d'un groupe déterminé constitué par des hdtels ayant de 11 Aa 75 
chambres inclusivement et ne portent pas sur le total des hdtels de cette 
catégorie. Le seul élément de dépenses qui ait été fourni par l'ensemble 
intégral des hdtels porte sur les rémunérations mentionnées a la section I 
de la présente publication. 


Le lecteur voudra bien se rappeller a nouveau que les rapports qui fi- 
gurent au tableau ci-aprés ne sauraient @tre comparés a ceux établis avant 
1956, du fait que l'on a, depuis lors, exclu tous les hétels ayant 10 cham- 


bres ou moins et 100 chambres ou plus (76 ou plus, depuis 1965). Sauf pour ce 


qui est des traitements et salaires, l'ordre de grandeur des rapports vala- 


bles pour les hdtels non constitués était, en général, plus grand que pour les 


hdtels constitués en société. Le coftt des marchandises vendues exprimé en 
pourcentage par rapport a l'ensemble des recettes, constituait 1'élément de 
dépense le plus important dans les deux catégories (41.7 p. 100 pour les 
hdtels constitués, et 44.4 p. 100 pour les hétels non constitués).

Departmental and General Expense Ratios 


This section presents data relating to receipts and operating 
expenses and is restricted to incorporated hotels with 76 rooms or 
more which were open for the entire year and able to supply the 
detailed statistics requested. These hotels were divided into two 
groups: Licensed hotels (licensed to sell alcoholic beverages) oper- 
ating their own dining room and licensed hotels not operating their 
own dining room. Tables 12 and 13 show these operating expenses as 
percentages of total receipts and classified into departmental and 
general expenses. Departmental expenses are shown as a percentage of 
receipts of the department as well as of total receipts. Information 
on profit, room occupancy, room rates and rental revenue is also 
given.

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1969 TRAVELLER ACCOMMODATION 


Introduction 


This report presents, in tabular form, the re- 
sults of the 1969 annual survey of accommodation opera- 
tions in Canada. As 1969 is the first year in which 
an attempt has been made to collect and publish annual 
data on accommodation establishments other than hotels, 
the reader should be aware of certain limitations when 
using the data. We shall attempt to outline such limi- 
tations in the following notes, 


Definitions and Classification 


While our definitions of the various types of 
accommodation have remained essentially unchanged from 
those used for the purposes of the 1966 Census of 
Merchandising and Services, the reader is cautioned 
that the methodology employed in classifying busi- 
nesses to a given type was considerably different in 
1969 from that used in the Census and can be expected 
to have produced dissimilar results in many areas. 
While the Census asked respondents to classify them- 
selves, we have, for the purposes of this report, clas- 
sified each business on the basis of answers to spe- 
cific questions posed on our questionnaire. In this 
manner, a business which classified itself as a motel 
in 1966 may well have been reclassified as a hotel in 
1969 when it was discovered that it did, in fact, meet 
our definition of hotels in regard to number of hotel- 
type rooms available. As a result of these conceptual 
differences, users are cautioned to be wary if making 
any attempt to compare the 1969 results with the 1966 
Census, 


Response 


While every effort was made to elicit complete 
response to this survey, approximately 2,400 question- 
naires had either not been received or had been re- 
turned by the Post Office as "address unknown" at the 
time the data was tabulated. While many of these are 
probably out of business, we must nonetheless assume 
from this that some of our universes are somewhat 
understated. In the Hotel classification, which, prior 
to 1969, was the only classification covered by this 
survey, estimates were made for those non-respondents 
who had reported in previous years and who were sus- 
pected to still be in operation. In all other classi- 
fications, owing to the lack of any previous years' 
data, no estimates were attempted. 


Although non-response may have a downward effect 
on our estimates of the number of locations in certain 
areas outside the Hotel classification, we are none- 
theless confident that the effect on total dollar val- 
ues will be negligible, as reports have been filed by 
most of the large locations in each category. As the 
survey continues in its expanded form we expect to see 
a steady improvement from year to year in the comple- 
teness of our coverage. 


Employment Data 


Employment data in all sections represents the 
average number of employees over the year, A limited 
degree of overestimation exists, particularly in tables 
pertaining to seasonally-operated businesses where 
often one or more employee is engaged for the four or 
five months of operation. 


Hotels 


These series are comparable to those published 
on an annual basis for previous years in the Hotels 
publication, The universe in 1969 is felt to be the 


HEBERGEMENT DE VOYAGEURS 1969 


Introduction 


Le présent rapport présente, sous forme de tableaux, les 
résultats de l'enquéte annuelle de 1969 sur 1l'hébergement au 
Canada.

Définitions et classification

servi en 1969 4 la classification des commerces par genre 
d'entreprise différe sensiblement de celle qui a servi au re- 
censement et il faut s'attendre que, dans bien des domaines, 
les résultats obtenus soient dissemblables. Alors que, lors 
du recensement, nous demandions aux répondants de se classer 
eux-mémes,. dans le cas du présent rapport, nous avons classé 
chaque commerce d'aprés les réponses fournies 4 certaines ques- 
tions posées dans le questionnaire. De cette facgon, un com- 
merce qui s'était rangé dans la catégorie des motels en 1966 
peut fort bien avoir été classé comme hédtel en 1969, quand on 
a constaté qu'il satisfaisait aux exigences de la définition 
des hétels en ce qui a trait au nombre de chambres disponibles 
qui sont du type que l'on retrouve dans les hétels.

Réponse

retournés par le service des postes avec la mention "adresse 
inconnue'’. Bon nombre de ces commerces ont probablement aban- 
donné les affaires; nous devons néanmoins en conclure, que, 
dans une certaine mesure, notre univers reste quelque peu en 
deca de la réalité. Dans la classification des hétels, qui, 
avant 1969, était la seule classification visée par la présente 
enquéte, on faisait une estimation du nombre de ceux qui n'a-

most complete to date as some locations previously 
thought to fall into other classifications and thus 

placed out-of-scope to the Hotel Survey have now been 
identified as hotels by the Accommodation question-

Motels 


In interpreting these series, it should be borne 
in mind that any operation having six or more hotel- 
type rooms (i.e. rooms contained in a central lodge or 
hotel and having no direct access from the exterior of 
the building) has, for our purposes, been treated as 
a hotel, despite the fact that the establishment may 
designate itself as a motel. By the same token it can 
be assumed that many establishments calling themselves 
motels have in fact been classified to Tourist Courts 
and Cabins. For other precautions relating to inter- 
pretation of these data, refer to the general outline 
on Definitions and Classification, and Response prob- 
lems. 


Other Types of Accommodation (excluding Tent and Trail- 


er Campgrounds) 


The tables published in Section IV cover the 
operations of Tourist Courts and Cabins, Tourist Homes, 
Recreation Vacation Camps, and Hunting and Fishing 
Camps. As we feel the data relating to Tourist Courts 
and Cabins to be reasonably accurate, within the limi- 
tations outlined in the above discussions of Defini- 
tions and Classification, and Response problems, we 
have published tables which isolate their activity from 
that of the other components of this group. The sea- 


sonal nature of the remaining three categories plus the 


difficulty of identification and the lack of complete 
mailing lists leads us to believe that the combined 
data published here are somewhat underestimated. It 
is also felt that some data relating to Hunting and 
Fishing Camps may have been included in reports of 
hotels through which they are operated. It is to be 
hoped that these shortcomings will be overcome in fu- 
ture survey years. 


Tent _ and Trailer Campgrounds 


Again the seasonal nature of this industry was 
partially responsible for a reasonably high degree of 
non-response. The reader is cautioned to bear in mind 
that these figures do not include federally and pro- 
vincially-operated camping grounds but do include those 
which are municipally-operated., The former two will be 
included in future reports, beginning with the 1970 
survey year. 


Traveller Accommodation Definitions 


The following definitions are presented in order 
to clearly indicate to the reader the priorities used 
in determining the classification of any single accom- 
modation location within the framework of the published 
statistical tables. While we make no attempt here to 
justify the priorities as they stand and while attempts 
will be made in the future to bring these definitions 
into line with the standard definitions and classifi- 
cations of traveller accommodations currently being 
developed by the Travel Research Planning Committee of 
the Federal-Provincial Conference of Tourism, we feel, 
nonetheless, that a thorough reading and understanding 
of the following is essential to the proper interpre- 
tation of the data presented in this publication. 


Hotel-type room. — A room contained in a main 
lodge or hotel, having access from a main lobby but no 
direct access from the exterior of the building.

Définitions des moyens d'hébergement de voyageurs 


Nous présentons les définitions suivantes afin de bien 
faire voir au lecteur l'ordre de priorité suivi pour établir 
la classification de tous les moyens d'hébergement en fonction 
des tableaux statistiques qui sont publiés. Bien que nous ne 
tentions pas d'établir ici le pourquoi de cet ordre de priori- 
té et que nous ayons l'intention a l'avenir de rendre ces dé- 
finitions conformes aux définitions et classifications types 
des moyens d'hébergement que prépare actuellement le Comité 
d'orientation de la recherche touristique de la Conférence 
fédérale-provinciale sur le tourisme, nous sommes néanmoins 
d'avis qu'une lecture attentive et une bonne compréhension des 
définitions qui suivent sont essentielles pour bien interpréter 
les données fournies dans la présente publication. 


Chambre, genre hétel. — Chambre située dans un pavillon 
central ou hétel, accessible du hall d'entrée, mais sans accés 
direct de 1'extérieur,. 


Hotel-motel-type room. — A room contained in a 


main lodge or hotel, having access from a main lobby 

as well as direct access from the exterior of the buil- 
ding. This type of room is equated to a hotel-type 
room for the purposes of our establishment classifica- 
tion, 


Motel-type room. — A room in a building sharing 
a common roof which has direct access from the exterior 
of the building but no access from a central lobby and 
which has adjacent parking. 


Cabin, — A self-contained accommodation unit 
is separate from (i.e. does not share a common 
other units in the same establishment. 


which 
roof) 


Full-year hotels, licensed. — Commercial estab- 
lishments with six or more hotel and/or hotel-motel- 


type rooms providing lodging or lodging and meals for 
transient guests and licensed to sell beer, wine, or 
liquor. To be considered a full-year hotel, an estab- 
lishment must be operated for at least ten months of the 
year. N.B. All accommodation establishments with six 

or more hotel and/or hotel-motel-type rooms have been 
classified as hotels, irrespective of any other types 

of accommodation units which they may possess, Also 
included in this category are resort hotels if they 
provide eating and entertainment facilities in a central 
lodge, even where these do not contain the specified 
number of hotel and/or hotel-motel-type rooms, Ex- 
cluded from the accommodation universe are: resident 
hotels (i.e. apartment hotels), staff houses, private 
clubs, rooming and boarding houses, and all hotels 
showing receipts from room rentals to be less than 1 % 
of revenue from the sale of alcoholic beverages. 


Full-year hotels, non-licensed, — Commercial 
establishments having the above-mentioned qualifica- 


tions but which are not licensed to sell alcoholic 
beverages. 


Seasonal hotels, licensed. — Commercial estab- 
lishments meeting the above definition of a licensed 
hotel but which are in operation for less than ten 
months of the year. 


Seasonal hotels, non-licensed. — Commercial 
establishments having the qualifications outlined above 
for seasonal hotels but which are not licensed to sell 


alcoholic beverages. 


Full-year motels, — Commercial establishments 
having three or more motel-type rooms and less than six 
hotel and/or hotel-motel-type rooms, irrespective of 
any other types of accommodation units which they may 
possess, and operating for at least ten months of the 
year. 


Seasonal motels, — Commercial establishments 
meeting the above definition of a motel but which oper- 
ate for less than ten months of the year, 


Tourist courts and cabins, — Commercial estab- 
lishments with 3 or more accommodation units, the ma- 
jority of which are cabins or cottages but which have 
less than 6 hotel or hotel-motel-type rooms or 3 motel- 
type rooms operated on a full-year basis, and where the 
total number of units is equal to or greater than 1/3 
of the number of tent and trailer spaces available, 


Tourist homes. — Commercial establishments which 
report themselves as tourist homes and which have 3 to 
5 hotel-type rooms and less than three motel-type rooms. 
Those establishments which meet the above qualifications 
but operate less than 10 months of the year and have more 
cottages and cabins than hotel-type rooms are classified 
as Tourist Courts and Cabins; those reporting tent and 
trailer spaces which outnumber hotel-type rooms by more 
than 3 to 1 are classified to Tent and Trailer Camp- 
grounds, 


Chambre, genre hétel-motel. — Chambre située dans un pa-

Cabine, — Unité d'hébergement indépendante, qui est sé- 
parée (c'est-d-dire non située sous le méme toit) des autres 
unités du méme établissement. 


— Etablisse- 
ments commerciaux ayant au moins six chambres du genre chambre 
d'hétel ou d'hétel-motel fournissant le gite ou le gfte et le 
couvert aux voyageurs, et titulaires d'une licence pour la 
vente de biére, de vin ou de boissons alcooliques.

chambres du genre chambre de motel, exploités toute l'année, et

Maisons pour touristes. — Etablissements commerciaux qui 
se disent des maisons pour touristes et qui ont de trois a cing 
chambres du genre chambre d'hétel et moins de trois chambres 
du genre chambre de motel, Les établissements qui remplissent 
ces conditions, mais qui sont exploités moins de dix mois par 
année et qui ont plus de chalets et de cabines que de chambres 
du genre chambre d'hétel, sont classés dans la catégorie "Camps 
de Touristes et Cabines''; ceux qui déclarent fournir des em- 
placements pour tentes et roulottes dont le nombre par rapport 
au nombre de chambres du genre chambre d'hétel dépasse 3 contre 
1 sont classés comme "Terrains de camping pour tentes et rou- 
lottes", 


Hunting and fishing camps. — Commercial establish- 


ments having 3 or more cabins or cottages offering ac- 
commodation as part of their services to their customers 
for the pursuit of game and fish. Guide service, boat 
rental, equipment rental, supplies and provisions are 
usually made available. 


Recreation vacation camps. — Commercial establish- 
ments offering seasonal accommodations and recreational 


services to families, groups, etc. Dude ranches are 
included in this classification, Camps run by YM-YWCA 
and other non-profit organizations are excluded. As 
with all other accommodation types, an establishment 
reporting itself as a recreation vacation camp but 
having more than six hotel-type rooms in the main lodge 
will have been classified as a seasonal hotel for the 
purposes of this survey, 


Tent and trailer campgrounds. — Commercial 
establishments offering accommodation services in the 


form of tent and trailer spaces and having at least 

10 spaces available, where there are less than 6 hotel 
and/or hotel-motel-type rooms or 3 motel-type rooms, 
and where the tent and trailer spaces outnumber other 
types of accommodation units by more than 3 to 1. Mu- 
nicipal camping grounds are included but federal and 
provincial camping grounds are not. 


Summary 


In 1969 a total of 14,257 traveller accommodation 
establishements operating in Canada reported total 
revenues amounting to $1,250,474,000. Of this total, 
$1,044,314,000 or approximately 83.5 % was accounted 
for by the hotel group, while the motel group accounted 
for, Sl41>878.000 or 11.3 %. The remaining 5.1 7% 
($64,282,000) was reported by all other types of 
accommodation including tourist courts and cabins, 
tourist homes, hunting and fishing camps, recreation 
vacation camps, and tent and trailer campgrounds. 


At the national level, the sale of alcoholic 
beverages was the largest single source or revenue 
accounting for 38.9 % of the total ($485,890,000), 
while rental of rooms was second at $407,475,000 
(32.6 4). Sales of meals, at $256,954,000, accounted 
for 20.5 Z, and sales of merchandise at $49,074,000 for 
3.9 %, and the remaining $51,080,000 (4.1 %) was de- 
rived from all other sources, including the leasing 
of concessions. 


Of the total receipts reported by the hotel group, 
$472,625,000 (45.3 %) was derived from the sale of 
beer, wine and liquor, $274,120,000 (26.2 %) from the 
rental of rooms, and $224,919,000 (21.5 %) from the 
sale of meals. (Similar distributions for other types 
of accommodation are presented in Table 2 of this 
section. ) 


The provincial distribution of receipts by source, 
as presented in Table 4 and the accompanying chart, 
shows considerable fluctuation between provinces. 

While the national average for room receipts is 32.6 % 
of total revenue, provincial and territorial averages 
range from a low of 17.9 % in Manitoba to a high of 
62.6 % in Prince Edward Island. Beer, wine, and 
liquor sales, expressed as a percentage of total re- 
ceipts, range from 5.9 % in Prince Edward Island to a 
high of 60.0 % in Saskatchewan.

SECTION I 


Sommaire 


En 1969, 14,257 établissements d'hébergement de voyageurs 
exploités au Canada ont déclaré des recettes totales de 
$1,250,474,000. Sur ce chiffre, un montant de $1,044,314,000, 
ou a peu prés 83.5 %, était attribué au groupe des hdétels, 
tandis qu'un montant de $141,878,000, ou 11.3 %, relevait du 
groupe des motels. Le reste, soit 5.1 % ($64,282,000), a été 
déclaré par tous les autres genres d'hébergement, par exemple, 
les camps de touristes et cabines, les maisons pour touristes, 
les camps de chasse et de péche, les camps de vacances, les 
terrains de camping pour tentes et roulottes. 


A 1'échelle nationale, la vente de boissons alcooliques 
a constitué la principale source de recettes, soit 38.9 % du 
total ($485,890,000), tandis que la location des chambres 
venait en deuxiéme lieu, soit un montant de $407,475,000 
(32.6 %). Les repas ($256,954,000) représentaient 20.5 % de 
l'ensemble; la vente des marchandises ($49,074,000) équivalait 
a 3.9 %, tandis que le reste ($51,080,000, ou 4.1 %) provenait 
de toutes les autres sources, y compris les baux de conces- 
sions, 


Sur le total des recettes qu'a déclarées le groupe des 
hétels, un montant de $472,625,000 (45.3 %) provenait de la 
vente de la biére, du vin et des boissons alcooliques, 
$274,120,000 (26.2 %) provenaient de la location des chambres 
et $224,919,000 (21.5 %) représentaient le prix des repas. 
(Dans le Tableau 2, nous faisons une répartition analogue pour 
les autres genres d'hébergement. ) 


La répartition provinciale des recettes d'aprés leur 
source, ainsi qu'elle est présentée dans le Tableau 4 et dans 
le graphique qui l'accompagne, indique une fluctuation sen- 
sible entre les provinces. Méme si la moyenne nationale des 
recettes obtenues des chambres représente 32.6 % de l'ensemble 
des recettes, les moyennes provinciales et territoriales vont 
de la faible proportion de 17.9 %, au Manitoba, jusqu'a la 
forte proportion de 62.6 % dans 1'fle-du-Prince-Kdouard. La 
vente de la biére, du vin et des boissons alcooliques, exprimée 
en pourcentage de l'ensemble des recettes, varie de 5.9 %, dans 
1'fle-du-Prince-Edouard, 4 60.0 %, en Saskatchewan. ——

SECTION II — HOTELS 
(a) Principal Statistics 


The number of hotels known to be operating in 
Canada during 1969 totalled 4,922, an increase of 153 
over the total reported for 1968. These hotels con- 
tained 163,913 rooms with 102,961 single beds and 
128,345 double beds. Total receipts amounted to 
$1,044, 314,000 which was 9.2 % higher than the 1968 
receipts of $956,219,000. The sales of beer, wine and 
liquor accounted for 45.3 % of total receipts, followed 
by room rentals (26.2 %), meals (21.5 %) and other 
sources (7.0 %). Comparable figures for 1968 were 
46.4 % for sales of beer, wine and liquor, 25.1 % for 
room rentals, 21.8 % for meals and 6.7 % accounted for 
by other sources. 


Employment in hotels averaged 81,825 during 1969, 
of which 42,644 were males and 39,181 females. Salaries 
and wages paid to these employees totalled $269,709,000 
an increase of 9.4 % over the 1968 figure of 
$246,552,000. 


The net increase of 153 hotels referred to above 
is the result of three factors: the establishment of 
new businesses during the year; the cessation of 
operations by some businesses, and the reclassification 
of some business locations as a result of a change in 
their method of operation or a change in classification 
methods. This third factor is worthy of note, partic- 
ularly as this is the first year in which we have 
surveyed accommodation establishments other than hotels. 
Certain establishments formerly felt to be non-hotel 
type accommodation, and thus left unsurveyed, have now 


been reclassified as hotels on the basis of their - 


1969 returns. 


The net increase of hotels from 1968 to 1969 
was most significant in Ontario (increase of 80 hotels), 
Prince Edward Island (+5 hotels) and New Brunswick 
(411 hotels). The only province not showing an 
increase was Manitoba, where the number of hotels 
declined by five over the year. 


Of the 4,922 hotels known to be operating in 
Canada during 1969, 4,049 were full-year hotels licensed 
to sell alcoholic beverages, and these reported 
receipts totalling $989,781,000. In 1968, 4,007 full- 
year licensed hotels reported total receipts of 
$911,880,000. There were 424 full-year non-licensed 
hotels operating in 1969 with receipts of $25,372,000 
as compared to 337 during the previous year with 
receipts of $17,749,000. Licensed seasonal hotels 
numbered 168, unchanged from the number operating in 
1968, but receipts rose to $20,082,000 from $18,998,000. 
The number of seasonal non-licensed hotels increased 
from 257 in 1968 to 281 in 1969 with receipts increasing 
from $7,592,000 to $9,078,000. 


The distribution of hotels by room size categories 
shows a continuing concentration in the 11-25 room 
size, with 2,041 hotels in this category, reporting 
receipts of $197,355,000. The 63 hotels operating in 
1969 with more than 200 rooms reported the largest 
total revenue of any category, at $233,753,000. 


Average room occupancy for all hotels with more 
than 10 rooms operating in Canada rose from 53 % in 
1968 to 55 % in 1969 with provincial averages running 
from a low of 42 % in Saskatchewan to a high of 69 % 
in the Northwest Territories. As in previous years, 
room occupancy increased directly in relation to hotel 
size, rising from 38 % in the 11-25 room group to 67 % 
for those having more than 200 rooms. 


The reader is cautioned that no attempt has been 
made since 1956 to estimate occupancy rates for hotels 
with 10 rooms or less and that this size group has been 
excluded from averages published for all hotels. This 
change in approach will affect any attempt to compare 
data with estimates made prior to 1956. 


ee SECTION II — HOTELS 


(a) Statistiques principales 


En 1969, le nombre connu des hdtels exploités au Canada 
était de 4,922, soit une augmentation de 153 sur le chiffre 
déclaré en 1968. Ces hdtels contenaient 163,913 chambres 
comptant 102,961 lits simples et 128,345 lits doubles. Les 
recettes totales s'établissaient 4 $1,044,314,000, soit 9.2 % 
de plus que le total de $956,219,000 pour l'année 1968. La 
vente de la biére, du vin et des boissons alcooliques représen- 
tait 45.3 % de l'ensemble des recettes; suivaient la location 
des chambres (26.2 %), les repas (21.5 %) et les recettes ob- 
tenues d'autres sources (7.0 %). Les chiffres comparables de 
1968 étaient les suivants: 46.4 % pour la vente de la biére, 
du vin et des boissons alcooliques, 25.1 % pour la location 
des chambres, 21.8 % pour les repas et 6.7 % pour les revenus 
tirés d'autres sources. 


En 1969, les effectifs des hdtels totalisaient en 
moyenne 81,825 personnes, dont 42,644 hommes et 39,181 femmes. 
Les rémunérations payées se sont élevées 4 $269,709,000, soit 
une augmentation de 9.4 % sur le montant de $246,552,000 en 
1968. 


L'augmentation nette de 153 hdtels mentionnée auparavant 
découle de trois éléments: 1'établissement de nouvelles entre- 
prises au cours de l'année, l'abandon des affaires par certaines 
et la reclassification d'un certain nombre d'établissements par 
suite du changement de leur méthode d'exploitation ou de la 
classification. Ce troisiéme élément mérite qu'on s'y arréte, 
surtout que c'est la premiére année ou nous faisons enquéte 
sur les moyens d'hébergement autres que les hdtels. Certains 
établissements étaient auparavant considérés comme n'apparte- 
nant pas a la catégorie des hdtels, de sorte qu'ils ne faisaient 
pas l'objet d'une enquéte; mais, d'aprés leur déclaration de 
1969, on les a maintenant classés dans la catégorie des hdtels. 


L'augmentation nette du nombre d'hdtels entre 1968 et. 
1969 est survenue surtout en Ontario (80 hdtels de plus), 
dans 1'fle-du-Prince-Edouard (5 hdtels de plus) et au Nouveau- 
Brunswick (ll hétels de plus). La seule province qui n'a pas 
connu d'augmentation est le Manitoba, ou le nombre d'hdtels 
a diminué de cing au cours de l'année. 


Sur les 4,922 hdtels exploités au Canada en 1969, 4,049 
étaient des hdtels ouverts toute l'année et ayant une licence 
pour vendre des boissons alcooliques; ils ont déclaré des 
recettes s'élevant 4 $989,781,000. En 1968, 4,007 hdtels 
ouverts toute l'année et ayant une licence avaient déclaré des 
recettes totales de $911,880,000. On comptait, en 1969, 

424 hdtels sans licence ouverts toute l'année; leurs recettes 
ont été de $25,372,000, comparativement a 337 hdtels du méme 
genre, qui ont déclaré des recettes de $17,749,000 l'année 
précédente. Les hdtels saisonniers avec licence étaient au 
nombre de 168, soit le m@éme nombre qu'en 1968, mais leurs 
recettes sont passées de $18,998,000 a $20,082,000. Quant aux 
hdtels saisonniers sans licence, leur nombre est passé de 257, 
en 1968, a 281, en 1969, et leurs recettes, de $7,592,000 a 
$9,078,000. 


La répartition des hdtels selon le nombre de chambres 
indique une concentration constante d'hdtels de ll a 25 
chambres; 2,041 hdtels sont de cette catégorie et ils ont 
déclaré des recettes de $197,355,000. Les 63 hdtels qui, en 
1969 avaient plus de 200 chambres sont ceux qui ont déclaré 
les plus fortes recettes totales de toutes les catégories, soit 


$233, 753,000. 


L'occupation moyenne des chambres de tous les hdtels de 
plus de 10 chambres exploités au Canada est passée de 53 %, 
en 1968, a 55 % en 1969; les moyennes provinciales varient 
entre 42 % en Saskatchewan et 69 % dans les Territoires du 
Nord-Ouest. De m@me qu'au cours des années antérieures le 
taux d'occupation des chambres a augmenté directement en 
fonction de la grandeur de l'hdtel, passant de 38 % dans le 


cas des hétels ayant de 11 a 25 chambres a 67 % dans le cas 
de ceux qui ont plus de 200 chambres. 


Le lecteur doit savoir que, depuis 1956, on n'a pas 
essayé d'estimer le taux d'occupation des hdtels de 10 chambres 
ou moins et que les moyennes publiées pour tous les hdtels ne 
tiennent pas compte de ce groupe. Cette modification des 
méthodes va influer sur toute tentative de comparer des données 
avec les estimations établies avant 1956.

Table 15 shows salaries and wages, cost of goods sold, cost of 
light, heat and power, and repairs and maintenance expressed as per- 
centages of total receipts for incorporated and unincorporated hotels. 
These percentages are based on the reports of a panel of hotels with 
between 11 and 75 rooms inclusive and do not represent total coverage 
of hotels in this category. The only item of expense obtained for 
all hotels is that of salaries and wages shown in Section II (a) of 
this report. 


« 


The reader is again reminded that the ratios contained in the 
following table are not comparable to those of years prior to 1956 
because of the exclusion since then of all hotels in the 10 rooms or 
less and 100 or more categories (76 or more since 1965). Except for 
salaries and wages, ratios for unincorporated hotels were usually 
slightly higher than those for incorporated hotels. The cost of goods 
sold, as a percentage of total receipts, constituted the greatest 
expense item in both categories (40.5 % for incorporated and 42.8 % 
for unincorporated).

This section presents data relating to receipts and operating 
expenses and is restricted to incorporated hotels with 76 rooms or 
more which were open for the entire year and able to supply the 
detailed statistics requested. These hotels were divided into two 
groups: Licensed hotels (licensed to sell alcoholic beverages) oper- 
ating their own dining room and licensed hotels not operating their 
own dining room. Tables 16 and 17 show these operating expenses as 
percentages of total receipts and classified into departmental and 
general expenses. Departmental expenses are shown as a percentage of 
receipts of the department as well as of total receipts.

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SECTION III 


The 3,514 motels operating in Canada 
during 1969 reported a total of 61,982 rooms* 
containing 20,925 single beds and 75,697 dou- 
ble beds. Total receipts amounted to 
$141,878 ,000, of which $94,598,000 (66.7 %) 
was derived from the rental of rooms, 
$24,240,000 (17.1 %) from meals, $12,020,000 
(8.5 %) from the sale of alcoholic beverages, 
$7,536 ,000 (5.3 %) from the sale of merchan- 
dise, and $3,484,000 (2.5 %) from all other 
sources. This distribution of revenue by 
source differs considerably from the national 
average for hotels, which showed 26.2 % from 
room rentals, 21.5 % from meal sales, and 
45.3 % from the sale of alcoholic beverages. 
Motels operating on a full-year basis num- 
bered 2,827 and reported total receipts of 
$129 ,810,000, while the 687 seasonal motels 
reported $12,068 ,000. 


Employment in motels averaged 9,975 dur- 
ing 1969, composed of 7,253 females and 2,722 
males. Salaries and wages for the year total- 
led $26,257,000. 


The 1969 average occupancy rate for all 
motels in Canada was calculated at 54%. For 
full-year motel operations this rate was 
55 %, compared to 50 % for seasonally-opera- 
ted motels. Provincial occupancy rates ranged 
from a low of 46 % in Quebec to a high of 62 % 
in Alberta.

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1970 TRAVELLER ACCOMMODATION STATISTICS 


Introduction 


This report presents, in tabular form, the re- 
sults of the 1970 annual survey of traveller accommo - 
dation operations in Canada. Since 1969, this survey 
has been undergoing changes in coverage, questionnaire 
content, definitions and classifications in an effort 
to present a more complete picture of the traveller 
accommodation industry in Canada as well as to improve 
upon the quality of the data being presented. In the 
light of these changes, the reader should be aware of 
certain limitations when using the data. We shall 
attempt to outline such limitations in the following 
notes. 


Questionnaires 


The 1970 questionnaires were developed in co-ope- 
ration with federal and provincial government agencies, 
trade associations and accommodation operators using as 
our guide recommended uniform systems of accounts deve- 
loped for the hotel and motel industry. In that there 
was a considerable expansion in content, smaller opera- 
tors i.e. hotels and motels with less than 25 rooms, 
encountered some difficulties in accurately completing 
the operating expense portion of the questionnaire. 
Published operating expense data appearing in the tables 
are based on those reports in which expenses were broken 
out and may not be representative of the total. Data 
relating to employment, salaries and wages and revenue 
appears to be consistent with other years, 


Coverage and Response 


While every effort was made to elicit a complete 
response to this survey, approximately 1,500 question- 
naires were not received at the time of the final tabu- 
lations and some 275 others were returned by the Post 
Office as "address unknown"'. While many of these are 
probably out of business, we must nonetheless assume 
that some of our universes are slightly understated. 
Where sufficent data from past years' operations were 
available, estimates were made for businesses still 
believed to be operating. 


Although non response may have a downward effect 
on the number of locations in certain areas outside of 
the hotel classification, we are nonetheless confident 
that the effect on total dollar values will be negligi- 
ble since reports have been filed by most large loca- 
tions in each type of accommodation. 


It should be noted that business run by YM-YWCA 
and other non profit organizations are excluded. 


Employment Data 


Employment data in all sections represents the 
average number of employees over the year. A limited 
degree of overestimation exists, particularly in tables 
pertaining to seasonally-operated businesses where 
often one or more employee is engaged for the four or 
five months of operation. Employment data was not 
available for provincial and federal tent and trailer 
campground operations. 


Definitions and Classification 


For 1970, our definitions and classification of 
various types of accommodation have been modified 


STATISTIQUES DE L'HEBERGEMENT DES VOYAGEURS, 1970 


Introduction 


La présente publication renferme sous forme de tableaux 
les résultats de l'enquéte annuelle de 1970 sur 1'hébergement 
de voyageurs au Canada. Depuis 1969, cette enquéte a subi des 
changements de champ d'application, de contenu du questionnai- 
re, de définitions et de classifications en vue de présenter 
une image plus compléte de 1'hébergement au Canada et d'amélio- 
rer la qualité des données présentées. A cause de ces change- 
ments, le lecteur doit @étre conscient de certaines restrictions 
lors de l'utilisation des données. Nous tenterons de résumer 
ces restrictions dans les notes qui suivent. 


Questionnaires 


Les questionnaires de 1970 sont le fruit d'une collabora- 
tion entre les organismes fédéraux et provinciaux, les associa- 
tions patronales et les exploitants de maisons d'hébergement 
qui ont suivi notre conseil en n'utilisant que des systémes 
uniformes de comptabilité mis au point pour les hétels et mo- 
tels. Les systémes de comptabilité représentent un élargisse- 
ment considérable du contenu; les petits exploitants, c'est- 
a-dire les exploitants d'hédtels et de motels de moins de 25 
chambres, ont éprouvé certaines difficultés a remplir correc- 
tement la partie du questionnaire portant sur les dépenses 
d'exploitation. Les données sur les dépenses d'exploitation 
qui apparaissent dans les tableaux sont basées sur les décla- 
rations dans lesquelles les dépenses ont été ventilées, elles 
peuvent ne pas égaler le total. Les données relatives aux 
effectifs, a la rémunération et aux recettes semblent compa- 
tibles avec celles des années antérieures. 


Champ d'application et participation 


Méme si tous les moyens ont été tentés en vue d'obtenir 
une participation aussi compléte que possible a la présente 
enquéte, environ 1,500 questionnaires manquaient au moment de 
la mise en tableaux définitive et quelque 275 autres avaient 
été retournés par le service des postes avec la mention "adresse 
inconnue". Bon nombre de ces commerces ont probablement aban- 
donné les affaires; nous devons néanmoins conclure que, -dans 
une certaine mesure, notre univers reste quelque peu en deca de 
la réalité. Lorsque des données des années précédentes étaient 
disponibles, des estimations ont été faites pour les commerces 
que nous croyions encore en opération. 


L'absence de réponse peut avoir fait baisser le nombre 
d'établissements dans certains secteurs non compris dans la 
classification des hétels; nous sommes tout de méme confiants 
que lL'impact sur la valeur totale en dollars sera négligeable, 
étant donné que les déclarations ont été pour la plupart rem- 
plies, par de grandes entreprises dans chaque catégorie d'hé- 
bergement. 


Il faut noter que les entreprises exploités par le YM-YWCA 
et d'autres organismes 4 but non lucratif sont exclues. 


Données sur les effectifs 


Dans toutes les sections, les données sur les effectifs 
représentent le nombre moyen de salariés pendant l'année. Un 
certain degré de surestimation existe, en particulier dans les 
tableaux concernant les commerces saisonniers qui retiennent 
souvent les services d'un ou plusieurs salariés pendant leurs 
quatre ou cing mois d'activité. Les données sur les effectifs 
des terrains de camping pour tentes et roulottes exploités par 
les provinces et le gouvernement fédéral n'étaient pas dispo- 
bibles. 


Définitions et classification 


En 1970, nos définitions et notre classification de 1969 
des différents moyens d'hébergement ont été 1légé@rement modifiées 


slightly from 1969 to conform more closely to those 
general definitions and classifications developed by the 
Federal-Provincial Travel Research Planning Committee. 
Classification was based mainly on the type of accom- 
modation provided i.e. Hotel type rooms, motel type 
rooms, cabins etc. This procedure was followed in all 
cases except for outfitters which were classified more 
by the type of service and recreational facilities of- 
fered i.e. hunting, fishing, boat rental, guide service 
etc. Tourist homes have been associated with the hotel 
section but the data is not included in the hotel tables. 
Recreation vacation camps and dude ranches fall mainly 
within the tourist courts and cabins classification. 


As a result of these modifications users are cau- 
tioned to be wary when comparing 1969 and 1970 survey 
results. 


Hotels 


These series are comparable to those published on 
an annual basis for previous years in the Hotels publi- 
cation. The universe in 1970 is felt to be very com- 
plete as locations previously thought to fall into other 
classifications and thus placed out-of-scope to the 
Hotel survey have now been identified as hotels by the 
new accommodation questionnaire and transferred into 
the hotel universe. 


Establishments classifying themselves as tourist 
homes and reporting 3 or more hotel type rooms have 
been included as a subsection of the hotel section. ~ 


In interpreting these series it should be borne in 
mind that any operation having six or more hotel type 
rooms (i.e. rooms contained in a central lodge or hotel 
having no direct access from the exterior of the buil- 
ding) has, for our purposes, been treated as a hotel, 
despite the fact that the establishment may designate 
itself as a motel. By the same token it can be assumed 
that many establishments calling themselves motels have 
in fact been classified to Tourist Courts & Cabins. 


In 1970, the motel mailing list underwent a sub- 
stantial revision and the growth shown between 1969 
and this publication year is largely due to the im- 
provement of the list. For other precautions relating 
to interpretation of these data, refer to the general 
outline on Definitions and Classification, and Response 
problems. 


Tourist Courts & Cabins 


This classification includes motor courts, tour- 
ist courts, dude ranches, recreation vacation camps, 
housekeeping cottages and hunting and fishing camps, 
failing to provide the services of an outfitter. The 
data published under this heading for 1970 is not com- 
parable to 1969 in that recreation and vacation camps 
and hunting and fishing camps failing to satisfy the 
outfitter definition were added to this classification. 


Outfitters 


This classification was developed for 1970 and 
no comparable data are available for previous years. 
The universe was developed through provincial outfitter 
lists and included only those businesses providing 
accommodation as well as the services outlined in the 
definition as given below. 


Tent _and Trailer Campgrounds 


Coverage in 1970 was extended to include Federal 
and Provincial campground operations.

En 1970, 
l'univers est, croyons-nous, trés complet, étant donné que cer- 
taines entreprises qui, pensait-on auparavant, relevaient 
d'autres classifications et se trouvaient ainsi exclues du 
domaine de l'enquéte sur les hétels, sont maintenant classées 
comme étant des hdtels en vertu du questionnaire sur 1'héber- 
gement et passent dans l'univers des hétels. 


Les données sur les établissements qui se sont classés 
comme maisons de touristes et ont déclaré 3 chambres ou plus du 
genre hdtel, sont présentées séparément dans une sous-section de 
la section des hétels. 


En interprétant ces séries, on doit toujours se souvenir 
que tout établissement de six chambres ou plus du genre hédtel 
(c'est-a-dire les chambres situées dans un pavillon central ou 
un hétel sans accés direct de l'extérieur) a été considéré 
comme hétel malgré le fait que cet établissement peut s'appeler 
un motel.

Camps de touristes et cabines 


Cette classification comprend les auberges routiéres, 
les camps de touristes, les ranches pour touristes, les camps 
de vacances, les maisons meublées et les camps de chasse et 
péche, qui n'offrent aucun service de pourvoyeurs en chasse 
et péche. Les données publiées sous ce titre en 1970 ne sont 
pas comparables a celles de 1969 étant donné que les camps de 
vacances et les camps de chasse et de p@éche qui n'avaient aucun 
service de pourvoyeurs en chasse et péche ont été ajoutés a 
la présente classification. 


Pourvoyeurs en chasse et péche 


Cette classification a été ajoutée en 1970 et aucune 
donnée comparable n'est disponible pour les années antérieures. 
L'univers a été établi a l'aide des listes provinciales de 
pourvoyeurs en chasse et péche et comprenait seulement les 
établissements qui fournissaient 1l'hébergement ainsi que les 
services définis ci-aprés. 


Terrains de camping pour tentes et roulottes 


En 1970, cette rubrique comprenait les terrains de cam- 
ping fédéraux et provinciaux. 


Traveller Accommodation Definitions 


The following definitions are presented in order 
to clearly indicate to the reader the priorities used 
in determining the classification of any single accom- 
modation location within the framework of the published 
statistical tables. While we make no attempt here to 
justify the priorities as they stand and while attempts 
will be made in the future to bring these definitions 
into line with the standard definitions and classifi- 
cations of traveller accommodations currently being 
developed by the Travel Research Planning Committee of 
the Federal-Provincial Conference of Tourism, we feel, 
nonetheless, that a thorough reading and understanding 
of the following is essential to the proper interpre- 
tation of the data presented in this publication. 


Hotel-type room. — a room contained in a main 
lodge or hotel, having access from a main lobby but no 
direct access from the exterior of the building. 


Hotel-motel-type room. — a room contained in a 


main lodge or hotel, having access from a main lobby 
as well as direct access from the exterior of the build- 
ing. This type of room is equated to a hotel-type room 
for the purposes of our establishment classification. 


Motel-type room. — a room in a building sharing 
a common roof which has direct access from the exterior 
of the building but no access from a central lobby and 
which has adjacent parking. 


Cabin. — a self-contained accommodation unit 
which is separate from (i.e. does not share a common 
roof) with other units in the same establishment. 


Full-year hotels, licensed. — Commercial estab- 
lishments with six or more hotel and/or hotel-motel- 


type rooms providing lodging or lodging and meals for 
transient guests and licensed to sell beer, wine, or 
liquor. To be considered a full-year hotel, an estab- 
lishment must be operated for at least ten months of 
the year. N.B. All accommodation establishments with 
six or more hotel and/or hotel-motel-type rooms have 
been classified as hotels, irrespective of any other 
types of accommodation units which they may possess. 
Also included in this category are resort hotels if 
they provide eating and entertainment facilities in a 
central lodge, even where these do not contain the 
specified number of hotel and/or hotel-motel type rooms. 
Excluded from the accommodation universe are: resident 
hotels (i.e. apartment hotels), staff houses, private 
clubs, rooming and boarding houses, and all hotels 
showing receipts from room rentals to be less than 1 % 
of revenue from the sale of alcoholic beverages. 


Full-year hotels, non-licensed. — Commercial 


establishments having above-mentioned qualifications 
but which are not licensed to sell alcoholic beverages. 


Seasonal hotels, licensed. — Commercial estab- 
lishments meeting the above definition of a licensed 
hotel but which are in operation for less than ten 
months of the year. 


Seasonal hotels, non-licensed. — Commercial es- 
tablishments having the qualifications outlined above 
for seasonal hotels but which are not licensed to sell 
alcoholic beverages. 


Full-year motels. — Commercial establishments 
having three or more motel-type rooms and less than 
six hotel and/or hotel-motel-type rooms, irrespective 
of any other types of accommodation units which they 
may possess, and operating for at least ten months of 
the year. 


Seasonal motels. — Commercial establishments 
meeting the above definition of a motel but which oper- 
ate for less than ten months of the year. 


Définitions des moyens d'hébergement de voyageurs 


Nous présentons les définitions suivantes afin de bien 
faire voir au lecteur 1l'ordre de priorité suivi pour établir 
la classification de tous les moyens d'hébergement en fonction 
des tableaux statistiques qui sont publiés. Bien que nous ne 
tentions pas d'établir ici le pourquoi de cet ordre de priorité 
et que nous ayons Ll'intention 4 l'avenir de rendre ces défini- 
tions conformes aux définitions et classifications types des 
moyens d'hébergement que prépare actuellement le Comité d'ori- 
entation de la recherche touristique de la Conférence fédérale- 
provinciale sur le tourisme, nous sommes néanmoins d'avis 
qu'une lecture attentive et une bonne compréhension des défini- 
tions qui suivent sont essentielles pour bien interpréter les 
données fournies dans la présente publication. 


Chambre, genre hétel. — Chambre située dans un pavillon 
central ou hétel accessible du hall d'entrée, mais sans accés 
direct de l'extérieur. 


Chambre, genre hétel-motel. — Chambre située dans un pa- 
villon central ou hétel, accessible du hall d'entrée ainsi que 


directement de l'extérieur. Ce genre de chambre correspond 4 
une chambre d'hétel aux fins de notre classification des éta- 
blissements. 


Chambre, genre motel. — Chambre faisant partie d'un 
groupe de chambres sous un méme toit, directement accessible 
de l'extérieur, mais sans accés a partir d'un hall d'entrée, 
et avec stationnement adjacent. 


Cabine. — Unité d'hébergement indépendante qui est sépa- 
rée (c'est-a-dire non située sous le méme toit) des autres 
unités du méme établissement. 


Hétels avec licence, ouverts toute l'année. — Etablisse- 
ments commerciaux ayant au moins six chambres du genre chambre 


d'hétel ou d'hétel-motel, fournissant le gite ou le gite et les 
repas aux voyageurs, et titulaires d'une licence pour la vente 
de biére, de vin ou de boissons alcooliques. Pour étre classé 
comme hétel ouvert toute l'année, 1'établissement doit étre 
exploité au moins dix mois par année. Nota: Tous les établis- 
sements d'hébergement qui ont au moins six chambres du genre 
hétel ou hétel-motel ont été classés comme hétels, sans qu'il 
soit tenu compte des autres genres d'unités d'hébergement 
qu'ils pouvaient posséder. Les hétels de villégiature entrent 
aussi dans cette catégorie lorsqu'ils possédent un pavillon 
central utilisé pour offrir des repas et des divertissements 
aux clients, et ce, méme s'ils ne contiennent pas le nombre 
prévu de chambres du genre chambre d'hétel ou d'hétel-motel.

— Etablis- 
sements commerciaux remplissant les conditions ci-dessus, mais 
non autorisés a vendre des boissons alcooliques. 


H6tels saisonniers avec licence. — Etablissements commer- 
ciaux qui correspondent a4 la définition d'un hédtel avec licence, 
mais qui sont exploités moins de dix mois par année. 


Hétels saisonniers sans licence. — Etablissements com- 
merciaux remplissant les conditions ci-dessus pour les hétels 
saisonniers, mais non autorisés a vendre des boissons alcooli- 
ques. 


Motels ouverts toute l'année. — Etablissements commer- 
ciaux ayant au moins trois chambres du genre chambre de motel 
et moins de six chambres du genre chambre d'hétel ou d'hétel- 
motel, sans qu'il soit tenu compte des autres genres d'unités 
d'hébergement qu'ils peuvent posséder, et exploités au moins 
dix mois par année.

Motels saisonniers. — Etablissements commerciaux qui cor- 
respondent a4 la définition d'un motel donnée ci-dessus mais 
exploités moins de dix mois par année. 


Tourist courts and cabins. — Commercial estab- 
lishments with 3 or more accommodation units, the ma- 
jority of which are cabins or cottages but which have 
less than 6 hotel or hotel-motel-type rooms or 3 motel- 
type rooms operated on a full-year basis, and where the 
total number of units is equal to or greater than 1/3 
of the number of tent and trailer spaces available. 
Recreational vacation camps and hunting and fishing 
camps failing to meet the outfitter definition are in- 
cluded in this classification. 


Tourist homes. — Usually a converted private 
dwelling having at least three hotel type rooms avail- 
able for rental to transient guests on a daily or weekly 
basis. Those establishments which meet the above quali- 
fications but operate less than 10 months of the year 
and have more cottages and cabins than hotel type rooms 
are classified as Tourist Courts and Cabins; those 
reporting tent and trailer spaces which outnumber hotel- 
type rooms by more than 3 to 1 are classified to Tent 
and Trailer Campgrounds. 


Outfitters. — Commercial establishments generally 
located in remote areas where fish and game are avail- 
able. Such establishments offer accommodation in lodges, 
cabins and/or campsites and provide essential facili- 
ties and services of boat rental, equipment rental, 
supplies and provisions and guides. 


Tent and trailer campgrounds. — Commercial estab- 


lishments offering accommodation services in the form 
of tent and trailer spaces and having at least 10 spaces 
available, where there are less than 6 hotel and/or 
hotel-motel-type rooms or 3 motel-type rooms, and where 
the tent and trailer spaces outnumber other types of 
accommodation units by more than 3 to 1. Private and 
government (Municipal, Provincial and Federal) operated 
campgrounds are included. 


Summary 


The total number of accommodation establishments 
operating in Canada during 1970 was 15,974 with total 
revenues amounting to $1,380,025,000. Of this total, 
$1,128,409,000, or 81.8 % was accounted for by the hotel 
group. The motel group accounted for $165,756,000 or 
12.0 %. The remaining 6.2 % ($85,860,000) was reported 
by all other types of accommodation including Tourist 
homes, Tourist courts and cabins, tent and trailer 
campgrounds and outfitters. 


Of the total revenue reported by the hotel group, 
$504 ,926,000 (44.7 %) came from the sale of alcoholic 
beverages, $303,631,000 (26.9 %) from room rentals, 
$239 ,879,000 (21.3 %) from meals, and $79,974,000 
(7.1 %) from all other sources. (Similar distributions 
for other types of accommodation are available in 
table 2 of this section.) 


The sale of alcoholic beverages was the largest 
single source of revenue at the national level (38.9 %), 
followed by room rentals (33.0 %), meal receipts 
(20.4 %) merchandise sales (3.3 %) and all other re- 
ceipts at 4.2 %. (See chart at the end of this section 
for provincial distributions of sources of revenue. ) 


The provincial distribution of receipts by sour- 
ce, as presented in table 4, shows considerable fluc- 
tuation between provinces. The national average for 
room receipts is 33.0 % of total revenue. Provincial 
and territorial averages for rooms range from 18.1 % 
in Manitoba to 63.5 % in Prince Edward Island. Alco- 
holic sales expressed as a percentage of total re- 
ceipts, vary from 5.8 % in Prince Edward Island to 
60.3 % in Saskatchewan. 


Camps de touristes et cabines. — Etablissements commer -

— Habituellement une résidence 
transformée en maison de chambres et qui posséde au moins trois 
chambres, du genre chambre d'hétel, disponibles pour des clients 
de passage pour un bref séjour, soit a la journée ou a la se- 
maine. Les établissements qui remplissent ces conditions, mais 
qui sont exploités moins de dix mois par année et qui ont plus 
de chalets et de cabines que de chambres du genre chambre 
d'hétel, sont classés dans la catégorie "Camps de touristes 
et cabines'"; ceux qui déclarent fournir des emplacements pour 
tentes et roulottes dont le nombre par rapport au nombre de 
chambres du genre hétel dépasse 3 contre 1 sont classés comme 
"Terrains de camping pour tentes et roulottes".

Le nombre total d'établissements d'hébergement exploités 

au Canada en 1970 était de 15,974; ces établissements ont dé- 
claré des recettes totales de $1,380,025,000. Sur ce chiffre, 
un montant de $1,128,409,000 ou 81.8 % était attribué aux 
groupes des hétels. Le groupe des motels représentait 
$165,756,000 ou 12.0 %. Le reste, soit 6.2 % ($85,860,000), 
a été déclaré par tous les autres genres d'établissements, y 
compris les maisons pour touristes, les camps de touristes et 
cabines, les terrains de camping pour tentes et roulottes et 
les pourvoyeurs en chasse et péche. 


Du total des recettes déclarées par le groupe des hétels, 
$504,926,000 (44.7 %) provenaient de la vente de boissons al- 
cooliques, $303,631,000 (26.9 %) provenaient de la location de 
chambres, $239,879,000 (21.3 %) représentaient le prix des 
repas et $79,974,000 (7.1 %) provenaient d'autres sources.

La répartition provinciale des recettes, d'aprés leur 
source, présentée au tableau 4 indique une grande variation 
entre les provinces.

SECTION II — HOTELS 


The number of hotels known to be operating in 
Canada during 1970 totalled 5,028, an increase of 106 
over the total reported for 1969. These hotels contain- 
ed 168,707 rooms with 97,975 single beds and 133,576 
double beds. Total receipts amounted to $1,128,409,000 
which is 8.1 % higher than the 1969 total of 
$1,044,314,000. The sales of beer, wine and liquor ac- 
counted for 44.7 % of total receipts, followed by room 
rentals (26.9 %), meals (21.3 %), and other sources 
(7.1 %). Comparable figures for 1969 were: beer, wine 
and liquor (45.3 %), room rentals (26.2 %), meals 
(21.5 %), and other sources (7.0 %). 


Employment in hotels averaged 90,539 during 1970, 
of which 2,095 were family workers and 88,444 were paid 
employees. Salaries and wages paid to all personnel 
totalled $297,549,000, an increase of 10.3 % over the 
1969 figure of $269,709,000. 


The net increase of 106 hotels referred to above 
is the result of several factors: the birth of new 
businesses during the year; the cessation of opera- 
tions by some businesses and the reclassification of 
some business locations as a result of a change in their 
method of operation or a change in classification meth- 
ods. This third factor is worthy of note, particularly 
as this is the second year in which we have surveyed the 
complete traveller accommodation industry. Application 
of our traveller accommodation definitions has been more 
intensely applied for 1970 causing some movement into 
and out of the hotel classification. 


The net increase of hotels from 1969 to 1970 was 
most significant in Quebec (increase of 47 hotels), 
Ontario (+ 41), and British Columbia (+ 13). Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta showed declines of seventeen and six 
respectively, while the only province showing no change, 
was New Brunswick. 


Of the 5,028 hotels known to be operating in Canada 
during 1970, 4,118 were full-year hotels licenced to 
sell alcoholic beverages, and these reported receipts 
totalling $1,075,001,000, an increase of 8.6 % over the 
total of $989,781,000 reported by 4,049 full-year li- 
cenced hotels in 1969. In 1970, 456 full-year non-li- 
cenced hotels were operating, with receipts of 
$27,517,000 as compared to 424 the previous year with 
receipts of $25,372,000. Licenced seasonal hotels num- 
bered 160, a decrease from the 1969 figure of 168. Re- 
ceipts decreased 18.9 % from $20,082,000 in 1969 to 
$16,278,000 in 1970. The number of seasonal non-licenced 
hotels increased from 281 in 1969 to 294 in 1970 with 
receipts increasing 5.9 % from $9,078,000 to $9,614,000 
Het LOI O's 


It should be noted that hotel room size catego- 
ries have been changed in 1970. This change was made 
with the adoption of the recommendations contained in 
the report "Standard Definitions and Classifications of 
Travellers and Traveller Accommodations" prepared by 
the Federal-Provincial Travel Research Planning Com- 
mittee. As a result of this change 1970 data published 
by room size categories will not be comparable with 
previous years. For example, there were 2,041 hotels 
showing receipts of $197,355,000 in the 11-25 room size 
category for 1969. For 1970 the room size category was 
changed to 10-24 and this category showed 2,679 hotels 
with receipts of $233,122,000. 


Average room occupancy for all hotels operating 
in Canada with more than 10 rooms rose from 55 % in 1969 
to 57 % in 1970. The provincial averages vary from 46 % 
in both Quebec and Saskatchewan to 67 % in Newfoundland. 
Room occupancy rose from 44 % in hotels having 10-24 
rooms to 68 % for those having more than 200 rooms. 


The reader is cautioned that no attempt has been 
made since 1956 to estimate occupancy rates for hotels 
with 10 rooms or less and that this size group has been 
excluded from averages published for all hotels. This 
change in approach will affect any attempt to compare 
data with estimates made prior to 1956. 


Data for Tourist homes reporting 3 or more hotel 
type rooms has been summarized in Table 16 of this sec- 
tion. This represents the first year where data rela- 
ting to these establishments has been published separa- 
tely. 


SECTION II — HOTELS 


Le nombre connu des hétels exploités au Canada en 1970 
était de 5,028, soit une augmentation de 106 sur le chiffre 
déclaré en 1969. Ces hdtels contenaient 168,707 chambres 
comptant 97,975 lits simples et 133,576 lits doubles. Les re- 
cettes totales se chiffraient a $1,128,409,000, soit 8.1 % de 
plus qu'en 1969 ($1,044,314,000). La vente de biére, de vin et 
de boissons alcooliques représentait 44.7 % des recettes to- 
tales, suivaient la location de chambres (26.9 %), les repas 
(21.3 %) et les recettes provenant d'autres sources (7.1 %). 
Les chiffres comparables de 1969 étaient les suivants: 45.3 % 
pour la vente de biére, de vin et de boissons alcooliques, 
26.2 % pour la location de chambres, 21.5 % pour les repas et 
7.0 % pour les recettes d'autres sources. 


Les effectifs des hétels en 1970 totalisaient en moyenne 
90,539 personnes, dont 2,095 étaient des travailleurs fami- 
liaux et 88,444 étaient des salariés. La rémunération versée a 
tout le personnel totalisait $297,549,000, soit une augmenta- 
tion de 10.3 % par rapport a 1969 ($269,709,000). 


L'augmentation nette de 106 hétels mentionnée plus haut 
résulte de plusieurs facteurs: 1'établissement de nouvelles 
entreprises au cours de l'année, l'abandon des affaires par 
d'autres et la reclassification d'un certain nombre d'établis- 
sements a la suite du changement de leur méthode d'exploita- 
tion ou de la classification. Il faut remarquer ce troisiéme 
facteur car c'est la deuxiéme année que notre enquéte couvre 
tous les moyens d'hébergement. Les définitions des moyens 
d'hébergement ont été appliquées plus intensivement en 1970, 
ce qui a modifié la composition du groupe des hGétels. 


L'augmentation nette du nombre d'hétels entre 1969 et 
1970 est survenue surtout au Québec (+ 47 hiétels), en Ontario 
(+ 41 hétels) et en Colombie-Britannique (+ 13 hétels). La 
Saskatchewan et 1'Alberta ont connu des diminutions respectives 
de 17 et 6 hdtels tandis que le Nouveau-Brunswick est la seule 
province a ne pas avoir enregistré de changement. 


Des 5,028 hdtels exploités au Canada en 1970, 4,118 
étaient des hétels ouverts toute l'année et ayant une licence 
pour vendre des boissons alcooliques; leurs recettes ont tota- 
lisé $1,075,001,000, soit une augmentation de 8.6 % des recettes 
($989,781,000) des 4,049 hdtels ouverts toute l'année en 1969. 
En 1970, 456 hdtels sans licence ont été exploités toute 1l'an- 
née; leurs recettes se chiffraient a $27,517,000 comparative- 
ment aux recettes des 424 hédtels de l'année précédente qui se 
chiffraient a $25,372,000. Les hdtels saisonniers avec licence 
étaient au nombre de 160, ce qui représente une diminution par 
rapport a 1969 (168). Leurs recettes ont diminué de 18.9 %, 
passant de $20,082,000 en 1969 a $16,278,000 en 1970. Le nombre 
d'hétels saisonniers sans licence est passé de 281 en 1969 a 
294 en 1970 et leurs recettes ont augmenté de 5.9 %, passant de 
$9,078,000 a $9,614,000 en 1970. 


Il faut remarquer que la répartition des hétels selon le 
nombre de chambres a été modifiée en 1970. Le changement a eu 
lieu a la suite de lL'adoption des recommandations du rapport 
intitulé "Définitions et classifications normalisées relatives 
aux voyageurs et a l'hébergement" préparé par le Comité fédé- 
ral-provincial d'orientation sur la recherche touristique. A 
la suite de ce changement, les données de 1970 relatives a la 
répartition des hétels selon le nombre de chambres ne pourront 
étre comparées a celles des années précédentes. Par exemple, 
les hétels comptant 11 a 25 chambres étaient au nombre de 2,041 
et leurs recettes se chiffraient 4a $197,355,000 en 1969. En 
1970, la répartition selon le nombre de chambres est devenue 10 
a 24 et cette catégorie comptait 2,679 hétels dont les recettes 
se chiffraient a $233,122,000. 


L'occupation moyenne des chambres de tous les hdtels de 
plus de dix chambres exploités au Canada est passé de 55 % en 
1969 a@ 57 % en 1970. Les moyennes provinciales variaient de 
46 % pour le Québec et la Saskatchewan 4 67 % pour Terre-Neuve. 
L'augmentation du taux d'occupation des chambres a varié entre 
44 % pour les hétels de 10 a 24 chambres et 68 % pour les 
hétels comptant plus de 200 chambres. 


Le lecteur doit savoir que, depuis 1956, aucune estima- 
tion du taux d'occupation des hétels de 10 chambres ou moins 
n'a été tentée et que les moyennes publiées pour tous les hé- 
tels ne tiennent pas compte de ce groupe. Cette modification 
aura des répercussions sur toute tentative de comparaison avec 
les estimations antérieures a 1956. 


Le Tableau 16 de la présente section renferme des données 
relatives aux maisons de touristes déclarant 3 chambres et plus 
du genre chambre d'hétel. C'est la premiére année que les don- 
nées relatives a ce genre d'établissements sont publiées.

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SECTION III — MOTELS 


In 1970, 3,895 motels were operating in Canada 
and they reported 68,742 rooms, including 3,741 cabins 
and cottages. These rooms contained 23,134 single 
beds and 78,877 double beds. Total receipts amounted 
to $165,756,000, a 16.8 % increase over the previous 
year's figure of $141,878,000. Of the 1970 receipts, 
$108,587,000 (65.5 %) was derived from the rental of 
rooms, $27,716,000 (16.7 %) from meals, $14,863,000 
(9.0 %) from alcoholic beverages, $9,785,000 (5.9 %) 
from sale of merchandise, and $4,805,000 (2.9 %) from 
other sources. This distribution of revenue by source 
differs considerably from the hotel national average 
which showed 26.9 % from room rentals, 21.3 % from 
meals, and 44.7 % from alcoholic beverages. Full-year 
motels numbered 3,138 and reported total receipts of 
$151, 844,000 (up 16.8 % from 1969), while 757 seasonal 
motels reported $13,912,000 (up 16.6 %). 


Employment averaged 14,562 during 1970, with 
3,148 family workers and 11,414 paid employees. Sala- 
ries and wages for all personnel totalled $31,250,000, 
an increase of 19.0 % from 1969. 


The 1970 room occupancy rate for all motels in 
Canada was calculated at 56 % For full-year motel 
operation this rate was 56 %, compared to 50 % for 
seasonally operated motels, Provincial occupancy 
rates ranged from a low of 44 % in Quebec to a high 
of 64 % in Manitoba. 


In evaluating the tables within this section and 
when comparing the 1970 data for the previous year 
(1969) the cautionary notes presented in the introduc- 
tion of this report should be kept in mind.

Tent and Trailer Campgrounds 


In 1970, the total number of tent and 
trailer campgrounds operating in Canada was 
2,073. This figure includes federal and 
provincial campgrounds which were not part of 
the 1969 report. Total receipts for 1970 
amounted to $27,325,000 of which $15,701,000 
(57.5 %) came from private and municipal 
campgrounds, $6,710,000 (24.6 %) from provin- 
cial parks and $4,914,000 (18.0 %) from feder- 
al parks. 


Of the 173,865 tent and trailer spaces 
available, private and municipal campgrounds 
accounted for 116,769 spaces, provincial parks 
45,713, and federal parks 11,383. There were 
a total of 1,042 rooms in 1970 of which the 
federal parks reported none, provincial parks 
196, and private and municipal parks 846.

This report presents, in tabular form, the re- 
sults of the 1972 annual survey of traveller accommo- 
dation operations in Canada. Since 1969, this survey 
has been undergoing changes in coverage, questionnaire 
content, definitions and classifications in an effort 
to present a more complete picture of the traveller 
accommodation industry in Canada as well as to improve 
upon the quality of the data being presented. Please 
note that comparable 1971 data are not available as 
the annual traveller accommodation survey was not con- 
ducted for that year. Limited data relevant to the 
above industry will be available through the 1971 
Census of Merchandising and Services. 


Questionnaires 


The 1972 questionnaires were developed in co-op- 
eration with federal and provincial government agencies, 
trade associations and accommodation operators using 
as our guide recommended uniform systems of accounts 
developed for the hotel and motel industry. In that 
there was a considerable expansion in content, smaller 
operators i.e., hotels and motels with less than 25 
rooms, encountered some difficulties in accurately com- 
pleting the operating expense portion of the question- 
naire. Published operating expense data appearing in 
the tables are based on those reports in which expenses 
were broken out and may not be representative of the 
total. Data relating to employment, salaries and wages 
and revenue appears to be consistent with other years. 


Coverage and Response 


While every effort was made to elicit a complete 
response to this survey, approximately 2,000 question- 
naires were not received at the time of the final tabu- 
lations and some 500 others were returned by the Post 
Office as "address unknown". While many of these are 
probably out of business, we must nonetheless assume 
that some of our universes are slightly understated. 
Where sufficent data from past years' operations were 
available, estimates were made for businesses still 
believed to be operating. 


Although non-response may have a downward effect 
on the number of locations in certain areas outside of 
the hotel classification, we are nonetheless confident 
that the effect on total dollar values will be negligi- 
ble since reports have been filed by most large loca- 
tions in each type of accommodation. 


It should be noted that business run by YM-YWCA 
and other non-profit organizations are excluded. 


Employment Data 


Employment data in all sections represent the 
number of full and part-time employees receiving pay 
during the last pay period of September. Employment 
data for 1972 are not available for provincial and 
federal tent and trailer campground operators. 


Definitions and Classifications 


For 1972, our definitions and classifications of 
various types of accommodation are consistent with 
those used in 1970 and conform closely to the general 
definitions and classifications developed by the Feder- 
al-Provincial Travel Research Planning Committee. Clas- 
sification was based mainly on the type of accommodation 
provided i.e., hotel type rooms, motel type rooms, 
cabins, etc. This procedure was followed in all cases 


INTRODUCTION 


Cette publication présente, sous forme de tableaux, les 
résultats de 1972 de l'enquéte annuelle sur 1'hébergement des 
voyageurs au Canada. Depuis 1969, cette enquéte a subi des 
changements de champ d'application, de contenu du questionnaire, 
de définitions et de classifications afin de présenter une image 
plus compléte de 1'hébergement au Canada et d'améliorer la qua-

Questionnaires

systémes uniformes de comptabilité mis au point pour les hGtels 
et motels. Ces systémes de comptabilité représentent un élar- 
gissement considérable du contenu; par suite, les petits exploi- 
tants, c'est-a-dire les exploitants d'hdtels et de motels de 
moins de 25 chambres, ont éprouvé certaines difficultés a4 rem- 
plir correctement la partie du questionnaire portant sur les 
dépenses d'exploitation.

Champ d'application et participation

except for Outfitters which were classified more by the 
type of service and recreational facilities offered 
i.e., hunting, fishing, boat rental, guide service, 
etc. Tourist homes have been associated with the hotel 
section but the data is not included in the hotel 
tables. Recreation vacation camps and dude ranches 
fall mainly within the Tourist courts and cabins clas- 
sification. 


Traveller Accommodation Definitions 


The following definitions are presented in order 
to clearly indicate to the reader the priorities used 
in determining the classification of any single accom— 
modation location within the framework of the published 
statistical tables. While we make no attempt here to 
justify the priorities as they stand and while attempts 
will be made in the future to bring these definitions 
into line with the standard definitions and classifi- 
cations of traveller accommodations currently being 
developed by the Travel Research Planning Committee of 
the Federal—Provincial Conference of Tourism, we feel, 
nonetheless, that a thorough reading and understanding 
of the following is essential to the proper interpre- 
tation of the data presented in this publication. 


Hotel-type room — A room contained in a main 
lodge or hotel, having access from a main lobby but no 
direct access from the exterior of the building. 


Hotel-motel-type room — A room contained in a 
main lodge or hotel, having access from a main lobby 
as well as direct access from the exterior of the build- 
ing. This type of room is equated to a hotel-type room 
for the purposes of our establishment classification. 


Motel-type room — A room in a building sharing 
a common roof which has direct access from the exterior 
of the building but no access from a central lobby and 
which has adjacent parking. 


Cabin — A self-contained accommodation unit 
which is separate from (i.e., does not share a common 
roof) with other units in the same establishment. 


Full-year hotels, licensed — Commercial establish- 
ments with six or more hotel and/or hotel-motel-type 


rooms providing lodging or lodging and meals for tran- 
sient guests and licensed to sell beer, wine, or liquor. 
To be considered a full-year hotel, an establishment 
must be operated for at least ten months of the year. 
Note: All accommodation establishments with six or more 
hotel and/or hotel-motel-type rooms have been classified 
as hotels, irrespective of any other types of accommoda- 
tion units which they may possess. Also included in 
this category are resort hotels if they provide eating 
and entertainment facilities in a central lodge, even 
where these do not contain the specified number of 

hotel and/or hotel-motel-type rooms. Excluded from the 
accommodation universe are: resident hotels (i.-e., 
apartment hotels), staff houses, private clubs, rooming 
and boarding houses, and all hotels showing receipts 
from room rentals to be less than 1% of revenue from 

the sale of alcoholic beverages. 


Full-year hotels, non-licensed — Commercial 


establishments having the above-mentioned qualifications 
but which are not licensed to sell alcoholic beverages. 


Seasonal hotels, licensed — Commercial establish- 
ments meeting the above definition of a licensed hotel 
but which are in operation for less than ten months of 
the year. 


Seasonal hotels, non-licensed — Commercial estab- 
lishments having the qualifications outlined above for 
seasonal hotels but which are not licensed to sell 
alcoholic beverages.

Full-year motels — Commercial establishments 
having three or more motel-type rooms and less than 
six hotel and/or hotel-motel-type rooms, irrespective 
of any other types of accommodation units which they 
may possess, and operating for at least ten months of 
the year. 


Seasonal motels — Commercial establishments 
meeting the above definition of a motel but which oper- 
ate for less than ten months of the year. 


Tourist courts and cabins — Commercial establish- 
ments with 3 or more accommodation units, the majority 
of which are cabins or cottages but which have less 
than 6 hotel or hotel-motel-type rooms or 3 motel-type 
rooms operated on a full-year basis, and where the 
total number of units is equal to or greater than 1/3 
of the number of tent and trailer spaces available. 
Recreational vacation camps and hunting and fishing 
camps failing to meet the Outfitter definition are in- 
cluded in this classification. 


Tourist homes — Usually a converted private 
dwelling having at least three hotel type rooms avail- 


able for rental to transient guests on a daily or weekly 


basis. Those establishments which meet the above qual- 
ifications but operate less than 10 months of the year 
and have more cottages and cabins than hotel type rooms 
are classified as Tourist courts and cabins; those re- 
porting tent and trailer spaces which outnumber hotel- 
type rooms by more than 3 to 1 are classified to Tent 
and trailer campgrounds. 


Outfitters — Commercial establishments generally 
located in remote areas where fish and game are avail- 
able. Such establishments offer accommodation in 
lodges, cabins and/or campsites and provide essential 
facilities and services of boat rental, equipment 
rental, supplies and provisions and guides. 


Tent and trailer campgrounds — Commercial estab- 
lishments offering accommodation services in the form 
of tent and trailer spaces and having at least 10 
spaces available, where there are less than 6 hotel 
and/or hotel-motel-type rooms or 3 motel-type rooms, 
and where the tent and trailer spaces outnumber other 
types of accommodation units by more than 3 to l. 
Private and government (municipal, provincial and fed- 
eral) operated campgrounds are included. 


SECTION I 


Summary 


The total number of accommodation establishments 
operating in Canada during 1972 was 17,218 with total 
revenues amounting to $1,708.0 million. Of this total, 
$1,376.7 million, or 80.6% was accounted for by the 
hotel group. The motel group accounted for $220.9 mil- 
lion or 12.9%. The remaining 6.5% ($110.4 million) was 
reported by all other types of accommodation including 
Tourist homes, Tourist courts and cabins, Tent and 
trailer campgrounds and Outfitters. 


Of the total revenue reported by the hotel group, 
$615.4 million (44.7%) came from the sale of alcoholic 
beverages, $372.9 million (27.1%) from room rentals, 
$291.9 million (21.2%) from meals, and $96.5 million 
(7.0%) from all other sources. (Similar distributions 
for other types of accommodation are available in 
Table 2 of this section.)

Le nombre total d'établissements d'hébergement exploités 
au Canada en 1972 était de 17,218; ces établissements ont dé- 
claré des recettes totales de $1,708.0 millions. Sur ce chiffre, 
un montant de $1,376.7 millions ou 80.6 % revenait au groupe 
des hétels. Le groupe des motels représentait $220.9 millions

The sale of alcoholic beverages was the largest 
single source of revenue at the national level (QE. 68) 5 
followed by room rentals (33.2%), meal receipts 
(20.3%), merchandise sales (3.6%), and all other 
receipts at (4.3%). (See chart at end of this 
section for provincial distributions of source 
of revenue.) 


The provincial distribution of receipts by 
source, as presented in Table 4, showed considerable 
fluctuation between provinces. The national average 
for room receipts was 33.2% of total revenue. Provin- 
cial and territorial averages for room revenue ranged 
from 17.9% in Manitoba to 60.3% in Prince Edward Island. 
Beer, wine and liquor sales expressed as a percentage 
of total receipts varied from 8.5% in Prince Edward 
Island to 60.0% in Saskatchewan.

Hotels 


The number of hotels known to be operating in 
Canada during 1972 totalled 5,139, an increase of 111 
over the total reported for 1970. These hotels contain- 
ed 173,277 rooms with 97,399 single beds and 139,219 
double beds. Total receipts amounted to $1,377 million 
which is 22.1% higher than the 1970 total of $1,128 mil- 
lion. The sales of beer, wine and liquor accounted for 
44.7% of total receipts, followed by room rentals 
(27.1%), meals (21.2%), and other sources (7.0Z). The 
1970 distribution for the same data items was: beer, 
wine and liquor (44.7%), room rentals (26.9%), meals 
(21.3%), and other sources (7.12). 


Of the 5,139 hotels reported to be operating in 
Canada during 1972, 4,235 were full year hotels licenced 
to sell alcoholic beverages. The remaining 904 busi- 
nesses were classified as full year non-licenced (412), 
seasonal licenced (199) and seasonal non-licenced (293) 
hotels. Full year licenced hotels reported total reve- 
nue of $1,307 million and represented 94.9% of total 
receipts of hotels in Canada. The remaining receipts 
of $70 million (5.1%) were reported by hotels classified 
as other than full year licenced businesses. 


The total number of paid employees as of the last 
complete week of September was reported to be 104,534 
and included 79,820 full-time and 24,714 part-time em- 
ployees. Salaries and wages paid amounted to $372 mil- 
lion or 27.0% of total receipts. The number of unpaid 
family workers was shown to be 2,195. 


Receipts reported by 79 hotels showing 200 or more 
rooms amounted to $315 million and represented 22.9% 
of total hotel receipts (Table 11). The combined total 
of hotels having 50 rooms or more (819) constituted 
15.9% of the’ total universe; however they accounted for 
approximately 58.0% of all receipts reported for this 
sector. The largest number of hotels fell into the 
10-24 size group (2,706). This size group which repre- 
sents 52.7% of the universe reported receipts equal to 
20.7% of receipts reported by all hotels in Canada. 


Incorporated hotels reported receipts totalling 
$1,112 million representing 80.8% of hotel receipts in 
Canada (Table 8). Selected operating expenses for in- 
corporated and unincorporated hotels by province and 
nature of operation are presented in Table 14. 


Data for selected metropolitan centres and major 
urban areas will be found in Tables 12 and 13. Table 
15 of this section summarizes data for Tourist homes 
reporting three or more hotel type rooms. 


SECTION II 


Hotels

En 1972, sur un total déclaré de 5,139 hdtels exploités 
au Canada, 4,235 étaient des hédtels ouverts toute l'année et 
ayant une licence pour vendre des boissons alcooliques. Les 
904 autres entreprises faisaient partie des groupes suivants: 
hétels sans licence exploités toute l'année (412), hdtels sai- 
sonniers avec licence (199) et hdtels saisonniers sans licence 
(293). Les hétels avec licence et ouverts toute l'année ont 
déclaré des recettes totales de $1,307 millions et totalisaient 
94.9 % des recettes totales des h6tels au Canada. Les hdtels 
classés dans les autres groupes que celui des établissements 
avec licence exploités toute l'année, ont déclaré le reste des 
recettes, soit $70 millions (5.1 2%).

Les recettes déclarées par 79 hdtels de 200 chambres ou 
plus se chiffraient 4 $315 millions et représentaient 22.9 2% 
des recettes totales des hétels (tableau 11). Le total combiné 
des hdtels de 50 chambres ou plus (819) représentait 15.9 Z% de 
l'univers total; ils figuraient néanmoins pour 58.0 % environ de 
toutes les recettes déclarées dans ce secteur. La plupart des 
hdtels (2,706) se classaient dans le groupe de 10 4 24 chambres. 
Ce groupe, qui représente 52.7 % de l'univers, a déclaré des 
recettes s'élevant 4 20.7 % des recettes déclarées par tous les 
hdtels du Canada. 


Les recettes déclarées par les hdtels constitués en so- 
ciété se chiffraient 4 $1,112 millions, soit 80.8 % des recet- 
tes des hdtels au Canada (tableau 8).

SECTION III 


Motels 


In 1972, 4,128 motels were operating in 
Canada and they reported 75,787 rooms, in- 
cluding 3,232 cabins and cottages. These 
rooms contained 25,910 single beds and 85,537 
double beds. Total receipts amounted to $221 
million, a 33.1% increase over the previous 
year's figure of $166 million. Of the 1972 
receipts, $140 million (63.3%) was derived 
from the rental of rooms, $37 million (16.82) 
from meals, $23 million (10.4%) from alcoholic 
beverages, $14 million (6.2%) from sale of 
merchandise, and $7 million (3.3%) from other 
sources. This distribution of revenue by 
source differs considerably from the hotel 
national average which showed 27.1% from room 
rentals, 21.2% from meals, and 44.7% from 
alcoholic beverages. Full-year motels number- 
ed 3,307 and reported total receipts of $199 
million (up 30.9% from 1970), while 821 sea- 
sonal motels reported $22 million (up 57.1%). 


The total number of paid employees as 
of the last complete week of September was 
reported to be 15,904 and included 10,745 
full-time and 5,159 part-time employees. 
Salaries and wages amounted to $44 million, 
an increase of 42.0% over 1970. The num- 
ber of unpaid family workers was shown to 
be 2,/06.

6). In 1972, the number of tourist courts 
and cabins in Canada totalled 3,077 with total 
revenue amounting to $31.9 million. Of the 
total revenue, room rentals accounted for 
$19.8 million or 62.1%, followed by 16.1% for 
the sale of other merchandise, 13.2% for meals 
and 8.6% for alcoholic beverages and all other 
revenue. 


In 1972, there were 61 recreational 
vacation camps in operation across Canada 
reporting total revenue of $1.3 million.

Tent and Trailer Campgrounds 


In 1972, the total number of tent and 
trailer campgrounds operating in Canada was 
2,516. This figure includes 495 federally 
and provincially operated parks. Total re- 
ceipts for 1972 amounted to $37.1 million of 
which $23.8 million (64.2%) was reported by: 
private and municipal campground operators, 
$7.2 million (19.42%) by federal and $6.1 mil- 
lion (16.4%) by provincial agencies operating 
parks. 


Of the 225,625 tent and trailer spaces 
available, private and municipal campgrounds 
accounted for 159,460 spaces, provincial parks 
53,984 and federal parks 12,181. Fully ser- 
viced spaces, which included electricity, 
water and sewage hook-ups, totalled 43,388 or 
19.2% of all available spaces; partially ser- 
viced spaces (any of the three services listed 
above) numbered 96,818 (42.9%) and the re- 
maining 85,419 (37.9%) spaces were unserviced. 
Apart from the above mentioned tent and trail- 
er spaces, businesses classified to this sec- 
tor reported operating an additional 2,718 
rooms, cabins and cottages as supplementary 
accommodation available to travellers.

This report presents, in tabular form, the re- 
sults of the 1973 annual survey of traveller accommo- 
dation operations in Canada. Since 1969, this survey 
has been undergoing changes in coverage, questionnaire 
content, definitions and classifications in an effort 
to present a more complete picture of the traveller 
accommodation industry in Canada as well as to improve 
upon the quality of the data being presented. Please 
note that comparable 1971 data are not available as 
the annual traveller accommodation survey was not con- 
ducted for that year. Limited data relevant to the 
above industry will be available through the 1971 
Census of Merchandising and Services. 


Questionnaires 


The traveller accommodation program for 1973 
remains consistent with 1972 and 1970. It was in 1970 
that this program was developed in co-operation with 
federal and provincial goverment agencies, trade 
associations and accommodation operators using as our 
guide recommended uniform systems of accounts developed 
for the hotel and motel industry. In that there was a 
considerable expansion in content, smaller operators, 
i.e., hotels and motels with less than 25 rooms, en- 
countered some difficulties in accurately completing 
the operating expense portion of the questionnaire. 
Published operating expense data appearing in the 
tables are based on those reports in which expenses 
were broken out and may not be representative of the 
total. 


Coverage 


This program was developed as a census-type 
survey to cover those kinds of businesses primarily 
engaged in providing accommodation services (i.e., 
lodging, meals, alcoholic beverages, etc.) to transient 
guests. A total of 17,021 establishments in Canada, 
satisfied the traveller accommodation definitions 
detailed below and constituted the universe for 1973. 
Another 551 establishments offering accommodation 
services were known to be operating; however they were 
excluded from the universe because they fail to satisfy 
one or more of the definition requirements. Excluded 
were establishments reporting predominantly alcohol 
and/or merchandise sales; establishments catering to 
permanent guests (i.e., boarding houses, apartment 
hotels, etc.) as well as non-profit establishments 
operated by various charitable and religious organisa- 
tions (i.e., YW/YMCA, etc.) 


Employment Data 


Employment data in all sections represent the 
number of full- and part-time employees receiving pay 
during the last pay period of September. Employment 
data for 1973 are not available for provincial and 
federal tent and trailer campground operators. 


Definitions and Classifications 


For 1973, our definitions and classifications 
of various types of accommodation are consistent with 
those used in 1972 and conform closely to the general 
definitions and classifications developed by the Feder- 
al-Provincial Travel Research Planning Committee. 
Classification was based mainly on the type of accommo-— 


dation provided,i.e., hotel-type rooms, motel-type rooms, 


cabins, etc. This procedure was followed in all cased 
except for Outfitters which were classified more by 
the type of service and recreational facilities of- 
fered, i.e., hunting, fishing, boat rental, guide 
service, etc. Tourist homes have been associated 

with the hotel section but the data is not included 
Recreation vacation camps and 
dude ranches fall mainly within the tourist courts 

and cabins classification. 


INTRODUCTION 


Cette publication présente, sous forme de tableaux, les 
résultats de 1973 de l'enquéte annuelle sur 1'hébergement des 
voyageurs au Canada. Depuis 1969, cette enquéte a subi des 
changements de champ d'application, de contenu du question- 
naire, de définitions et de classifications afin de présenter 
une image plus compléte de 1'hébergement au Canada et d'amé- 
liorer la qualité des données présentées. I1 est a noter que 
les données comparables pour 1971 ne sont pas disponibles car 
l'enquéte annuelle sur 1'hébergement des voyageurs n'a pas 
été effectuée cette année-la. On trouvera des données par- 
tielles sur l'hébergement dans les publications du Recensement 
du commerce et des services de 1971. 


Questionnaires 


Le programme d'hébergement des voyageurs de 1973 demeure 
semblable 4 ceux de 1972 et de 1970. C'est en 1970, que ce 
programme a été élaboré, grace a la calloboration entre les 
organismes publics fédéraux et provinciaux, les associations 
commerciales et les exploitants d'établissements d'hébergement 
qui, suivant nos recommandations, ont utilisé des systémes 
uniformes de comptabilité mis au point pour les hétels et 
motels. Ces systémes de comptabilité représentent un élargis- 
sement considérable du contenu; par conséquent, les petits 
exploitants, c'est-a-dire les exploitants d'hdtels et de motels 
de moins de 25 chambres, ont éprouvé certaines difficultés a 
remplir correctement la partie du questionnaire portant sur 
les dépenses d'exploitation. Les données sur les dépenses 
d'exploitation qui apparaissent dans les tableaux sont basées 
sur les déclarations dans lesquelles les dépenses ont été 
ventilées; elles peuvent ne pas égaler le total. 


Champ d'observation 


Ce programme a pris la forme d'une enquéte-recensement 
afin de comprendre les genres d'entreprises dont l'activité 
principale consiste 4 fournir l'’hébergement (chambre, pension, 
boissons alcooliques etc.) a des clients de passage. Les 
définitions d'hébergement des voyageurs (données ci-aprés) 
s'appliquérent 4 un total de 17,021 établissements au Canada;

Données sur le personnel 


Dans toutes les sections, les données sur le personnel 
représentent le nombre d'employés 4 plein temps et a temps 
partiel qui ont regu une rémunération pour la derniére période 
de paye de septembre. Les données de 1973 sur le personnel 
travaillant dans les terrains de camping pour tentes et roulot- 
tes exploités par les provinces et le gouvernement fédéral ne 
sont pas disponibles. 


Définitions et classifications 


Pour 1973, nos définitions et classifications des dif- 
férents moyens d'hébergement correspondent a celles de 1972 
et sont conformes aux définitions et aux classifications géné- 
rales du Comité fédéral-provincial d‘orientation sur la recher- 
che touristique. La classification a été basée d'abord sur le 
moyen d'hébergement, soit chambre du genre hétel, chambre du 
genre motel, cabines, etc. On a procédé de cette facon dans 
tous les cas, sauf pour les pourvoyeurs en chasse et péche dont 
la classification est plutét basée sur le genre de services 
et de loisirs offerts, c'est-a-dire, chasse, péche, location 
de bateaux, guide touristique, etc. Les maisons pour touristes 
ont été classées a4 la section des hdtels mais les données ne 
sont pas incluses dans les tableaux relatifs aux hotels.

Traveller Accommodation Definitions 


The following definitions are presented in order 
to clearly indicate to the reader the priorities used 
in determining the classification of any single accom- 
modation location within the framework of the published 
statistical tables. While we make no attempt here to 
justify the priorities as they stand and while attempts 
will be made in the future to bring these definitions 
into line with the standard definitions and classifi- 
cations of traveller accommodations:currently being 
developed by the Travel Research Planning Committee of 
the Federal-Provincial Conference of Tourism, we feel, 
nonetheless, that a thorough reading and understanding 
of the following is essential to the proper interpre- 
tation of the data presented in this publication. 


Hotel-type room — A room contained in a main 
lodge or hotel, having access from a main lobby but no 
direct access from the exterior of the building. 


Hotel-motel-type room — A room contained in a 


main lodge or hotel, having access from a main lobby 
as well as direct access from the exterior of the 
building. This type of room is equated to a hotel- 
type room for the purposes of our establishment 
classification. 


Motel-type room — A room in a building sharing 
a common roof which has direct access from the exterior 
of the building but no access from a central lobby 
and which has adjacent parking. 


Cabin — A self-contained accommodation unit 
which is separate from (i.e., does not share a common 
roof with) other units in the same establishment. 


Hotels 
Full-year, licensed — Includes establishments: 


1. Operating six or more hotel and/or hotel-motel-type 
rooms; 

2. operating for at least ten or more months during 
the year; 

3. licensed to serve alcoholic beverages provided that 
receipts from room rentals are equal to or 
greater than 1% of alcohol sales; 


4. reporting that the sum of rooms, meals and alcohol 
receipts are equal to or greater than 2/3 of mer- 
chandise sales; 


5. reporting that room receipts are primarily derived 
from catering to transient guests. 

Full-year, non-licensed — As per "full-year 
licensed" above except for criterion three which 
should read: 

3. Not Licensed to serve alcoholic beverages. 

Seasonal, licensed — As per "full-year licensed" 
above except for criterion two which should read: 


2. Operating for less than ten months during the year; 

Seasonal, non-licensed — As per "full-year 
licensed" above except for criteria two and three 
which should read: 


2. Operating for less than ten months during the year. 
3. not licensed to serve alcoholic beverages. 


Motels 


Full-year — Includes establishments: 


1. Operating three or more motel-type rooms and less 
than six hotel and/or hotel-motel-type rooms; 

2. operating for at least ten or more months during 
the year; 

3. licensed or not licensed to serve alcoholic bever- 
ages; however room rentals for licensed motels 
must be equal to or greater than 1% of alcohol 
sales; 


4. reporting that the sum of rooms, meals and alcohol 
receipts are equal to or greater than 2/3 of 
merchandise sales;

Tourist courts and cabins — Commercial establish- 
ments with three or more accommodation units, the major- 
ity of which are cabins or cottages but which have less 
than six hotel- or hotel-motel-type rooms or three motel- 
type rooms operated on a full-year basis, and where the 
total number of units is equal to or greater than one 
third of the number of tent and trailer spaces avail- 
able. Recreational vacation camps and hunting and 
fishing camps failing to meet the Outfitter definition 
are included in this classification. 


Tourist homes — Usually a converted private 
dwelling having at least three hotel-type rooms 
available for rental to transient guests on a daily 
or weekly basis. Those establishments which meet 
the above qualifications but operate less than ten 
months of the year and have more cottages and cabins 
than hotel-type rooms are classified as tourist 
courts and cabins; those reporting tent and trailer 
spaces which outnumber hotel-type rooms by more than 
3 to 1 are classified to "Tent and trailer campground". 


Outfitters — Commercial establishments generally 
located in remote areas where fish and game are avail- 
able. Such establishments offer accommodation in 
lodges, cabins and/or campsites and provide essential 
facilities and services of boat rental, equipment 
rental, supplies and provisions and guides. 


Tent and trailer campgrounds — Commercial estab- 


lishments offering accommodation services in the form 
of tent and trailer spaces and having at least ten 
spaces available, where there are less than six hotel- 
and/or hotel-motel-type rooms or three motel-type 
rooms, and where the tent and trailer spaces outnumber 
other types of accommodation units by more than 3 to l. 
Private and government (municipal, provincial and fed- 
eral) operated campgrounds are included.

SECTION I 


Summary 


The total number of accommodation establishments 
operating in Canada during 1973 was 17,021 with total 
revenues amounting to $1,928.8 million. Of this total 
$1,566.2 million, or 81.2% was accounted for by 
establishments classified to the hotel sector. The 
motel sector accounted for $235.2 million or 12.2%. 
The remaining 6.6% ($127.4 million) was reported by 
all other types of accommodation including tourist 
homes, tourist courts and cabins, tent and trailer 
campgrounds and outfitters. 


Of the total revenue reported by the hotel 
sector, $668.8 million (42.7%) came from the sale of 
alcoholic beverages, $446.6 million (28.5%) from room 
rentals, $346.6 million (22.1%) from meals, and 
$104.3 million (6.7%) from all other sources. (Similar 
distributions for other types of accommodation are 
available in Table 2 of this section.) 


The sale of alcoholic beverages was the largest 
single source of revenue at the national level 
(37.1%), followed by room rentals (34.3%), meal receipts 
(21.1%), merchandise sales (3.1%) and all other 
receipts at (4.4%). (See chart at end of this section 
for provincial distributions of source of revenue.) 


The provincial distribution of receipts by 
source, as presented in Table 4, showed considerable 
fluctuation between provinces. The national average 
for room receipts was 34.3% of total revenue. Provin- 
cial and territorial averages for room revenue ranged 
from 18.9% in Manitoba to 57.4% in Prince Edward 
Island. Beer, wine and liquor sales expressed as a 
percentage of total receipts varied from 9.0% in 
Prince Edward Island to 59.1% in Saskatchewan. 


Excluded from the traveller accommodation 
universe of 17,021 establishments were another 551 
establishments known to be engaged in providing 
accommodation services to transient guests as a second- 
ary activity (see Coverage under Introduction). Of 
the 551 establishments, 370 were hotels, 67 were motels 
and 114 were tourists homes, courts and cabins, out- 
fitters, tent and trailer campgrounds combined (see 
table below). Quebec (244) accounted for the largest 
number of accommodation establishments excluded from 
the universe, followed by Ontario (142), British 
Columbia (73), Saskatchewan (51) and all other provinces 
combined (41). Total receipts amounted to $42.6 million 
of which $33.3 million was reported by hotels; $6.2 
million by motels and $3.1 million by all other types 
of accommodation establishments.

On a exclu de l'univers des 17,021 établissements 
assurant 1'hébergement des voyageurs, 551 établissements pour 
lesquels 1'hébergement des clients de passage constituait une 
activité secondaire (voir Champ d'observation dans 1'Introduc- 
tion). De ces 551 établissements, 370 étaient des hdtels; 

67 des motels; 114 des maisons pour touristes, des camps de 
touristes et cabines, des pourvoyeurs en chasse et péche, des 
terrains de camping pour tentes et roulottes (voir le tableau 
ci-aprés). C'est au Québec que 1'on trouvait le plus grand 
nombre (244) d'établissements exclus de l'univers, suivi de 
l'Ontario (142), la Colombie-Britannique (73), la Saskatchewan 
(51) et les autres provinces (41). Les recettes totales se 
chiffraient a $42.6 millions: les hdtels ont déclaré $33.3 
millions; les motels, $6.2 millions et les autres types 
d'établissements assurant 1'hébergement, $3.1 millions.

Hotels 


The number of hotels primarily engaged in pro- 
viding traveller accommodation services to transient 
guests in Canada during 1973 totalled 4,984, a de- 
crease of 155 over the total reported for 1972. These 
hotels contained 179,294 rooms with 101,558 single 
beds and 147,702 double beds. Total receipts amounted 
to $1,566.2 million which is 13.7% higher than the 
1972 total of $1,377 million. The sales of beer, wine 
and liquor accounted for 42.7% of total receipts, fol- 
lowed by room rentals (28.5%), meals (22.1%), and 
other sources (6.7%). The 1972 distribution for the 
same data items was: beer, wine and liquor (44.72), 
room rentals (27.1%), meals (21.2%), and other sources 
(Ao OAye 


Of the 4,984 hotels included in this report 
4,060 were full-year hotels licenced to sell alcoholic 
beverages. The remaining 924 businesses were classi- 
fied as full-year non-licenced (474), seasonal licenced 
(201) and seasonal non-licenced (249) hotels. Full- 
year licenced hotels reported total revenue of $1,491 
million and represented 95.2% of total receipts of 
hotels in Canada. The remaining receipts of $75.2 mil- 
lion (4.8%) were reported by hotels classified as 
other than full-year licenced businesses. 


The total number of paid employees as of the 
last complete week of September was reported to be 
110,059 and included 82,580 full-time and 27,479 part- 
time employees. Salaries and wages paid amounted to 
$424 million or 27.1% of total receipts. The number 
of unpaid family workers was shown to be 2,127. 


Receipts reported by 87 hotels showing 200 or 
more rooms amounted to $401.6 million and represented 
25.6% of total hotel receipts (Table 11). The combined 
total of hotels having 50 rooms or more (880) consti- 
tuted 17.7% of the total universe; however they ac- 


counted for approximately 61.6% of all receipts reported 


for this sector. The largest number of hotels fell 
into the 10-24 size group (2,601). This size group 


which represents 52.2Z of the universe reported receipts 


equal to 18.5% of receipts reported by all hotels in 
Canada. 


Incorporated hotels reported receipts totalling 
$1,307 million, representing 83.5% of hotel receipts 
in Canada (Table 8). Selected operating expenses for 
incorporated and unincorporated hotels by province and 
nature of operation are presented in Table 14. 


Data for selected metropolitan centres and major 
urban areas will be found in Tables 12 and 13. Table 
15 of this section summarizes data for tourist homes 
reporting three or more hotel-type rooms. 


An additional 370 hotels in Canada were excluded 
from this report as they were known to be engaged in 
providing accommodation services to transient guests 
as a secondary activity (see Coverage under Introduc-— 
tion). Total receipts reported by these establishments 
amounted to $33.3 million as shown in the text table 
of Section l. 


SECTION II 


Hotels

Sur les 4,984 hdtels compris dans ce bulletin, 4,060 
étaient des hdtels ouverts toute l'année et ayant une licence 
pour vendre des boissons alcooliques. Les 924 autres entre- 
prises faisaient partie des groupes suivants: hdtels sans 
licence exploités toute l'année (474), hdtels saisonniers avec 
licence (201) et hdtels saisonniers sans licence (249).

Le nombre total de salariés travaillant au cours de la 
derniére semaine compléte de septembre se chiffrait 4 110,059 
et comprenait 82,580 employés a plein temps et 27,479 employés 
a temps partiel. La rémunération versée se chiffrait a $424 
millions soit 27.1 % des recettes totales. Le nombre de tra- 
vailleurs familiaux non rémunérés s'élevait a 2,127. 


Les recettes déclarées par 87 hdtels de 200 chambres ou 
plus se chiffraient 4 $401.6 millions et représentaient 25.62% 
des recettes totales des hétels (tableau 11). Le total combiné 
des hdtels de 50 chambres ou plus (880) représentait 17.7 % de 
l'univers total; ils figuraient néanmoins pour 61.6 % environ 
de toutes les recettes déclarées dans ce secteur.

Motels 


In 1973, 4,032 motels were operating 
in Canada and they reported 75,053 rooms, in- 
cluding 3,494 cabins and cottages. These 
rooms contained 25,935 single beds and 88,457 
double beds. Total receipts amounted to $235 
million, a 6.3% increase over the 1972 total 
of $221 million. Of the 1973 receipts, $152 
million (64.7%) was derived from the rental 
of rooms, $41 million (17.42) from meals, $24 
million (10.1%) from alcoholic beverages, $11 
million (4.8%) from sale of merchandise, and 
$7 million (3.0Z) from other sources. This 
distribution of revenue by source differs 
considerably from the hotel national average 
which showed 28.5% from room rentals, 22.12 
from meals, and 42.7% from alcoholic bever- 
ages. Full-year motels numbered 3,279 and 
reported total receipts of $215.7 million 
(up 8.4% from 1972), while 753 seasonal mo- 
tel reported $19.5 million (down 11.4%). 


The total number of paid employees as 
of the last complete week of September 1973 
was reported to be 16,234 and included 10,566 
full-time and 5,668 part-time employees. 
Salaries and wages amounted to $48.5 million, 
an increase of 10.2% over 1972. The number 
of unpaid family workers was shown to be 
5,036. 


It should be noted that during 1973 
there were 67 motels excluded from the uni- 
verse (see Coverage under Introduction) with 
total receipts amounting to $6.2 million as 
shown in the text table of Section l. 


SECTION IIT

Tourist Courts and Cabins 


This classification includes recre- 
ational vacation camps and those hunting and 
fishing camps satisfying the definition for 
tourist courts and cabins and failing to pro- 
vide the services and facilities required of 
an outfitter (for definition refer to page 
7). In 1973, the number of tourist courts 
and cabins in Canada totalled 2,756 with 
total revenue amounting to $33 million. Of 
the total revenue, room rentals accounted 
fer $21 million or 63.5%, followed by 14.52 
for meals, 12.1% for the sale of other mer- 
chandise and 9.9% for alcoholic beverages 
and all other revenue. 


In 1973, there were 54 recreational 
vacation camps in operation across Canada 
reporting total revenue of $1.6 million. 


Please note that in 1973 the number of 
tourist courts and cabins excluded from the 
universe (see Coverage under Introduction) 
totalled 90 with total receipts reported at

Outfitters 


In 1973, a total of 1,884 businesses 
were classified as outfitters (hunting and 
fishing camps) reporting total revenue of $41 
million. The number of full-time and part- 
time employees as of the last complete week 
of September totalled 2,313 and 1,608 respec- 
tively. Salaries and wages amounted to $7 
miilionsore17 217: ofmtotaloreceipts. 


In addition to the above, another 13 
businesses classified as outfitters were ex- 
cluded from the universe (see Coverage under 
Introduction). Total receipts for these 
businesses amounted to $0.3 million.

Tent and Trailer Campgrounds 


In 1973, the total number of tent and 
trailer campgrounds operating in Canada was 
2,910. This figure includes 511 federally 
and provincially operated parks. Total re- 
ceipts for 1973 amounted to $50.6 million of 
which $35 million (69.2%) was reported by 
private and municipal campground operators, 
$9.5 million (18.82%) by provincial and $6.1 
million (12.0%) by federal agencies opera- 
ting parks. 


Of the 261,427 tent and trailer spaces 
available, private and municipal campgrounds 
accounted for 195,183 spaces, provincial 
parks 55,313 and federal parks 10,931. Fully 
serviced spaces, which included electricity, 
water and sewage hook-ups, totalled 54,954 
or 21.0% of all availabie spaces; partially 
serviced spaces (any of the three services 
listed above) numbered 101,671 (38.9%) and 
the remaining 104,802 (40.1%) spaces were 
unserviced. Apart from the above mentioned 
tent and trailer spaces, businesses clas- 


sified to this sector reported operating an — 


additional 3,339 rooms, cabins and cottages 
as supplementary accommodation available to 
travellers. 


It should be noted that an additional 
11 tent and trailer campgrounds in Canada 
are excluded from the universe (see Coverage 
under Introduction) with total receipts re- 
ported at $0.08 million.

This report presents, in tabular form, the re- 
sults of the 1974 annual survey of traveller accomo- 
dation operations in Canada. Since 1969, this survey 
has been undergoing changes in coverage, questionnaire 
content, definitions and classifications in an effort 
to present a more complete picture of the traveller 
accommodation industry in Canada as well as to improve 
upon the quality of the data being presented. Because 
1971 was a census year the annual traveller accommo- 
dation survey was not conducted. Data relevant to the 
industry is available from publications of the 1971 
Census of Merchandising and Services. 


Questionnaires 


The traveller accommodation program for 1974 re- 
mains consistent with 1973, 1972 and 1970. It was in 
1970 that this program was developed in co-operation 
with federal and provincial government agencies, trade 
associations and accommodation operators using as our 
guide recommended uniform systems of accounts developed 
for the hotel and motel industry. In that there was a 
considerable expansion in content, smaller operators, 
i.e., hotels and motels with less than 25 rooms, en- 
countered some difficulties in accurately completing 
the operating expense portion of the questionnaire. 
The published expense data appearing in the tables is 
based on a panel of reporting firms. 


Coverage 


This program was developed as a census-type 
survey to cover those kinds of businesses primarily 
engaged in providing accommodation services (i.e., 
lodging, meals, alcoholic beverages, etc.) to transient 
guests. A total of 16,929 establishments in Canada, 
satisfied the traveller accommodation definitions 
detailed below and constituted the universe for 1974. 
Another 671 establishments offering accommodation 
services were known to be operating; however they were 
excluded from the universe because they fail to satisfy 
one or more of the definition requirements. Data from 
these 671 establishments is reported in a separate 
table under Section I — Summary. 


Employment Data 


Employment data in all sections represent the 
number of full- and part-time employees receiving pay 
during the last pay period of September. Employment 
data for 1974 are not available for provincial and 
federal tent and trailer campground operators. 


Definitions and Classifications 


For 1974, our definitions and classifications 
of various types of accommodation are consistent with 
those used in 1973 and conform closely to the general 
definitions and classifications developed by the Feder- 
al-Provincial Travel Research Planning Committee. 
Classification was based mainly on the type of accommo- 
dation provided, i.e., hotel-type rooms, motel-type 
rooms, cabins, etc. This procedure was followed in all 
cases except for Outfitters which were classified more 
by the type of service and recreational facilities of- 
fered, i.e., hunting, fishing, boat rental, guide 
service, etc. Tourist homes have been associated with 
the hotel section but the data is not included in the 
hotel tables. Recreation vacation camps and dude 
ranches fall mainly within the tourist courts and 
cabins classification. 


INTRODUCTION

Questionnaires

Définitions et classifications 


Pour 1974, nos définitions et classifications des dif- 
férents moyens d'hébergement correspondent a celles de 1973 
et sont conformes aux définitions et aux classifications géné- 
rales du Comité fédéral-provincial d'orientation sur la recher- 
che touristique. La classification a été basée d'abord sur le 
moyen d'hébergement, soit chambre du genre hdtel, chambre du 
genre motel, cabines, etc. On a procédé de cette facgon dans 
tous les cas, sauf pour les pourvoyeurs en chasse et péche dont 
la classification est plutét basée sur le genre de services 
et de loisirs offerts, c'est-a-dire, chasse,péche, location 
de bateaux, guide touristique, etc. Les maisons pour touristes 
ont €té classées 4 la section des hdtels mais les données ne 
sont pas incluses dans les tableaux relatifs aux hotels.

Traveller Accommodation Definitions 


The following definitions are presented in order 
to clearly indicate to the reader the priorities used 
in determining the classification of any single accom-— 


modation location within the frame work of the published 


statistical tables. While we make no attempt here to 
justify the priorities as they stand and while attempts 
will be made in the future to bring these definitions 
into line with the standard definitions and classifi- 
cations of traveller accommodations currently being 
developed by the Travel Research Planning Committee of 
the Federal-Provincial Conference of Tourism, we feel, 
nonetheless, that a thorough reading and understanding 
of the following is essential to the proper interpre- 
tation of the data presented in this publication. 


Hotel-type room — A room contained in a main 
lodge or hotel, having access from a main lobby but no 
direct access from the exterior of the building. 


Hotel-motel-type room — A room contained in a 


main lodge or hotel, having access from a main lobby 
as well as direct access from the exterior of the 
building. This type of room is equated to a hotel- 
type room for the purposes of our establishment 
classification. 


Motel-type room — A room in a building sharing 
a common roof which has direct access from the exterior 
of the building but no access from a central lobby 
and which has adjacent parking. 


Cabin — A self-contained accommodation unit 
which is separate from (i.e., does not share a common 
roof with) other units in the same establishment. 


Hotel 


Full-year, licensed — Includes establishments: 


1. Operating six or more hotel and/or hotel-motel-type 
YOoms ; 

2. operating for at least ten or more months during 
the year; 

3. licensed to serve alcoholic beverages provided that 
receipts from room rentals are equal to or 
greater than 1% of alcohol sales; 


4. reporting that the sum of rooms, meals and alcohol 
receipts are equal to or greater than 2/3 of mer- 
chandise sales; 


5. reporting that room receipts are primarily derived 
from catering to transient guests. 


Full-year, non-licensed — As per "full-year 
licensed" above except for criterion 3 which 
should read: 

3. Not Licensed to serve alcoholic beverages. 


Seasonal, licensed — As per "full-year licensed" 
above except for criterion 2 which should read: 


2. Operating for less than ten months during the year; 


Seasonal, non-licensed — As per "full-year 
licensed" above except for criteria 2 and 3 
which should read: 
2. Operating for less than ten months during the year; 
3. not licensed to serve alcoholic beverages. 


Motels 


Full-year — Includes establishments: 
1. Operating three or more motel-type rooms and less 
than six hotel and/or hotel-motel-type rooms; 
2. operating for at least ten or more months during 
the year;

Tourist courts and cabins — Commercial establish- 
ments with three or more accommodation units, the major- 
ity of which are cabins or cottages but which have less 
than six hotel- or hotel-motel-type rooms or three 
motel-type rooms operated on a full-year basis and where 
the total number of units is equal to or greater than 
one third of the number of tent and trailer spaces 
available. Recreational vacation camps and hunting and 
fishing camps failing to meet the outfitter definition 
are included in this classification. 


Tourist homes — Usually a converted private 
dwelling having at least three hotel-type rooms avail- 
able for rental to transient guests on a daily or weekly 
basis. Those establishments which meet the above qual- 
ifications but operate less than ten months of the year 
and have more cottages and cabins than hotel-type rooms 
are classified as tourist courts and cabins; those re- 
porting tent and trailer spaces which outnumber hotel- 
type rooms by more than three to one are classified to 
"Tent and trailer campground". 


Outfitters — Commercial establishments generally 
located in remote areas where fish and game are avail- 
able. Such establishments offer accomodation in 
lodges, cabins and/or campsites and provide essential 
facilities and services of boat rental, equipment rental, 
supplies and provisions and guides. 


Tent and trailer campgrounds — Commercial estab- 
lishments offering accommodation services in the form 
of tent and trailer spaces and having at least ten 
spaces available, where there are less than six hotel- 
and/or hotel-motel-type rooms or three motel-type rooms, 
and where the tent and trailer spaces outnumber other 
types or accommodation units by more than three to one. 
Private and government (municipal, provincial and fed- 
eral) operated campgrounds are included.

The provincial distribution of receipts by 
source, as presented in Table 4, showed considerable 
fluctuation between provinces. The national average 
for room receipts was 35.3% of total revenue. Provin- 
cial and territorial averages for room revenue ranged 
from 20.3% in Manitoba to 59.6% in Prince Edward 
Island. Beer, wine and liquor sales expressed as a 
percentage of total receipts varied from 8.0% in 
Prince Edward Island to 57.3% in Saskatchewan.

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Hotels 


The number of hotels primarily engaged in pro- 
viding traveller accommodation services to transient 
guests in Canada during 1974 totalled 4,893, a decrease 
of 91 over the total reported for 1973. These hotels 
contained 185,629 rooms with 98,323 single beds and 
157,974 double beds. Total receipts amounted to 
$1,852.8 million which is 18.3% higher than the 1973 
total of $1,566 million. The sales of beer, wine and 
liquor accounted for 40.4% of total receipts, followed 
by room rentals (29.9%), meals (23.3%) and other 
sources (6.4%). The 1973 distribution for the same 
data items was: beer, wine and liquor (42.7%), room 
rentals (28.5%), meals (22.1%) and other sources (6.72%). 


Of the 4,893 hotels included in this report 4,071 
were full-year hotels licenced to sell alcoholic bever- 
ages. The remaining 822 businesses were classified as 
full-year non-licenced (474), seasonal licenced (144) 
and seasonal non-licenced (204) hotels. Full-year 
licenced hotels reported total revenue of $1,772.4 
million and represented 95.7% of total receipts of ho- 
tels in Canada. The remaining receipts of $80.4 million 
(4.3%) were reported by hotels classified as other than 
full-year licenced businesses. 


The total number of paid employees as of the last 
complete week of September was reported to be 116,797 
and included 87,454 full-time and 29,343 part-time em- 
ployees. Salaries and wages paid amounted to $509 mil- 
lion or 27.5% of total receipts. The number of unpaid 
family workers was shown to be 1,/01. 


Receipts reported by 98 hotels showing 200 or more 
rooms amounted to $515.8 million and represented 27.82 
of total hotel receipts (Table 11). The combined total 
of hotels having 50 rooms or more (941) constituted 
19.2% of the total universe; however they accounted 
for approximately 64.3% of all receipts reported for 
this sector. The largest number of hotels fell into 
the 10-24 size group (2,476). This size group which 
represents 50.6% of the universe reported receipts 
equal to 16.8% of receipts reported by all hotels in 
Canada. 


Incorporated hotels reported receipts totalling 
$1,541 million, representing 83.2% of hotel receipts 
in Canada (Table 8). Selected operating expenses for 
incorporated and unincorporated hotels by province and 
nature of operation are presented in Table 14. 


Data for selected metropolitan centres and major 
urban areas will be found in Tables 12 and 13. Table 
15 of this section summarizes data for tourist homes 
reporting three or more hotel-type rooms. 


An additional 461 hotels in Canada were excluded 
from this report as they were known to be engaged in 
providing accommodation services to transient guests as 
a secondary activity (see Coverage under Introduction). 
Total receipts reported by these establishments amounted 
to $47.3 million as shown in the text table of Section 
Te 


SECTION II 


Hotels 


Le nombre connu des hétels offrant principalement des 
services d'hébergement aux personnes voyageant au Canada en 
1974 était de 4,893, soit une diminution de 91 unités par rap- 
port au chiffre déclaré en 1973.

Le nombre total de salariés travaillant au cours de la 
derniére semaine compléte de septembre se chiffrait a 116,797 
et comprenait 87,454 employés 4 plein temps et 29,343 employés 
a temps partiel. La rémunération versée se chiffrait a $509 
millions soit 27.5 % des recettes totales. Le nombre de tra- 


vailleurs familiaux non rémunérés s'élevait 4 1,701. 


Les recettes déclarées par 98 hdtels de 200 chambres ou 
plus se chiffraient 4 $515.8 millions et représentaient 27.8 % 
des recettes totales des hotels (tableau 11). Le total combiné 
des hotels de 50 chambres ou plus (941) représentait 19.2 % de 
l'univers total; ils figuraient néanmoins pour 64.3 % environ 
de toutes les recettes déclarées dans ce secteur. La plupart 
des hdtels (2,476) se classaient dans le groupe de 10-24 cham- 
bres.

SECTION III 


Motels 


In 1974, 4,067 motels were operating 
in Canada and they reported 76,948 rooms, in- 
cluding 3,557 cabins and cottages. These 
rooms contained 26,156 single beds and 87,503 
double beds. Total receipts amounted to $271 
million, a 15.3% increase over the 1973 total 
Omes235 mi lidonns Of the L974" receipts, $175 
million (64.6%) was derived from the rental 
of rooms, $46 million (17.0%) from meals, $29 
million (10.7%) from alcoholic beverages, $13 
million (5.0%) from sale of merchandise and 
$8 million (2.7%) from other sources. This 
distribution of revenue by source differs 
considerably from the hotel national average 
which showed 29.9% from room rentals, 23.37 
from meals and 40.4% from alcoholic bever- 
ages. Full-year motels numbered 3,388 and 
reported total receipts of $251.5 million 
(up 16.6% from 1973), while 679 seasonal mo- 
tels reported $19.5 million. 


The total number of paid employees as 
of the last complete week of September 1974 
was reported to be 16,275 and included 10,540 
full-time and 5,735 part-time employees. 
Salaries and wages amounted to $57.1 million, 
an increase of 17.8% over 1973. The number 
of unpaid family workers was shown to be 
en SNe 


It should be noted that during 1974 
there were 86 motels excluded from the uni- 
verse (see Coverage under Introduction) with 
total receipts amounting to $9.2 million as 
shown in the text table of Section Il. 


Motels

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Tourist Courts and Cabins 


This classification includes recre- 
ational vacation camps and those hunting and 
fishing camps satisfying the definition for 
tourist courts and cabins and failing to pro- 
vide the services and facilities required of 
an outfitter (for definition refer to page 
7). %In 1974, the number of tourist courts 
and cabins in Canada totalled 2,573 with 
total revenue amounting to $34 million. Of 
the total revenue, room rentals accounted 
for $22 million or 64.9%, followed by 14.1% 
for meals, 10.1% for the sale of other mer- 
chandise and 10.9% for alcoholic beverages 
and all other revenue. 


In 1974, there were 39 recreational 
vacation camps in operation across Canada 
reporting total revenue of $1.0 million. 


Please note that in 1974 the number of 
tourist courts and cabins excluded from the 
universe (see Coverage under Introduction) 
totalled 115 with total receipts reported at 
$4.5 million.

SECTION VI 


Tent and Trailer Campgrounds 


In 1974, the total number of tent and 
trailer campgrounds operating in Canada was 
3,057. This figure includes 533 federally 
and provincially operated parks. Total re- 
ceipts for 1974 amounted to $64.1 million of 
which $43.8 million (68.3%) was reported by. 
private and municipal campground operators, 
$13.2 million (20.6%) by provincial and $7.1 
million (11.1%) by federal agencies operating 
parks. 


Of the 284,029 tent and trailer spaces 
available, private and municipal campgrounds 
accounted for 215,849 spaces, provincial parks 
56,737 and federal parks 11,443. Fully ser- 
viced spaces, which included electricity, 
water and sewage hook-ups, totalled 59,207 
or 20.9% of all available spaces; partially 
serviced spaces (any of the three services 
listed above) numbered 113,699 (40.0Z) and the 
remaining 111,123 (39.1%) spaces were unser- 
viced. Apart from the above mentioned tent 
and trailer spaces, businesses classified to 
this sector reported operating an additional 
3,326 rooms, cabins and cottages as supplemen- 
tary accommodation available to travellers.

INTRODUCTION 


This report presents, in tabular form, 
the results of the 1975 annual survey of trav- 
eller accommodation operations in Canada. 
Since 1969, this survey has been undergoing 
changes in coverage, questionnaire content, 
definitions and classifications in an effort 
to present a more complete picture of the 
traveller accommodation industry in Canada 
as well as to improve upon the quality of the 
data being presented. Because 19/71 was a cen- 
sus year the annual traveller accommodation 
survey was not conducted. Data relevant to 
the industry is available from publications 
of the 1971 Census of Merchandising and Ser- 
VaECeS 


Questionnaires 


The traveller accommodation program for 
1975 remains consistent with 1974, 1973, 1972 
and 1970. It was in 1970 that this program 
was developed in co-operation with federal 
and provincial government agencies, trade as- 
sociations and accommodation operators using 
as our guide recommended uniform systems of 
accounts developed for the hotel and motel © 
industry. 


Coverage 


This program was developed as a census-— 
type survey to cover those kinds of businesses 
primarily engaged in providing accommodation 
services (i.e., lodging, meals, alcoholic bev- 
erages, etc.) to transient guests. A total 
of 16,844 establishments in Canada, satisfied 
the traveller accommodation definitions de- 
tailed below and constituted the universe for 
1975. Another 649 establishments offering 
accommodation services were known to be oper- 
ating; however they were excluded from the 
universe because they fail to satisfy one or 
more of the definition requirements. Data 
from these 649 establishments is reported in 
a separate table on page 10 of Section I. 


Employment Data 


Employment data in all sections repre- 
sent the number of full- and part-time em- 
ployees receiving pay during the last pay 
period of September. Employment data for 1975 
are not available for provincial and federal 
tent and trailer campground operators. 


Cette publication présente, sous forme de 
tableaux, les résultats de 1975 de l'enquéte an- 
nuelle sur l'hébergement des voyageurs au Canada. 
Depuis 1969, cette enquéte a subi des changements 
de champ d'application, de contenu du questionnai- 
re, de définitions et de classifications afin de 
présenter une image plus compléte de 1'hébergement 
au Canada et d'améliorer la qualité des données 
présentées. L'enquéte annuelle sur 1'hébergement 
des voyageurs n'a pas été effectuée pour 1971 étant 
donné que l'année 1971 était une année de recense- 
ment. On trouvera donc les données sur 1'héberge- 
ment pour 1971 dans les publications du Recensement 
du commerce et des services de 1971. 


Questionnaires 


Le programme d'hébergement des voyageurs de 
1975 demeure semblable a ceux de 1974, 1973, 1972 
et 1970. C'est en 1970, que ce programme a été 
élaboré, grace a la collaboration entre les orga- 
nismes publics fédéraux et provinciaux, les asso- 
ciations commerciales et les exploitants d'établis- 
sements d'hébergement qui, suivant nos recommanda- 
tions, ont utilisé des systémes uniformes de comp- 
tabilité mis au point pour les hdtels et motels. 


Champ d' observation 


Ce programme a pris la forme d'une enquéte- 
recensement afin de comprendre les genres d'entre- 
prises dont l'activité principale consiste 4 four- 
nir l'hébergement (chambre, pension, boissons al- 
cooliques, etc.) a des clients de passage. Les dé- 
finitions d'hébergement des voyageurs (données ci- 
aprés) s'appliquérent 4 un total de 16,844 établis- 
sements au Canada; ces établissements ont constitué 
l'univers de l'enquéte pour 1975. Nous n'étions 
pas sans ignorer l'existance de 649 autres établis- 
sements fournissant 1'hébergement aux voyageurs; 
toutefois, ceux-ci n'ont pas fait partie de l'uni- 
vers parce qu'ils ne répondaient pas 4 un ou plu- 
sieurs critéres. Les données de ces 649 établisse- 
ments sont présentées dans un tableau a la page 10 
de la section I. 


Données sur le personnel 


Dans toutes les sections, les données sur le 
personnel représentent le nombre d'employés a plein 
temps et 4 temps partiel qui ont regu une rémunéra- 
tion pour la derniére période de paye de septembre. 
Les données de 1975 sur le personnel travaillant 
dans les terrains de camping pour tentes et roulot- 
tes exploités par les provinces et le gouvernement 
fédéral ne sont pas disponibles. 


Definitions and Classifications 


For 1975, our definitions and classifi- 
cations of various types of accommodation are 


consistent with those used in 1974 and conform 


closely to the genéral definitions and clas- 
sifications developed by the Federal-Provin- 
cial Travel Research Planning Committee. 
Classification was based mainly on the type 
of accommodation provided, i.e., hotel-type 
rooms, motel-type rooms, cabins, etc. This 
procedure was followed in all cases except 
for outfitters which were classified more by 
the type of service and recreational facili- 
ties offered, i.e., hunting, fishing, boat 
rental, guide service, etc. Tourist homes 
have been associated with the hotel section 
but the data is not included in the hotel ta- 
bles. Recreation vacation camps and dude 
ranches fall mainly within the tourist courts 
and cabins classification. 


Definitions 


Traveller Accommodation Definitions 


The following definitions are presented 
in order to clearly indicate to the reader 
the priorities used in determining the clas- 
sification of any single accommodation loca- 
tion within the framework of the published 
statistical tables. While we make no attempt 
here to justify the priorities as they stand 
and while attempts will be made in the future 
to bring these definitions into line with the 
standard definitions and classifications of 
traveller accommodations currently being de- 
veloped by the Travel Research Planning Com- 
mittee of the Federal-Provincial Conference 


of Tourism, we feel, nonetheless, that a thor- 


ough reading and understanding of the follow- 
ing is essential to the proper interpretation 
of the data presented in this publication. 


Hotel-type room — A room contained in 


a main lodge or hotel, having access from a 
main lobby but no direct access from the ex- 
terior of the building. 


Hotel-motel-type room — A room contained 


in a main lodge or hotel, having access from 
a main lobby as well as direct access from 
the exterior of the building. This type of 
room is equated to a hotel-type room for the 
purposes of our establishment classification. 


Motel-type room — A room in a building 


sharing a common roof which has direct access 
from the exterior of the building but no ac- 

cess from a central lobby and which has adja- 
cent parking. 


Cabin — A self-contained accommodation 
unit which is separate from (i.e., does not 
share a common roof with) other units in the 
same establishment. 


Définitions et classifications 


Pour 1975, nos définitions et classifications 
des différents moyens d'hébergement correspondent 
a celles de 1974 et sont conformes aux définitions 
et aux classifications générales du Comité fédéral- 
provincial d'orientation sur la recherche touristi- 
que. La classification a été basée d'abord sur le 
moyen d'hébergement, soit chambre du genre h6tel, 
chambre du genre motel, cabines, etc. On a procédé 
de cette facgon dans tous les cas, sauf pour les 
pourvoyeurs en chasse et péche dont la classifica- 
tion est plutét basée sur le genre de services et 
de loisirs offerts, c.-a-d., chasse, péche, loca- 
tion de bateaux, guide touristique, etc. Les 
maisons pour touristes ont été classées 4 la sec- 
tion des hdtels mais les données ne sont pas inclu- 
ses dans les tableaux relatifs aux hotels. Les

Définitions des types d'hébergement de voyageurs 


Nous donnons les définitions suivantes afin 
de bien montrer au lecteur l'ordre de priorité sui- 
vi pour établir la classification de tous les types 
d'hébergement pour les besoins des tableaux statis- 
tiques qui sont publiés. Bien que nous ne tentions 
pas ici d'expliciter cet ordre de priorité et que 
nous ayons l'intention a l'avenir de rendre ces dé- 
finitions conformes aux définitions et classifica- 
tions types des moyens d'hébergement que prépare 
actuellement le Comité d'orientation de la recher- 
che touristique de la Conférence fédérale-provin- 
ciale sur le tourisme, nous sommes néanmoins d'avis 
qu'une lecture attentive et une bonne compréhension 
des définitions qui suivent sont essentielles pour 
bien interpréter les données fournies dans la pré- 
sente publication. 


Chambre, genre hdtel — Chambre située dans 
un pavillon central ou hdtel accessible du hall 
d'entrée, mais sans accés direct de l'extérieur. 


Chambre, genre hdtel-motel — Chambre située 


dans un pavillon central ou hdtel, accessible du 
hall d'entrée ainsi que directement de l'extérieur. 
Ce genre de chambre correspond 4 une chambre d'ho- 
tel aux fins de notre classification des établisse- 
ments. 


Chambre, genre motel — Chambre faisant partie 


d'un groupe de chambres sous un méme toit, directe- 
ment accessible de l'extérieur, mais sans accés 4 
partir d'un hall d'entrée et avec stationnement ad- 
jacent. 


Cabine — Unité d'hébergement indépendante qui 
est s@éparée (c.-a-d., non située sous le méme toit) 
des autres unités du méme établissement.

4. reporting that the sum of rooms, meals 
and alcohol receipts are equal to or 
greater than two thirds of merchandise 
sales; 


5. reporting that room receipts are primar- 
ily derived from catering to transient 
guests. 


Full-year non-licensed — As per "Full- 
year licensed" above except for criterion 3 


which should read:

Seasonal, licensed — As per "Full-year 
licensed" above except for criterion 2 which 
should read: 


2. Operating for less than 10 months during 
the year. 


Seasonal, non-licensed — As per "Full- 
year licensed'' above except for criterias 2 
and 3 which should read: 


2. Operating for less than 10 months during 
the year; 

3. not licensed to serve alcoholic bever- 
ages. 


Motels 


Full-year — Includes establishments: 


1. Operating three or more motel-type rooms 
and less than six hotel and/or hotel- 
motel-type rooms; 

2. operating for at least 10 or more months 
during the year; 

3. licensed or not licensed to serve alco- 
holic beverages; however room rentals 
for licensed motels must be equal to or 
greater than 1% of alcohol sales; 


Hotels

Tourist courts and cabins — Commercial 
establishments with three or more accommoda- 
tion units, the majority of which are cabins 
or cottages but which have less than six 
hotel- or hotel-motel-type rooms or three 
motel-type rooms operated on a full-year basis 
and where the total number of units is equal 
to or greater than one third of the number 
of tent and trailer spaces available. Recre- 
ational vacation camps and hunting and fishing 
camps failing to meet the outfitter definition 
are included in this classification. 


Tourist homes — Usually a converted 
private dwelling having at least three hotel- 
type rooms available for rental to transient 
guests on a daily or weekly basis. Those 
establishments which meet the above qualifi- 
cations but operate less than 10 months of 
the year and have more cottages and cabins 
than hotel-type rooms are classified as "Tour- 
ist courts and cabins"; those reporting tent 
and trailer spaces which outnumber hotel-type 
rooms by more than three to one are classified 
to "Tent and trailer campgrounds". 


Outfitters — Commercial establishments 
generally located in remote areas where fish 
and game are available. Such establishments 
offer accommodation in lodges, cabins and/or 
campsites and provide essential facilities 
and services of boat rental, equipment rental, 
supplies and provisions and guides. 


Tent and trailer campgrounds — Commer- 


cial establishments offering accommodation 
services in the form of tent and trailer 
spaces and having at least 10 spaces avail- 
able, where there are less than six hotel- 
and/or hotel-motel-type rooms or three motel- 
type rooms and where the tent and trailer 
Spaces outnumber other types or accommodation 
units by more than three to one. Private and 
government (municipal, provincial and federal) 
operated campgrounds are included.

The total number of accommodation es- 
tablishments operating in Canada during 1975 
was 16,844 with total revenues amounting to 
Sees matt ton. | OLsthis total $2 5097 <1 
million, or 81.6% was accounted for by estab- 


lishments classified to the hotel sector. The 


motel sector accounted for $301.8 million or 
172. thesremainine 6.7% ($172.1 million) 
was reported by all other types of accommo- 
dation including tourist homes, tourist 
courts and cabins, tent and trailer camp- 
grounds and outfitters. 


Of the total revenue reported by the 


hotel sector, $829.7 million (39.62%) came from 


the sale of alcoholic beverages, $640.4 mil- 


lion (30.5%) from room rentals, $492.6 million 


(23.52) from meals and $134.4 million (6.47) 
from all other sources. (Similar distribu- 
tions for other types of accommodation are 
AVEILADIE Win Wille 2 Cie euls Seca). 


Room revenue was the largest single 
source of revenue at the national level 
(35.8Z), followed by the sale of alcoholic 
beverages (34.7%), meal receipts (22.3%), 
merchandise sales (3.3%) and all other re- 
Ceipts at (3.97). (See the chart at the end 
of this section for provincial distributions 
of source of revenue. ) 


The provincial distribution of receipts 
by source, as presented in Table 4, showed 
considerable fluctuation between provinces. 
The national average for room receipts was 
35.8% of total revenue. Provincial and 
territorial averages for room revenue ranged 
erctopn Bil, 7G alia Wkeyoaticoloyel (elo) NOs ato) ierarhayes 
Edward Island. Beer, wine and liquor sales 
expressed as a percentage of total receipts 
varied from 8.5% in Prince Edward Island to 
53.3% in Saskatchewan. 


As mentioned under ''Coverage', 649 
establishments were excluded from the known 
universe of 16,844 establishments classified 
to travellers accommodation because they 
failed to meet the definitional requirements 
of this group. Limited data for these ex- 
cluded establishments are presented in the 
following table.

The number of hotels primarily engaged 
in providing traveller accommodation services 
to transient guests in Canada during 1975 
totalled 4,834, a decrease of 59 over the 
total reported for 1974. These hotels 
contained 192,320 rooms with 99,685 single 
beds and 175,894 double beds. Total receipts 
amounted to $2,097.1 million which is 13.22 
higher than the 1974 total of $1,852.8 mil- 
lion. The sales of beer, wine and liquor 
accounted for 39.6% of total receipts, 
followed by room rentals (30.5%), meals 
Q3,56) sincl Oli? Bounces (O44), Wares iS) 
distribution for the same data items was: 
beer, wine and liquor (40.4%), room rentals 
(29.92%), meals (23.32%) and other sources

Of the 4,834 hotels included in this 
report 4,029 were full-year hotels licenced 
to sell alcoholic beverages. The remaining 
805 businesses were classified as full-year 
non-licenced (463), seasonal licenced (142) 
and seasonal non-licenced (200) hotels. 
Full-year licenced hotels reported total 
revenue of $2,011.8 million and represented 
95.9% of total receipts of hotels in Canada. 
The remaining receipts of $85.3 million 
(4.1%) were reported by hotels classified as 
other than full-year licenced businesses. 


The total number of paid employees as 
of the last complete week of September was 
reported to_be 124,679 and included 89,975 
full-time and 34,704 part-time employees. 
Salaries and wages paid amounted to $600.4

Receipts reported by 113 hotels showing 
200 or more rooms amounted to $605.4 million 
and represented 28.9% of total hotel receipts 
(Table 11). The combined total of hotels 
having 50 rooms or more (983) constituted 
20.3% of the total universe; however they 
accounted for approximately 65.9% of all 
receipts reported for this sector. The 
largest number of hotels fell into the 10-24 
Sizemeoupm (2.5/0) Raaelha Sasa zenecroup whch 
represents 49.0% of the universe reported 
receipts equal to 16.0% of receipts reported 
by all hotels in Canada. 


Incorporated hotels reported receipts 
totalling $1,781.3 million, representing 
84.9% of hotel receipts in Canada (Table 8). 
Selected operating expenses for incorporated 
and unicorporated hotels by province and 


nature of operation are presented in Table 14.

Motels 


In 1975, 4,066 motels were operating 
in Canada and they reported 77,917 rooms, in- 
cluding 3,237 cabins and cottages. These 
rooms contained 26,964 single beds and 95,140 
double beds. Total receipts amounted to 
$301.8 million, a 11.47% increase over the 
LOP4S total som 2 /45.0) mie bon. . O£ the 1975 
receipts, $194.1 million (64.3%) was derived 
from the rental of rooms, $53.2 million 
(CA s66) sieOin MEAS, BS3o8) miallitsion (U5 24), 
from alcoholic beverages, $13.3 million (4.42) 
from sale of merchandise and $7.3 million 
(2.5%) from other sources. This distribution 
of revenue by source differs considerably from 
the hotel national average which showed 30.5% 
from room rentals, 23.5% from meals and 39.6% 
from alcoholic beverages. Full-year motels 
numbered 3,414 and reported total receipts 
of $279.8 million (up 11.2% from 1974), while 
652 seasonal motels reported $22.0 million. 


The total number of paid employees as 
of the last complete week of September 1975 
was reported to be 17,679 and included 10,718 
full-time and 6,961 part-time employees. 
Salaries and wages amounted to $64.8 million, 
an increase of 13.5% over 1974.

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SECTION IV 


Tourist Courts and Cabins 


This classification includes recre- 
ational vacation camps and those hunting and 
fishing camps satisfying the definition for 
tourist courts and cabins and failing to pro- 
vide the services and facilities required of 
an outfitter (for definition refer to page 
8). In 1975, the number of tourist courts 
and cabins in Canada totalled 2,531 with total 
revenue amounting to $36.3 million. Of the 
total revenue, room rentals accounted for 
$23.3 million or 64.4%, followed by 14.3Z for 
meals, 11.1% for the sale of other merchandise 
and 10.2% for alcoholic beverages and all 
other revenue. 


In 1975, there were 40 recreational 
vacation camps in operation across Canada 
reporting total revenue of $0.9 million.

In 1975, a total of 1,937 businesses 
were classified as outfitters (hunting and. 
fishing camps) reporting total revenue of 
$51.0 million. The number of full-time and 
part-time employees as of the last complete 
week of September totalled 2,196 and 1,761 
respectively. Salaries and wages amounted 
to $9.3 million or 18.3% of total receipts. 


In addition to the above, another four 
businesses classified as outfitters were ex- 
cluded from the universe (see Coverage under 
Introduction).

SECTION VI 


Tent and Trailer Campgrounds 


In 1975, the total number of tent and 
trailer campgrounds operating in Canada was 
3,091. This figure includes 564 federally 
and provincially operated parks. Total re- 
ceipts for 1975 amounted to $82.1 million of 
which $52.3 million (63.72) was reported by 
private and municipal campground operators, 
$18.8 million (23.0%) by provincial and $10.9 
million (13.3%) by federal agencies operating 
parks. 


Of the 291,225 tent and trailer spaces 
available, private and municipal campgrounds 
accounted for 222,815 spaces, provincial parks 
57,055 and federal parks 11,355. Fully ser- 
viced spaces, which included electricity, 
water and sewage hook-ups, totalled 64,893 
or 22.3% of all available spaces; partially 
serviced spaces (any of the three services 
listed above) numbered 94,086 (32.3%) and the 
remaining 132,246 (45.4%) spaces were unser- 
viced. Apart from the above-mentioned tent 
and trailer spaces, businesses classified to 
this sector reported operating an additional 
3,925 rooms, cabins and cottages as supplemen- 
tary accommodation available to travellers.

INTRODUCTION 


This report presents the results of the 
1976 annual survey of traveller accommodation 
operations in Canada. The survey covers es-— 
tablishments belonging to Standard Industrial 
Classification codes (SIC) 881, hotels (in- 
cluding resort hotels), motels, tourist homes, 
tourist courts and cabins, and 884, camping 
grounds and trailer parks and hunting and 
fishing camps. The two classifications in- 
cluded all businesses which provide sleeping 
facilities in the form of rooms, cabins, cot- 
tages and/or tent or trailer spaces for 
guests. Other services such as the serving 
of meals, alcohol beverages and entertainment 
may or may not be offered. 


The report is divided into six sections. 
Section 1 summarizes the principal statistics 
for all of the kinds of businesses mentioned 
above. Sections 2 to 6 present data relating 
to each kind of business. 


The present program, which was intro- 
duced in 1970, remained unchanged until the 
1976 program, when two modifications were > 
introduced. The traveller accommodation 
definitions were modified and a shortened 
traveller accommodation questionnaire was 
introduced in an effort to reduce the response 
burden for the smaller operators. The effects 
of these modifications are described in detail 
in the sections entitled "Definitions and 
Classification’, “Questionnaires” “and 
"Coverage". 


Definitions and Classification 


Prior to 1976, those businesses which 
reported room receipts which were less than 
1% of alcohol sales, or merchandise sales 
greater than two third of total receipts, or 
room receipts primarily from permanent guests, 
were excluded from the traveller accommodation 
survey. These restrictions were removed for 
the 1976 survey and such businesses are now 
included. 


Definitions 


The 1976 definitions used to classify 
traveller accommodation locations are as 
follows: 


Hotels 


Full-year licensed — Includes estab- 


lishments operating six or more hotel and/or 
hotel-motel-type rooms, and for at least ten 
or more months during the year.

(CAE). Ces deux catégories englobent toutes les 
entreprises qui offrent un endroit pour dormir, 
qu'il s'agisse de chambres, de cabines, de chalets 
ou d'emplacements pour tentes ou roulottes pour les 
visiteurs. Ces entreprises peuvent ou non servir 
des repas ou des boissons alcoolisées ou offrir des 
divertissements. 


La publication comprend six sections. La 
premiére offre un résumé des principales statisti- 
ques pour les six genres de commerce mentionnés 
ci-dessus. Les sections 2 et 6 présentent des sta- 
tistiques distinctes pour chaque genre de commerce. 


Le programme actuel, mis en oeuvre en 19/70, 
est demeuré inchangé jusqu'en 1976; on a alors ap- 
porté deux changements: modification des défini- 
tions des types d'hébergement de voyageurs et re- 
cours a un questionnaire encore plus bref afin 
d'alléger le fardeau des petits exploitants. Les 
conséquences de ces modifications sont exposées 
dans les secteurs "Définitions et classification", 
"Questionnaires" et "Champ d'observation". 


Définitions et classification 


Avant 1976, étaient exclues de l'enquéte les 
entreprises qui déclaraient pour la location de 
chambres des recettes inférieures a 1 % de leurs 
ventes de boissons alcoolisées, ou dont les ventes 
de marchandises excédaient les deux tiers de leurs 
recettes totales, ou dont les recettes au titre de 
la location de chambres provenaient surtout de 
clients permanents. Ces restrictions ayant été 
supprimées pour l'enquéte de 1976, ces entreprises 
ont done eté prises en compte. 


Definitions 


Voici les définitions de 1976 qui ont servi 
a classer les établissements d'hébergement de voya- 
geurs: 


Hotels 


Ouverts toute l'année et détenant une li- 
cence — Ftablissements offrant au moins six cham- 
bres du genre hotel ou hdtel-motel durant dix mois 
ou plus par année. 


Full-year non-licensed — The same as 
"Full-year licensed'' above except they are 
not licensed to serve alcoholic beverages. 


Seasonal licensed — The same as "Full- 
year licensed" except they operate for less 
than ten months during the year. 


Seasonal non-licensed — The same as 
"Full-year licensed" above except they oper- 
ate for less than ten months during the year, 
and are not licensed to serve alcoholic 
beverages. 


Motels 


Full-year — Includes establishments 
operating three or more motel-type rooms and 
less than six hotel and/or hotel-motel-type 
rooms, and for at least ten or more months 
during the year. 


Seasonal — The same as "'Full-year" 
above except these establishments operate for 
less than ten months during the year. 


Tourist courts and cabins — Commercial 
establishments with three or more accommoda-— 
tion units, the majority of which are cabins 
or cottages but which have less than six 
hotel and/or hotel-motel-type rooms or three 
motel-type rooms operated on a full-year basis 
and where the total number of units is equal 
to or greater than one third of the number of 
tent and trailer spaces available. Recre- 
ational vacation camps and hunting and fishing 
camps failing to meet the outfitter definition 
are included in this classification. 


Tourist homes — Usually a converted 
private dwelling having at least three hotel- 
type rooms available for rental to transient 
guests on a daily or weekly basis. Those 
establishments which meet the above qualifi- 
cations but operate less than ten months of 
the year and have more cottages and cabins 
than hotel-type rooms are classified as "Tour- 
ist courts and cabins"; those reporting tent 
and trailer spaces which outnumber hotel-type 
rooms by more than three to one are classified 
to "Tent and trailer campgrounds". 


Outfitters — Commercial establishments 
generally located in remote areas where fish 
and game are available. Such establishments 
offer accommodation in lodges, cabins and/or 
campsites and provide essential facilities 
and services of boat rental, equipment rental, 
supplies and provisions and guides. 


Ouverts toute l'année et ne détenant pas de 


licence — Mémes critéres que pour les hdtels ou- 
verts toute l'année et détenant une licence, sauf 
qu'ils ne sont pas autorisés a vendre des boissons 
alcoolisées.

Motels

Camps de touristes et cabines — Etablisse- 


ments commerciaux ayant au moins trois unités d'hé- 
bergement, dont la majorité sont des cabines ou des 
chalets, mais qui ont moins de six chambres du 
genre hdtel ou hdtel-motel ou trois chambres du 
genre motel, exploités toute l'année et dont le 
nombre total d'unités est égal ou supérieur au 
tiers du nombre d'emplacements disponibles pour 
tentes ou roulottes. Les camps de vacances et les 
camps de chasse et péche qui ne répondent pas a la 
définition de pourvoyeurs en chasse et péche font 
partie de ce groupe.

Tent and trailer campgrounds — Commer- 
cial establishments offering accommodation 
services in the form of tent and trailer 
spaces and having at least ten spaces avail- 
able, where there are less than six hotel 
and/or hotel-motel-type rooms or three motel- 
type rooms and where the tent and trailer 
spaces outnumber other types or accommodation 
units by more than three to one. Private and 
government (municipal, provincial and federal) 
operated campgrounds are included. 


Questionnaires 


The traveller accommodation question- 
naires were originally developed in 1970 in 
co-operation with federal and provincial 
government agencies, trade associations and 
accommodation operators using as our guide 
the manual entitled "Uniform System of 
Accounts for Hotels". 


The three questionnaires used to survey 
the universe, prior to 1976, included: 


1. The "L'" questionnaire which was sent to 
approximately 500 hotels having 76 or more 
rooms requesting departmental revenues and 
expenses, room rates, administrative and 
other operating expenses, convention data 
as well as selected descriptive information 
regarding alcohol, food, recreation and 
other service facilities. 


2. The "S" questionnaire which was mailed to 
all other businesses except those receiv- 
ing the "L" questionnaire and campgrounds. 
The nature of data collected included 
sources of revenue, room rates, selected 
expenses, convention data as well as the 
descriptive information described above. 


3. The campground questionnaire which was 
sent to campground operations requesting 
sources of revenue, tent and. trailer space, 
rental rates, employment and salaries and 
wages. 


In addition to using the three question- 
naires described above, a shortened version 
of the "S' form was introduced in 1976 for 
all hotels having less than 50 rooms as well 
as all tourist courts and cabins, tourist 
homes, hunting and fishing camps. The ques- 
tionnaire content was limited to sources of 
revenue, employment, salaries and wages and 
selected descriptive items. While the change 
has reduced the response burden for about 
86% of the mail-out universe, it has still 
allowed the publication requirements as per 
previous years to be satisfied. The change 
does, however, limit the survey's capability

to provide outside users with special study 
data relating to expenses and the nature of 
services and facilities offered by traveller 
accommodation businesses which have been 
requested frequently in the past. 


Coverage 


A total of 17,908 businesses in Canada 
satisfied the traveller accommodation defi- 
nitions detailed above and constituted the 
universe of 1976. Coverage between 1976 and 
previous years is not identical owing to the 
difference in definitions used. A table 
appearing at the end of this section revises 
1975 published data making it comparable to 
data published in this report. 


The major sources for maintaining 
current mailing lists are the Provincial 
Tourist Guides and full co-operation is re- 
ceived from all the provinces. However, 
because some businesses are too late in re- 
gistering or do not meet provincial accommo- 
dation standards or are too small to be in- 
cluded, coverage for some provinces may be 
slightly incomplete. 


Methodology 


Questionnaires were mailed to all iden- 
tified businesses in two stages. The first 
mailout was in February 1977 and covered all 
full-year operators as well as those seasonal 
operators who indicated in previous years that 
they preferred to receive their questionnaires 
at the beginning of the year. The second 
mailout took place in May and included all 
other seasonal operators. 


Completed questionnaires were checked 
for accuracy and consistency based on pre- 
established edit specifications. Reports 
which failed to meet these edit specifications 
were validated either by correspondence or 
by telephone. 


A maximum of two mail follow-up requests 
was sent to non-respondents after which 
regional offices collected data from a sample 
of those that failed to reply. 


Response Rates 


Completed returns which satisfied the 
edit specifications were received from 14,991 
business locations representing 83.7% of the 
total universe of 17,908. Total receipts 
reported by these businesses amounted to $2.8 
billion or 90.4% of the total published fig- 
ure.

Data Quality 


The quality of the published data is 
largely dependent on the accuracy of the 
information reported by the respondents. 
Automatic checks were programmed to compare 
1976 data with that of previous years and all 
large variations were verified with the 
respondent by correspondence or telephone. 


Receipts amounting to 9.6% of the total 
revenue of $2.8 billion were estimated for 
the 2,919 non-respondents in order to bring 
published revenue totals to the universe 
level. For the 1978 survey year, it is plan- 
ned to develop techniques to measure to what 
extent non-response affects the accuracy of 
the data. 


Qualité des données

Summary 


The total number of accommodation estab- 
lishments operating in Canada during 1976 was 
17,908 with total revenues amounting to 
SSmOGLeZamiblelcioneae Otmthiswtotal $2.489.2) mit— 
lion, or 81.2% was accounted for by establish- 
ments classified to the hotel sector. The 
motel sector accounted for $369.0 million or 
12.0%. The remaining 6.8% ($206.0 million) 
was reported by all other types of accommoda- 
tion including tourist homes, tourist courts 
and cabins, tent and trailer campgrounds and 
outfitters. 


Of the total revenue reported by the 
hotel sector, $994.8 million (40.0%) came from 
the sale of alcoholic beverages, $740.5 mil- 
lion (29.7%) from room rentals, $583.5 million 
CBr, meEronemeallsmandeas1yi0. ou mialaevon CO 92) 
from all other sources. (Similar distribu- 
tions for other types of accommodation are 
Aavailablesine lables. otsthisnsectilon.) 


The sale of alcoholic beverages was the 
largest single source of revenue at the na- 
tional level (34.9%), followed by room re- 
ceipts (34.7%), meal receipts (22.2%), mer- 
chandise sales (4.3%) and all other receipts 
aie (359%)5 (S6e Cheneie ate Gael OF telmig Saeesuoin 
for provincial distributions of source of 
revenue. ) 


The provincial distribution of receipts 
by source, as presented in Table 4, showed 
considerable fluctuation between provinces. 
The national average for room receipts was 
34.7% of total revenue. Provincial and ter- 
ritorial averages for room revenue ranged from 
20.4% in Manitoba to 54.3% in Prince Edward 
Island. Beer, wine and liquor sales expressed 
as a percentage of total receipts varied from 
Ons Aine Princes Edward sUsland tonsil. 97.10. 
Saskatchewan.

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Hotels 


The number of hotels primarily engaged 
in providing traveller accommodation services 
to transient guests in Canada during 1976 
totalled 5,429, an increase of 172 over the 
total reported for 1975. These hotels con- 
tained 207,769 rooms with 102,214 single beds 
and 189,837 double beds. Total receipts 
amounted to $2,489.2 million which is 15.5% 
higher than the 1975 total of $2,155.7 mil= 
lion. The sales of beer, wine and liquor 
accounted for 40.0% of total receipts, fol- 
lowed by room rentals (29.8%), meals (23.42%) 
and other sources (6.8%). The 1975 distri- 
bution for the same data items was: beer, 
wine and liquor (40.6%), room rentals (29.82), 
meals (23.1%) and other sources (6.5%). 


Of the 5,429 hotels included in this 
report 4,605 were full-year hotels licenced 
to sell alcoholic beverages. The remaining 
824 businesses were classified as full-year 
non-licenced (474), seasonal licenced (146) 
and seasonal non-licenced (204) hotels. Full- 
year licenced hotels reported total revenue 
of $2,378.0 million and represented 95.5% of 
total receipts of hotels in Canada. The re- 
maining receipts of $111.2 million (4.5%) were 
reported by hotels classified as other than 
full-year licenced businesses. 


The total number of paid employees as 
of the last complete week of September was re- 
ported to be 133,785 and included 97,972 full- 
time and 35,813 part-time employees. Salaries 
and wages paid amounted to $737.3 million or 
29.6% of total receipts. The number of unpaid 
family workers was shown to be 1,940. 


Receipts reported by 122 hotels showing 
200 or more rooms amounted to $691.1 million 
and represented 27.8% of total hotel receipts 
(Table 11). The combined total of hotels 
having 50 rooms or more (1,042) constituted 
19.2% of the total universe; however they 
accounted for approximately 64.2% of all re- 
ceipts reported for this sector. The largest 
number of hotels fell into the 10-24 size 
group (2,563). This size group which repre- 
sents 47.2% of the universe reported receipts 
equal to 16.52 of receipts reported by all 
hotels in Canada. 


SECTION II 


Hotels

Les recettes déclarées par 122 hotels de 200 
chambres ou plus se chiffraient a 691.1 millions et 
représentaient 27.8 % des recettes totales des 
hotels (tableau 11).

SECTION 


Motels 


In 1976, 4,269 motels were operating 
in Canada and they reported 82,859 rooms, in- 
cluding 3,639 cabins and cottages. These 
rooms contained 26,867 single beds and 96,523 
double beds. Total receipts amounted to 
$369.0 mitidon, «a 15.17% imerease over the 1975 
total of $320.7 million. Of the 1976 re-_ 
ceipts, $225.2 million (61.0%) was derived 
from the rental of rooms $66.1 million (17.92%) 
from meals, $40.3 million (10.9%) from alco- 
holic beverages, $27.1 million (7.3%) from 
sale of merchandise and $10.3 million (2.92) 
from other sources. This distribution of 
revenue by source differs considerably from 
the hotel national average which showed 29.72 
from room rentals, 23.4% from meals and 40.0% 
from alcoholic beverages. Full-year motels 
numbered 3,611 and reported total receipts of 
$344.0 million, while 658 seasonal motels re- 
ported $25.0 million. 


The total number of paid employees as 
of the last complete week of September 1976 
was reported to be 19,128 and included 11,256 
full-time and 7,872 part-time employees. Sal- 
aries and wages amounted to $80.4 million, an 
increase of 19.6% over 1975. The number of 
unpaid family workers was shown to be 2,816.

SECTION VI 


Tent and Trailer Campgrounds 


In 1976, the total number of tent and 
trailer campgrounds operating in Canada was 
3,331. This figure includes 570 federally 
and provincially operated parks. Total re- 
ceipts for 1976 amounted to $94.6 million of 
which $62.4 million (66.0%) was reported by 
private and municipal campground operators, 
$2). million (22.52) by provincial and.$10.9 
million (11.5%) by federal agencies operating 
parks. 


Of the 312,248 tent and trailer spaces 
available, private and municipal campgrounds 
accounted for 244,204 spaces, provincial parks 
56,784 and federal parks 11,260. Fully ser- 
viced spaces, which included electricity, 
water and sewage hook-ups, totalled 71,406 or 
22.8% of all available spaces; partially ser- 
viced spaces (any of the three services listed 
above) numbered 100,180 (32.12%) and the re- 
maining 140,662 (45.1%) spaces were unser- 
viced. Apart from the above mentioned tent 
and trailer spaces, businesses classified to 
this sector reported operating an additional 
4,086 rooms, cabins and cottages as supple- 
mentary accommodation available to travellers.
